Delay On Cook County Tax Bills Could Extend To July

Cook County tax bills for the Northwest 


suburban area's 118,000 property owners 
will be mailed at least 60 days behind 
schedule, with a good possibility the de- 
lay could extend up to July, it was 
learned yesterday. 


County tax officials admitted they 


were rushing for completion of tax roles 
to insure bills were sent out at least by 
May 31 — exactly two months behnid the 
statutory deadline. 


Right now, the county is waiting on the 


Board of (tax) Appeals to wind up its 
bearings on hundreds of cases granted 
continuances earlier in the year. There 


were unconfirmed reports the board 
would not finish until the middle of next 
month. 


But Henry Wlodyga, chief clerk of the 


board, estimated the action on all the 
cases would be completed by the end of 
the month. 


AT THE SAME time, Walter A. Con- 


rad, deputy county treasurer, said there 
was no indication when his office would 
be receiving the tax bills for mailing. 


Asked when he estimated the bills 


would be in the mail, Conrad replied, 
"They say there's a good chance they'll 
have to go to July 1." This would mean 
taxes would not be payable until Aug. 1. 


A July 1 mailing would represent the 


longest tax bill delay in the county's his- 
tory. 


Most officials refused to comment on 


reports the bills would be this late and 
expressed hope the first tax statements 
would be in the mail by June 1. 


State law requires that one full calen- 


dar month elapse between issuance of 
bills and the first due date. Therefore, 
even if the bills were completed by, for 
example, June 5, the earliest penalty 
date that could be set would be Aug. 1. 


Even if the Board of Appeals com- 


pletes its hearings by the end of this 


month, subsequent action by the County 
Assessor's Office, the County Clerk and 
the State Department of Local Govern- 
ment Affairs would take several weeks. 


JOSEPH SCHEIBEL, chief of the as- 


sessor's office real estate division, ex- 
plained that preliminary 
assessment 


roles had been completed late last 
month. 


However, adjustments in assessed 


valuation approved by the Board of Ap- 
peals must be made on these assess- 
ments. Then the roles must go to the 
State Department of Local Government 
Affairs where the equalization factor will 


be applied. This process requires two to 
three weeks, according to state officials. 


Subsequently, the tax lists are sent to 


the County Clerk's office for calculation 
of bills based on more than 1,800 differ- 
ent rates. Only after these figures are 
completed are the bills passed along to 
the County Treasurer for mailing. 


Officials in the treasurer's office claim 


once the bills are received they can com- 
plete the mailing within two weeks. 


It was disclosed in February that tax 


bills would be late, but until now there 
was no indication of just how much of a 
delay was anticipated. 


LATE BILLS force local governmental 


units — especially school districts — to 
issue tax anticipation warrants to fi- 
nance day-to-day operations. Resorting 
to tax anticipation warrants requires lo- 
cal taxing districts to pay thousands of 
dollars in interest. 


Alfred Odegard, director of finance for 


the county superintendent of schools, es- 
timated a two month delay will cost sub- 
urban school districts approximately 
$450,000 in interest on warrants. 


"Not only that," Odegard added, 


"schools not on warrants are losing in- 
vestment income."

Village Rejects 
Deletion From

The Elk Grove Village Board Tuesday 


unanimously voted to reject a request 
that a section of its proposed zoning ordi- 
nance dealing with residential districts 
be withheld when the ordinance is con- 
sidered for approval next month. 


The request had been made by the vil- 


lage housing commission, an advisory 
group that ia expected to recommend lat- 
er this year a housing program possibly 
for low and moderate-income families. 


Trustee Richard McGrenera assured 


housing commission members in the au- 
dience that the type of mixed housing 
programs they are concerned with could 
be handled in the new zoning ordinance. 


Five commission members had been 


concerned that the new ordinance, which 
will require a reduction in density for 
apartments from 20 to 15 units an acre, 
would be too restrictive. 


Trustee Ronald Chemlck, who said he

He said it was designed "to protect 


what we have now" and not to accom- 
modate social needs which would have to 
receive "special consideration." 


McGrenera disagreed, saying these 


areas were discussed. He pointed out 
that Keith was not speaking for the 
board.

Sidewalks Deleted From Annexation Agreement 


Sidewalks will not be required in a pre- 


a n n e x a t i o n agreement between Elk 
Grove Village officials and the Forest 
View Homeowners Association. 


The village board agreed early yester- 


day to leave out the construction of side- 
slks from the preannexation agreement 
with the association. 


The sidewalk requirement had been 


considered to be a stumbling block in ob- 
taining agreement among the home- 
owners to annex to Elk Grove Village. 


Wesley Kentzel, association president, 


Tuesday asked the board to leave out the 
sidewalk requirement, along with anoth- 
er requirement calling for the improve- 
ments of some interior streets in the 90- 
acre subdivision. 


The board did not agree to the latter, 


which included the construction of curbs, 
gutters, and storm water drainage that 


accompany street improvements and 
widening. 


As the agreement with the village and 


homeowners now stands, the village 
wants street lights, water mains, and fire 
hydrants put in the subdivision within, 
one-year after the annexation date. The 
street Improvements must be done with- 
in four years. 


Sidewalks, which had been a part of 


the stipulation that they be built within 
four years, are now left out. 


KENTZEL WAS not immediately avail- 


able yesterday to comment on the deci- 
sion reached early yesterday by the vil- 
lage board. 


However, Charles Willis, village man- 


ager, said Kentzel indicated yesterday 
the deletion of the sidewalk requirement 
would not help in obtaining agreement of 
the homeowners to annex. 


Kentzel, wanted some of the interior 


street improvements taken out of the 
agreement. 


Kentzel, the night before, agreed Crest 


Avenue needed to be reconstructed, and 
that Howard and Woodview streets 
needed some rebuilding, but not other in- 
terior streets. 


The homeowners association currently 


is petitioning the Circuit Court for annex- 
ation to the village. However, some 25 
residents who have signed the petition 
are reportedly asking to be removed 
from it. If the court rules their names 
may be removed the petition would be 
rejected by the judge because it would 
not constitute a majority of the owners of 
property in the subdivision. 


The case, continued last week, is to 


come before Judge Harry Comerford on 
Friday.

Health Board 
Will Study 
Local Needs 


A comprehensive study of the health 


needs and priorities in Elk Grove Village 
will be undertaken by the board of 
health. 


A s t e e r i n g committee for com- 


prehensive health planning, comprised of 
board members and residents, approved 
a detailed plan of research yesterday. 


The long range goal of the board is to 


develop a broad base of information to 
plan a comprehensive health plan to 
meet the needs of the community in the 
future. 


A year ago the health board announced 


its intention to investigate the possi- 
bilities of such a study. At that time 
members were considering conducting a 
village-wide survey but have temporarily 
dropped those plans. 


The board decided to begin the pro- 


gram with research of the community 
rather than a door-to-door survey, after 
discussing the project with Dr. Paul Gal- 
lagher. Dr. Gallagher is the associate di- 
rector of Comprehensive Health Plan- 
ning for Metropolitan Chicago. 


He told us that before we can know the 


person we must know the environment 
he lives in," said Brother Stephen 
Skorca, a consultant for program devel- 
opment at St. Alexius Hospital who is as- 
sisting the health board in the study. 
:. 


Information will be sought in the areas 


of environment, personal health services 
and mental health by a special working 
committee to be formed by Brother Fer- 
dinand Leyva, health board chairmah 
and St. Alexius Hospital administrator. 


The research will be compiled in these 


areas into an environmental health sui- 
vey. The survey is divided into nine cate- 
gories of planning for water, air polhf- 
tion, land use, environment of developed 
land, disposal, health and sanitation, 
food and milk, noise control, and tranft- 
portation. 
• 


Much of the organization for the sur- 


vey was derived from information pro> 
vided by the Federal Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, accord- 
ing to board member Donna Farley. 


Mrs. Farley said the board will wait 


for results of the survey before determin- 
ing what steps to take next in developing 
a comprehensive health program. 
; 


An area of concern voiced by board 


members was the need for educating the 
public as to the availability of health Mr- 
vices. 


"We have people who are used to neg> 


lecting themselves almost as a family 
tradition," said board member Dr. Han 
oMLobinski.

Discriminatory Charge Is Leveled

A three-member panel of the Federal 


Trade Commission 
(FTC) yesterday 


heard testimony that their proposed rule 
regulating door-to-dorr sales 
is dis- 


criminatory 


Ira Lefton, general counsel for the Na- 


tional 
Remodelers 
Association, Inc., 


which represents door to-door sales com- 
panies, told the panel that the three-day 
cooling off period called for by the FTC 
would give the door-to-door salesman an 
unfair competitive disE dvantage. 


Lefton said a consumer could take the 


contract he signs with the salesman who 
came to his home and then go to a sales- 
man in a store, who is often working on 
straight commission, and ask the sales- 
man to low bid the contract. 


"WK'RE NOT OPPOSED to having a 


consumer, say pay something at the best 
price." Lefton. "But it is unfair to have 
the government become part and parcel 
of this contract shopping thing. 


"You start to produce a marginal oper- 


ator," he continued. "Someone who will 
sell for less, but not necessarily better 
goods. I don't think the government 
should have a hand in this type of ac- 
tion." 


Lefton also said the regulation of the 


type proposed by the FTC is dis- 
criminatory against door-to-door sales- 
men as a class, if the same regulations 
are not imposed upon all sellers of mer- 
chandise. 


"The initiative and creative ability of 


that wondrous door-to-door salesman is 
no less public-serving than the manufac- 
tured full color television commercial 
that goes into the living rooms of Amer- 
ica without ringing the bell or knocking 
on the door, and just as persuasively 
strives to commit the listener or viewer 
to a purchase of goods and products," he 
said. 


THE PANEL ALSO heard from Fred- 


eric Sherwood, chairman of an inter-in- 
dustry council of direct selling firms, 
who told them his committee supports 


the general principles of the proposed 
FTC rule. 


"Any 
number 
of 
recommendations 


have been made here regarding your 
proposed rule," he said, "that would sub- 
stantially alter the original proposal you 
made. 


"We feel that if any 
substantial 


changes are made in the rule we should 
have an ample opportunity to examine 
the changes and then be heard further on 
the proposed changes," he said. 


Sherwood told the panel that his group 


had not previously considered the pro- 
posed ruling discriminatory to door-to- 
door sales as opposed to a sale made in a 
store. 


"But once you go into a more extreme 


proposal, we'd have to look at the ques- 
tion of one channel of distribution versus 
another," he said. "There would be com- 
petitive imbalance and the advantage 
would be to the salesman in the store. 


"IF YOU GO INTO further extension 


of the original concept," he explained, 
"we'd like to be heard and decide where 


we stand in competition with those not 
subject to the rule. 


"We would urge you," Sherwood 


added, "to hold additional hearings if the 
basic premise promulgated in your rul- 
ing is changed."

Will Indicate Lower Gas Prices

Drivers can look for signs along the 


way as an indication of lower gasoline 
prices, a trend which could take hold by 
this Friday. 


Most dealers will post a sign if they 


are charging a subnormal price for gaso- 
line, according to Herbert Hugo, Midwest 
bureau chief for Plait's Oilgram. The 
daily publication, a division of McGraw- 
Hill, lists information on pricing and oth- 
er aspects of the petroleum industry. 


Commenting on the move by Standard 


Oil Co. and other major oil companies to 
restore gasoline prices to the normal lev- 
el by withdrawing price supports last 
week. Hugo said prices are mixed but 
closer to normal levels at the present 
time. 


Price supports are offered by majors 


to their dealers when the pump price is 
dropped to compete with other com- 
panies. When they are withdrawn, pump 
prices usually are hiked in an equal 
amount. 


"ALL 
WE CAN SAY now about the 


price restoration move is that it is nei- 
ther a success or failure," said Hugo. 
"By Friday afternoon we should know. 
Most gasoline is sold on the weekends, 
and if dealers are dropping their prices, 
they start to post signs. Right now, you 
could drive for several miles and not see 
any price signs, but in other areas, the 


prices are off several cents from the 
normal 40.4 cents a gallon price." 


Prices first started slipping in Lake 


County, Ind., last week, where they are 
now generally at 30.9 or 31.9 cents, ac- 
cording to Hugo. In the rest of the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area, most cuts are 
three to seven cents a gallon from the 
normal price level, he said.

A Selective Service system manual on 


the draft, including legal and illegal al- 
ternatives, has been issued to the guid- 
ance counselors of all suburban high 
schools and junior colleges by Robert 
Hanrahan, County school superintendent. 


Cook County schools are among the 


first in the nation to be serviced with the 
new curriculum guide, according to Tim- 
othy D. Kelley, Selective Service educa- 
tional programs officer. 


The manual was developed to provide 


secondary school educators and students 
with a structured course on Seective 
Service. Two sections set forth legal and 
illegal alternatives to the draft. 


Hnnrahan authorized distribution of the 


guide to key personnel to advance the 
IPVC! of the draft information available in 
Cook County schools. 


The guide can be integrated into exist- 


ing curriculum, Hanrahan explained, 
through courses in civics, perspectives of 
government or sociology, for example. 


IT EXAMINES the Selective Service 


system, its role within society, categories 
of classification, mechanics of the lottery 
system avenues of appeal, consequences 
of illegal alternatives, and the history of 
conscription. 


The section on legal alternatives to in- 


duction explains voluntary enlistment, 
deferments and exemptions, including 
the conscientious objector, sole surviving 
son, an alien, a minister or divinity stu- 
dent and the unfit, according to military 
authorities. 


Illegal alternatives include refusing to 


cooperate, leaving the country and refus- 
ing to submit to induction. The chapter's 
closing paragraph reads: 


"Avoidance of military service is a 


serious action. It will almost certainly 
mean indictment and prosecution which 
are likely to result in a felony conviction 
ad jail sentence. Unquestionably, a 
young man's future will be seriously af- 
fected by such a decision."

Industry in Elk Grove Village repre- 


sents • financial bonanza to the residen- 
tial community as many of us realize 


And it would seem that in this type of 


situation it would be best if industry and 
municipal officials got along 
Unfortu- 


nately this is not the case as every once 
in a while both industry and the munici- 
pality do something to anger the other. 


Such was the case recently when Elk 


Grove Municipal officials learned of a 
newsletter put out by the Centex Indus- 
trial Park Association (CIPA) last Dec. 
29 


CIPA represented some 260 industries 


before it merged with the chamber of 
commerce to form the Association of In- 
dustry and Commerce 


THE NEWSLETTER set out to review 


its activities in the "past year or so." An 
introductory sentence said: "Rightly or 
wrongly, the association hasn't tooted its 
horn over its accomplishments." It went 
on to list its accomplishments summa- 
rized here: 


—initially opposed the municipal build- 


ing complex thereby reducing the cost 
1290,000 


—held the assessed valuation of indus- 


trial land to 30 cents a square foot. 


—abated a municipal utility tax. 
—prevented aa increase in industrial 


water rates. 


—led a concerted effort to have the vil- 


lage agree to rebuild Pratt Boulevard 
and study improvement of Nicholas 
Boulevard 


—aided in the improvement of industri- 


al drainage ditches. 


—obtained changes in a proposed zon- 


ing ordinance. 


Other successes of the association in- 


clude working with the state for improve- 
ment of Higgins Road, Elmhurst Road, 
and Busse Road, being primarily con- 


cerned with access to the industrial park. 


THE ASSOCIATION also worked with 


the village for the adoption of the pre- 
fire plan program, a program developed 
by the fire department for the protection 
of the industrial park 


When village officials got hold of the 


newsletter recently they were enraged 
They feel the association tooted its horn 
a little too loudly without giving them 
credit. 


"If I were not a member of the village 


board I'd think the village was going to 
hell if not for the industrial association," 
said Trustee Richard McGueneva 


"I looked at it, ripped it up, and threw 


it away," said Ronald Chernick, another 
trustee. 


' ' I ' m completely incensed," said 


Trustee James O'Brien. 


"That's rubbish," said former trustee 


George Coney 


"They're taking total credit for things 


done in cooperation with many people," 
said Trustee Edward Kenna. 


Trustees said many of the items point- 


ed out in the newsletter go back several 
years and not in the last "year or so" as 
stated in the newsletter. 


JAMES GIBSON, former trustee and 


an official with CIPA, said yesterday he 
wrote the newsletter in part with John 
Lecraw, association president. 
Gibson said they will stand behind the 
newsletter and that the trustees "read 
into it what why wanted to see." He 
maintains proper credit was given to 
those involved in the activities and frank- 
ly can't see what the village officials got 
all disturbed about.

Dog Training. .. An Art Of Patience

After 11 years of training local dogs to 


be obedient, Mrs. Dorothy Ortman re- 
ports that canine owners are still bring- 
ing their best friends to her dog obe- 
dtaoco courses. 


"I thought I trained them all," she 


said. "1 guess I am wrong." 


Currently, Mrs. Ortman trains dogs to 


be wen mannered in Palatine and Arling- 
ton Heights twice a week. All of her 
classes are full, she reports. 


Classes with the Palatine Park District 


are taught on Mondays and on Wednes- 
days through the Arlington Heights Park 
District 


IN TRAINING a dog to be obedient, 


Mrs. Ortman said she has to con the ca- 
nine into wanting to learn. Often, she 
said, much time must be spent in getting 


the dog to think that learning to sit or 
walk on his master's left side is really 
groovy. 


Some dogs are harder to con than oth- 


ers, she pointed out. An Irish Setter is a 
regal dog and thinks he is too good for 
obedience training, so a lot of conning is 
needed. However, a boxer eagerly learns 
and can be taught in about a week 


"Sometimes, dogs learn in spite of 


themselves," Mrs. Ortman said. 


She said the speed in which a dog picks 


up obedience training often depends on 
the canine's master. If the master en- 
courages the dog to perform right, the 
dog will learn training quickly. However, 
if the master takes a bored attitude, so 
will the dog, thus making it harder to 
train him. 


MBS. Ortman said she has noticed that 


the dog owners with well behaved chil- 
dren also have dogs that trian easier. 


Sometimes, a dog trainer will run into 


some trouble with the owners Mrs Or- 
tman said she trained a dog once that 
would perform for her, but would bite its 
master The owner became insulted be- 
cause he thought the dog only loved her 


Currently, the dogs enrolled in the obe- 


dience courses are generally mixed 
breeds, she said. Many are short-legged, 
long and hairy and a few are of the rag- 
gy, wooley variety. 


The owners are also fun to watch at 


obedience classes. Mrs. Ortman reported 
that people have shown up to train their 
dog wearing their Sunday clothes. One 
woman wore a mink stole to a few les- 
sons. 


Another woman insisted on training 


her dog with a washline as a leash.

"home trains" the canines. This differs 
from "show training" because when she 
trains a dog for show, everything the dog 
does has to be perfect. When trained for 
the home, a dog can be allowed to sit 
sloppily since this is all the owners want. 


Most owners just want their pooch to 


be a better dog for the neighborhood, she 
said. 


When not training dogs at local park 


districts, Mrs. Ortman trains her own 
dogs. She currently has developed a fine 
strain of pure-bred boxers.

Thr fate of the SST may have been 


determined for good yesterday afternoon 
when the Senate was scheduled to vote 
on continued funding of the $1 3 billion 
project beyond the current March 31 
deadline 


Regardless of how the vote went (this 


column was written several hours before 
the scheduled vote at 4 p.m.), the SST 
will go into history books as one of the 
most complex and confusing issues to 
face lawmakers in Washington. 
"We spent some time in Washington 
earlier this week and, in talking to an 
aide to a New York congressman, asked 
how that congressman had voted when 
the SST vote was taken in the House of 
Representatives last week. 


"Oh, he voted against it, but he did it 


for all the wrong reasons," was the re- 
ply 


That fairly accurately sums up the sit- 


uation. There were so many good rea- 
sons for supporting (federal funding of it, 
and so many good reasons for not sup- 
porting it, and so many bad reasons for 
supporting it, and so many bad reasons 
for opposing it, that the issue became 
thoroughly clouded and misunderstood. 


IT WAS an issue that transcended par- 


ty lines, with Republicans voting against 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats 
voting 


against Democrats 


It transcended philosophical lines, with 


liberals joining conservatives in favor of 
it and conservatives joining liberals 
against it 


And it was an issue that combined so 


many "sub-issues " There were econom- 
ical considerations, environmental con- 
siderations, transportation considerations 
and, in some arguments, it came to a 
question of whether Americans would 
prefer to fly their own SSTs of fly on 
Russian SSTs. as if a Russian SST was 
inherently unpatriotic. 


There probably is not a member of ei- 


ther the Senate or House in Washington 
who could not find a good argument ei- 
ther in favor or against the SST. 


The members of the Washington state 


delegation, for example, could argue jus- 
tifiably that their state would be severely

There were many arguments to 
the contrary, but after a while, you hear 
so many supposedly "documented" argu- 
ments that it becomes difficult to accept 
any of them. 


Others have argued that if the SST is 


truly worth the effort and the money, 
private industry should develop it, not 
the federal government. 


The counter-argument says that the 


federal funding is only a loan, and will 
be repayed after the aircraft is on the 
market. But, given the financial situation 
of the airline industry right now, what 
happens if the SST is a bust and the 
money to repay the loan is not there? 


Other arguments say the U. S. will ose 


its dominant position as an exporter of 
airplanes if we do not have an SST and 
Russia, and the French and English have 
one Financially, that could be disastrous 
to American economy.

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Commission Suggests Tarochiaid' 


by DOROTHY CLUNE 


SPRINGFIELD 111. (UPI) - A legisla- 


tive commission studying aid to nonpub- 
lic schools has recommended passage of 
a three-part program which includes a 
voucher system of "parochiaid." despite 
objections from critics who claimed the 
plan was rammed through the commis- 
sion by pnor agreement of party leaders. 


The recommendation Is the result of a 


14-montfi itudy by the Elementary and 
Secondary Nonpublic Schools Study Com- 
mission, headed by Rep Eugene Schlick- 
man. R-Arlington Heights. 


The program consists of three bills 


providing flat grants to parents of non- 
public school students, scholarship sup- 
port to private school students from po- 
verty-level families and a fund to imple- 
ment innovative cooperative programs 
between public and private schools. 


"This program would fund the flight of 


affluent students from public to private 
s c h o o l s . " Sen. Harris Fawell, 
R Naperville, charged in the brief but 
highly emotional debate which proceeded 
the 11-2 vote on the plan. 


THE PROGRAM WAS sketcbily out- 


lined in a motion, contained in three 
paragraphs of hand written notes, by 
Paul M. Lund, a vice president of Illinois

R-Waukegan, voiced the only opposition 
to the program. Both said it left unan- 
swered important questions about how 
and to whom the grants would be issued 
and the standards to be met by private 
schools receiving aid, the definition of 
non-public schools and means of con- 
trolling the aid. 


They also charged that the eagerness 


of other commission members, including 
House Majority Leader Henry Hyde, 
R-Chktgo, and the assistant majority 
leader of the senate, Robert Cherry, 
D-Chicago, to push through the commis- 
sions's final recommendation was the re- 
sult of a prior agreement to which nei- 
ther Fawell nor Coulson had been a par- 
ty. 


"We are being asked to vote in the 


dark ... on an explosive issue," Fawell 
argued. "This commission was picked to 
do the job of giving aid to nonpublic 
schools and h's going to funnel money 
into those schools come bell or high wa- 
ter," Fawell charged angrily. 


"My toes are being pressed to the 


steam roller," Coulson said in explaining 
why he would not vote for the vaguely 
outlined program. 


THE FIRST OF the three bills in the 


plan would provide grants to nonpublic 
schools students, redeemable by their 
parents and nonpublic schools of the par- 
ent's choice. The grants would amount to 
no more than $48 per student at the ele- 
mentary level and $60 per student at the 


high school level where those figures rep- 
resent the maximum state aid and to $60 
and $90 elsewhere, for elementary and 
high schools respectively. 


The second bill would provide support 


for private school students from poverty 
level families. That support could range 
up to $560 for elementary schools and 
$700 for high schools, depending on the 
amount of state aid given to the public 
school students in the district.

Advise Against One Joint 
Council On Mental Health

The townships of Schaumburg, Elk 


Grove, Wheeling and Palatine should noo 
plan to operate a mental health clinic 
under one joint council, the Schaumburg 
mental health board was told Monday 
night. 


Dr. Joe Lehman, assistant zone direc- 


tor of community services of the state 
mental health department, told the 


•rnburg Township board the popu- 


•tf the four combined townships is 


.drge to qualify for federal or state 


funds. He discussed the relative merits 
of different combinations of the town- 
ships. 


The townships should plan together, 


benefiting from ideu from all areas, but 
organize two separate mental health 
councils to operate "back-to-back" facil- 
ities. Dr. Lehman said. He suggested 
Joining Schaumburg with Elk Grove and 
Palatine with Wheeling. Federal guide- 
lines nuke aid available to councils with 
populations between 75,000 and 200,000, 
sold Dr. Lehman, and the four town- 
ships, with a combined population of 
around 300,000, are already too large. 


DR. LEHMAN pointed out he had al- 


ready told the 4-townshtp council it might 
have to split. But the council has been 
told by federal officials it could be ap- 
proved above the population ceiling be- 
cause it is a homogeneous grouping. 


Several members of the board asked if 


Schaumburg Township could 
function 


better by working on its own than by 
Joining with other towns. They pointed 
out population projections for the town- 
ship show 280,000 persons after 10 years, 
and said it would only be a few years 
before the township has a population 
over 75,000 The township now has about 
48.000 residents, they said. 


Dr. Lehman said the township would 


be considered too small as a planning 
area, and would not gain by working 
singly. The township would lose the ad- 
vantages of sharing ideas and mutual 
planning with other areas, and would be 
handicapped by not having a hospital 
within Its boundaries, he said. 


DAVID HUGHES, departmental ward 


director for this area who accompanied 
Dr. Lehman, agreed. By branching off on

of an educational development fund of $5 
million in fiscal 1972, to be administered 
by a board which would receive a pro- 
posal from public and private schools for 
innovative educational programs to be 
carried out by both the public and pri- 
vate school personnel hi the community. 


FAWELL ARGUED unsuccessfully for 


a roll call vote on each of seven alterna- 
tives which had been considered by the 
commission previously. 


"The public ought to know bow this 


commission stands with regard to these 
alternative measures," Fawell said. He 
charged there was a deliberate failure to 
notify the public of a meeting two weeks 
ago at which the proposals were infor- 
mally voted on. 


The commission also approved a mo- 


tion to set up a three-man committee 
consisting of Schlickman, Cherry, and 
Hyde, to put the program into final bill 
form. 


Also approved was a general report of 


the commission's findings, which con- 
cluded, among other tilings, that "public 
assistance is essential to the pre- 
servation" 
of the state's nonpublic 


schools, which "contribute a distinct pub- 
lic service." 


The commission has, during the course 


of 
its work, considered thte con- 


stitutionality of various types of para- 
chiaid. It is expected that even- if the 
General Assembly approved a parachiaid 
plan, the program would have to undergo 
a court test on its constitutioality. 


its own the township would cause ill feel- 
ing and lose the benefits of such facilities 
as St. Alexius Hospital in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, be said. 


The board asked if the council would 


qualify for more funds as a large group 
than it would as two smaller groups, 
each serving two townships. Dr. Lehman 
said aid would be based on provided ser- 
vices, not on the number of persons in a 
geographic area. 


Board members also discussed council 


representation, asking Dr. Lehman if 
agencies which would apply for funds 
from the council should have voting 
members on the council board of direc- 
tors. Dr. Lehman advised the agencies 
should have an advisory role, working as 
c o n s u l t a n t s , should not serve as 
actual council members with voting pow- 
ers. The council should be made up of 
lay persons representing member town- 
ships, he suggested. 


DR. LEHMAN urged the board to 


study its own community, and become 
well versed in statistics on what kinds of 
mental health problems exist and how 
prevalent they are. They might use ma- 
terials such as the 1970 census, when the 
figures become available, for statistics 
on such things as the frequency of di- 
vorce, be said. 


Board members said they are inviting 


representatives 
of 
mental 
health 


agencies In the four townships to attend 
future meetings, bringing such informa- 
tion on the services they perform. They 
will be asked how many persons from 
each of the four townships make use of 
the services, how much counseling the 
persons are given and what types of 
problems seem most prevalent. They will 
also be asked for budgetary statistics. 


Lehman agreed to provide the town- 


ship with copies of state guidelines for 
establishing clinics, which outline proce- 
dures, and offered the help of employes 
in the Elgin state mental hospital in ob- 
taining general information on persons 
served there, be said. 


Such basic Information and under- 


standing should be sought before seeking 
another mental health referendum, he 
agreed. The townships defeated a refer- 
endum to establish facilities Feb. 27.

About To Begin 


In Illinois, the tornado season is about 


to begin 


Tornados occur in every state 12 


months a year, but spnngtime and early 
summer arc usually the most dangerous. 
Illinois is hit with an average of 25 tor- 
nadoes annually 


Residents can take a number of steps 


In providing protection for themselves 
and their families in case a twister does 
set down 


Tornado warnings are usually given 


over radio and TV. A tornado "watch" 
differs from a "warning " 


A watch refers to the possibility of tor- 


nadoes occurring between certain hours 
in a given area, and a warning says a 
tornado has actually been spotted or de- 
tected The warning will state the tor- 
nndo's location, the area that could be 
affected, and the approximate length of 
time the tornado will be active in that 
area 


Persons who could be in danger should 


then calmly proceed with proper safety 
precautions in the most protective area 
available, if and when a tornado strikes. 


STRONG WINDS and changes in air 


pressure cause the greatest amount of 
destruction by tornadoes. Flying objects 
and exploding windows or walls are dan- 
gers to beware of when seeking shelter. 


You can equalize the dangerous vari- 


ations in air pressure in homes and 
buildings by opening windows and doors 
on the side of the structure away from 
the tornado 


Get underground, if possible, prefera- 


hlv in a storm cellar, basement, cave, or 
underground parking lot or subway, if 
\n\i re in the city 


If you are in a school, office or indus- 


trial building of substantial construction, 
seek shelter in lower interior floors away 
from windows Stay out of widespan- 
roofed buildings such as gyms and autl- 
toriums I'sually the area designated as 
a Civil Defense shelter is safest.

United Airlines and the other major 


carriers say the equipment they use is 
incapable of damaging films, recording 
or computer tapes and electronic heart 
pacers 


Mason R Muddux, manager of secur- 


ity for United, said. "X-ray and sound 
wave screening equipment may adverse- 
ly affect film and tape, but none of the 
U S. airlines use such devices in their 
airport security programs. 


"Very rarely, an X-ray device may be 


used to screen baggage from a flight 
which 
has been 
the target of an 


a n o n y m o u s bomb threat. However, 
searched of this type are conducted by 
appropriate law enforcement 
agencies 


and are not under the direct control of 
airline personnel. 


"Under those conditions, passengers 


would normally have a chance to open 
baggage for inspection in lieu of X-ray 
examination," he said. 


If you are in the open when a tornado 


is sighted, seek refuge in a building of 
reinforced construction. If a sturdy 
structure is not handy, lie flat in a ravine 
or ditch. 


Mobile home dwellers and people in 


rural areas should find a solidly built 
building, storm cellar or as a last resort, 
a ditch or ravine If you are driving in 
an open area and sight a tornado, turn 
off at a right angle to the storm's direc- 
tion. 


For protection when walking in the city 


or in shopping areas, get to an offifce 
building. In stores, he on the floor next 
to a heavy, nonglass counter, keeping 
clear of large glass windows. Refrain 
from seeking shelter in or near parked 
cars. 


IN APRIL 1967. 55 people lost their 


lives when tornadoes struck Oak Lawn, 
Lake Zurich and Belvidere. Some of 
these people could have saved their lives 
if they had taken a few simple pre- 
cautions. 


Here is a tornado safety checklist: 
Teach your children to come home 


when a storm threatens. Designate an 
area of your home as a tornado shelter. 
The best spot is centrally located in a 
basement toward the southwest corner of 
the house. 


Have a flashlight and battery radio 


ready to take into the shelter when dan- 
ger is imminent. 


During a tornado watch, prepare to en- 


ter your home shelter. Open windows 
away from the storm to equalize pres- 
sure. If you're not at home, take shelter 
in another suitable location. 


During a tornado warning, take shelter 


immediately. Stay away from windows 
and open indoor areas 
Civil Defense 


shelters are best. Heavy furniture or in- 
terior, first floor hallways are also pro- 
tective.

Rate Drop Could Hurt Saver 


by LEA TONKIN 


Hoping to solve the case of the tight- 


fisted consumer, some area banks are 
slashing prime, consumer and mortgage 
rates. 


They are trying to accomplish this 


without claiming a victim in the process: 
the saver. As rates decline, so do bank 
profits and the likelihood that savings 
rates will remain stable, experts agree. 


Falling in line with the nation's leading 


banks, most of Chicago's major banks 
trimmed their prime rate to S1^ per cent 
last week. Northwest Suburban banks 
are mixed in the adoption of a lower 
prime interest rate, but lower consumer 
loan and mortgage rates are more wide- 
ly accepted. 


THE PRIME INTEREST rate is the 


interest a bank charges to its largest, 
most credit-worthy customers. 
Other 


rates are scaled upward from this point. 


Although most suburban banks have 


few borrowers who qualify for the prime 
rates, some did make the move to 5>/4 
per cent within the last few days. "We 
dropped our prime rate to 5'/4 per cent 
from 5Ms per cent," said Harold Harvey, 
president of North Point State Bank in 
Arlington Heights "Few borrowers qual- 
ify for this rate in the suburbs, but 
smaller banks need to keep in the 
mainstream." 


John Riordan, president of Countryside 


Bank in Mount Prospect, said, "We are 
trying for more loans by lowering the 
prime rate to 5' i per cent. In our case, 
however, we have had more demand for 
loans in the last month than we had for 
several months." 


Even though loan demand jumped in 


the last two months at the First National 
Bank of Des Plaines, executive vice 
president Arthur Weiss said the bank is 
looking for more strength in this market. 
"We are taking into consideration the 5'/4 
per cent prime rate," he said. 


THOMAS WELLS of Wheeling Trust 


and Savings Bank said the institution 
recently lowered its prime rate to 5'/i per 
cent. 


A "no" vote in the question of whether 


to lower the prime rate was cast by Fritz 
Wolf, president of the Bank and Trust 
Co. of Arlington Heights and Northwest 
Trust & Savings Bank. Others holding 
the line are First National Bank of 
Mount Prospect; Des Plaines Trust and 
Savings Bank; the Bank of Rolling Mead- 
ows and the Bank of Buffalo Grove. In 
this group, some bankers commented 
that the prime rate has little effect on 
suburban operations. 


Several Northwest Suburban banks re- 


ported lower consumer (auto) loan rates. 
The softening in mortgage rates, experi- 
enced by some banks and area savings 
and loan associations, could bring this 
rate down even further than the 6% to 7 
per cent level, it was reported. 


THIS MEANS that the consumer has a 


chance to borrow money at bargain 
rates, while it lasts. According to Har- 
vey, the demand for money comes from 
the consumer, government, industry and 
commerce. When these forces jack up 
loan demand, the cost of money will go 
up. 


Looking to the future, improvement 


will come later in the year as the con- 
sumer overcomes his cautious attitude, 
said Weiss. "We are in a sluggish period. 
The consumer is apprehensive about em- 
ployment and inflation," said Weiss. 
"When he overcomes this, we will see a 
much better economy " 


The fall guy in this situation could be 


the saver. As one banker raid, "The 


prime rate has changed more in the last 
few months than in the last several 
years. How much lower can it go before 
we have to lower some savings rates?" 


Lending institutions "will try harder" 


not to reduce savings rates, according to 
Wolf. "It's easy to reduce the borrowing 
rate, but it's hard to reduce the savings 
rate," he said. The bank of Rolling 
Meadows and Wheeling Trust and Sav- 
ings bank also foresee no cut in savings 
rates. 


THERE HAVE BEEN some moves to 


cut back higher paying certificates of de- 
posit (CD's), however. The First Nation- 
al Bank of Mount Prospect discontinued 
its tw" year, 5% per cent CD. It is limit- 
ing CD's to one-year, 5% per cent ac- 
counts. 


Last Monday, Arlington Heights Feder- 


al Savings and Loan Association tempo- 
rarily suspended the issuance of new 
CD's paying 534 and 6 per cent. The asso- 
ciation is limiting its CD's to two 
classes; three-month certificates, paying 
5'/4 per cent on a $1,000 minimum depos- 
it; and 12-month, paying 5% per cent on 
a $10,000 minimum. 


Jefferson 
State 
Bank in Chicago 


dropped its rate on one-year CD's from 
5M> to 5 per cent earlier this month. The 
bank also discontinued its two-year CD.

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Indigent To 
Get Expanded 
Legal Advice 


Providing legal services (or persons 


unable to afford an attorney is no new 
problem, but it is receiving new empha- 
sis in Illinois 


As many readers know, lawyers tra- 


ditionally have donated freely of their 
time m handling the problems of the 
needy, or by performing these services 
at a fraction of their actual value. This 
historic discharge of a professional obli- 
gation continues. 


In recent years, however, bar associ- 


ations as well as individual attorneys 
have sought more organized methods of 
lending a helping legal hand The result 
is the legal aid bureau or assistance pro- 
gram 


These bureaus range in size from 


large, multi-branched offices in metro- 
politan areas to small, part-time facil- 
ities In less populous regions. Many are 
solely community funded, some are pri- 
vately endowed, while others receive all 
or a large part of their financial support 
from federal government sources. 


And if all are devoted to helping those 


who are in need of legal assistance but 
without the means to pay. they also 
share a common problem — insufficient 
funds for the tasks they face. 


It in ironic but true that in this age of 


expanding concepts of social justice one 
of the more vital instruments of aiding 
the needy is, itself, in need of aid. 


The Board of Governors of the Illinois 


State Bar Association is determined that 
legal aid services to the poor shall be 
available on a statewide basis H Ogrlen 
Bramard. Charleston, the ISBA presi- 
dent, recently announced a seven-point 
programs aimed at broadening the ser- 
vice through the following: 


—Aid in developing legal assistance 


programs in all areas of the state not 
adequately served: 


—Assistance in developing funds, both 


from private as well as public sources, to 
offset a growing reliance on federal 
funds 


-The establishment of high standards 


of quality for legal aid services, 


—The development of a structure for 


handling legal aid appeals on the appel- 
late level. 


—The training of lawyers in those 


areas of the law that most affect the 
poor. 


—The creation of a special advisory 


committee to evaluate applications for 
funds by legal aid organizations. 


-And a coordination of effort between 


private and public agencies concerned 
with the rendering of legal services to 
the indigent 


ISBA's governing board also is con- 


cerned that legal aid services being fun- 
ded by federal sources not be narrowed 
by budget limitations but continue to pro- 
vide for the handling of cases of poor 
individuals A special bar committee re- 
ported to the board that programs fun- 
ded by the Legal Services Division of the 
Office of Economic Opportunity (OEO) 
may be oriented toward law reform 
cases and to handling cases involving 
groups of mdigents having similar prob- 
lems

Dates On Foods 


A Northwest suburban member of the 


National Consumers Union this week will 
urge the judiciary committee of the Illi- 
nois House of Representatives to amend 
a proposed bill that would require pack- 
aging dates to be printed on some per- 
ishable foods. 


Mrs. Jackie Kendall of Palatine said 


the pending legislation, which was spon- 
sored by Rep. John Matijevich, D-North 
Chicago, is not inclusive enough and 
would not apply to meats and poultry. 


The bill would amend the Illinois Food, 


Drug and Cosmetic act. which does not 
apply to meat and poultry

Hike In Truck 
Speeds Sought 


Truck drivers, justifiably, have a 


reputation of being among the best 
and most courteous drivers on the 
road 


Because driving is their liveli- 


hood, they have to be good and 
their accident rate is generally far 
lower than the rate for passenger 
vehicle motorists. 


Also, truck drivers are widely- 


known as good Samaritans on the 
road who are always willing to stop 
and provide help to a motorist in 
distress. 


We point these things out to em- 


phasize our faith in the common 
sense, ability and courtesy of truck

spring months 


when chuckholes are their biggest 
and fast driving is hazardous for 
all vehicles. 


The pending legislation, which 


already has won the approval of 
the Transportation Committee in 
the Illinois House of Representa- 
tives, would standardize the speed 
limits for cars, trucks and buses. 
That means the limit for trucks 
and buses would be 65 miles per 
hour, rather than 55 mph, on most 
highways in the state. 


On fully-controlled access high- 


ways, such as the interstate sys- 
tem, the speed limit would be in- 
creased to 75 miles per hour for all 
vehicles. 


We can accept higher limits for 


trucks and buses on controlled ac- 
cess roads where the pavement is 
generally in better condition and 
where engineering has assured 
safe driving at high speeds if the 
conditions are right. But a speed 
limit of 70 miles per hour, as it is 
outside the metropolitan 
area, 


seems more than enough for any 
vehicle. 


We cannot, however, accept the 


idea of trucks and buses travelling 
at 65 miles per hour on other state 
highways. 


Motorists who must travel on 


Dundee Road or Higgins Road or 
any of the other highways in the 
area which are frequented by con- 
struction trucks know what it's like 
to have a gravel truck bouncing 
over bumps and chuckholes and 
leaving a trail of pebbles and rocks 
to puncture windshields or shatter 
headlights. 


And it's just as bad, maybe even 


worse, to have one of these behe- 
moths following you, rather than 
riding ahead. There are few sights 
more ominous than that of a 
gasoline truck or a gravel truck or 
a moving van travelling 55 or 60 
miles per hour behind you and 
closing the gap. 


The Chicago Motor Club, in urg- 


ing defeat of the proposed legisla- 
tion, said heavier vehicles require 
a greater stopping distance. A car 
travelling at 50 miles per hour can 
stop in 122 feet while a truck with 
five or six axles needs 342 feet to 
stop. 


Given these considerations, we 


think the legislature should defeat 
the proposed speed limit increase. 
Truck drivers and bus drivers may 
be ready for it, but automobile 
drivers are not — and neither are 
roads in Illinois. 


Compact Trash, But Then ...? 


Those new gadgets that compact 


household trash are pretty neat. 


One make, which comes in either 


free-standing or 
built-in models 


and is available in white, avocado, 
harvest gold and coppertone, can 
compress enough trash to fill four 
garbage cans (a week's worth for 
the average family) into a 1.5-foot 
cube weighing about 25 pounds. 


Cans, jars, bottles, newspapers, 


cartons — everything except food 
wastes — are compacted by a ram 
mechanism and delivered up in a 
sanitized plastic bag ready to be 
carried out to the sidewalk. 


This is a great convenience to 


the householder, and presumably 
to the trash collector. 


Unfortunately, the challenge fac- 


ing many communities today is not 
how to collect trash but what to do 
with it after it is collected.

convenient sites for landfills and

In the meantime, the home trash 


compactor is indeed a handy gad- 
get — on the same order as the 
automatic stoker for coal-burning 
home furnaces, and promises to 
have about as long a heyday. 


"Jesus man, leave me alone," Harry 


fumed. He crushed the memo in his fist 
and chucked it. He had no intention of 
calling the Shylocks back, not today any- 
way. 


He had spoken to a fellow named Kraft 


yesterday explaining his situation and 
why he couldn't make payment on his 
revolving charge account this month. 


But Kraft, the credit manager, had 


said, "Pay up in 24 hours or else . . ." 


"Sue me then, dammit," and with that 


Harry slammed down the phone. 


There were seven such memos on Bax- 


ter's desk now. All from the same de- 
partment store and all skewered through 
the middle by a steel spike, which he 
kept on public display like a collection of 
get well cards. 


Everyone who passed Baxter's desk 


knew he was in trouble. A man up to his 
ears with angry creditors, and there 
were many, to be sure. 


Baxter, a 35-year-old father of three, 


was being divorced from his eight- 
months-pregnant wife at the time. His 
weekly pay check had been split in half 
by a judge and now, besides alimony and 
child support, not to mention temporary 
attorney fees, he was expected to carry 
on as always and pay his bills. 


"When a man's down, kick him," was 


the motto of both the courts and the 
creditors. And Harry had lumps to prove 
it. 


Life seemed an impossible task. Mar- 


ried or divorced, Harry Baxter, with only 
half his pay check to fight back with, 
was teetering on the edge of personal 
bankruptcy. 


The mortgage company had already 


foreclosed on his home. 


And besides that, he owed money to 


the finance company, the bank, several 
department stores and a handful of pri- 
vate collection agencies for all his unpaid 
bills. 


Now they were all swarming in on him 


at once, like giant horse flies, demanding 


their money. And for $90.18, at least one 
creditor was prepared to wreck his 
life . . . or what was left of it. 


It happens every day. 
Credit is an octopus. It can squeeze the 


life out of you. The world is run on credit 
today. It's everywhere and easy to get. 
And where there is credit, there are 
people in trouble, like Harry. 


Unfortunately, there are no laws to 


slow down finance companies, credit de- 
partments and collection agencies and 
they go after people in debt as if they 
were mad dogs. 


People borrow money because they 


need it. They are supposed to pay it back 
in m o n t h l y installments. The in- 
stallments are not cheap: 18 per cent an- 
nual interest, plus penalty fines for late 
payments, service charges and interest 
compounded on interest, at times. 


Some people borrow money and later 


run into trouble, like Harry Baxter. And 
when this happens, they are at the hands 
of bill collectors who act like gorillas 
who were trained in Peking. They will 
chase you as if the money you owe is 
their own. 


If you are a late payer, they'll go to 


your neighbors and tell them you won't 
pay what you owe. Then to your employ- 
er. And finally to your relatives, at home 
and at work, and tell them you'll be in 
big trouble if payment isn't made imme- 
diately. 


They figure if they can't get it any oth-

er way, then can shame, embarrass and 
scare it out of you. 


In every credit office, it seems there is 


always some sick degenerate who gets 
his jollies by making your trouble his 
pleasure, if you owe money, and there's 
no way of stopping him short of a sawed- 
off shotgun, which sometimes is recom- 
mended. 


A law for the orderly collection of 


debts is needed to protect the dignity and 
privacy of small borrowers like Harry 
Baxter. 


The constant molesting, phone-calling, 


house-visiting, threat letters, calling of 
employers, 
insults 
and 
general 
in- 


timidation and harassment of debtors 
must be stopped. 


There are legal remedies in the courts 


for those who CAN NOT or WILL NOT 
pay their bills. 


Creditors and bill collectors should re- 


member this. 


Only a small percentage of non-payers 


are really deadbeats. Most, like Harry 
Baxter, are simply people who are up 
against the wall in life, financially. And 
their case should be ruled by a judge, not 
an army of Shylocks. 


But this is a happy story: 
Harry, you see, doesn't get those nasty 


memos rolled into his typewriter any- 
more. 


After his wife had the baby, he some- 


how managed to patch things up and the 
divorce, which had lingered over his 
head like a death sentence for nine 
months, was called off. 


Since then Harry has moved to a new 


home, which he bought on the GI bill, 
and last week sent his wife around to all 
the big department stores he owed mon- 
ey to, with a fistful of cash. 


She paid them off — all of them — 


through the nose and in full. 


And today everyone is a little happier. 
No more charge accounts for Harry. 


Loans? Fancy charge plates? Phooey!! 
From now on it's cash on the barrel for 
the Baxter family. 


Harry learned his lesson. 
One he can't afford to forget.

When we talk about a wage increase 


being inflationary, what are we talking 
about? 


Between April and September last 


year, despite sizable wage increases, 
unit labor costs went up at a bare 2.5 per 
cent a year rate. For in those six 
months, productivity advanced at the 
rate of 4 per cent a year. 


In the next three months, productivity 


barely moved up — at a rate of one-half 
per cent a year. It is this writer's opinion 
that this almost-zero increase in pro- 
ductivity (far more than the wage boosts 
in the period) was what accounted for 
the 6 per cent a year rise in labor costs. 


For wage increases of even 6 per cent 


a year would be only mildly inflationary 
if productivity increased 4 per cent. 


These figures clearly show that it is 


not the rate of increase in wages which 
causes inflation. It's whether wages rise 
faster than productivity. 


What's needed is an attack on in- 


efficiency, whether management created 
(lethargy in adopting new equipment and 
improved methods) or labor created 
(featherbedding, resistance to the max- 
imum use of modern tools and other 


make-work practices). 


Here is where President Nixon, Con- 


gress, every state governor and legisla- 
ture and every company president and 
union should crack down. 


The trend toward efficiency could be 


aided by government and private re- 
search, aimed at the most inefficient in- 
dustries and services, to develop produc- 
tivity-increasing 
equipment and prac- 


tices. It could be aided by further tax 
benefits to companies which invest in 
machinery which will reduce unit labor 
costs.

Some make-work practices must be 


made illegal. 


Management must reward with higher 


wages, shorter hours or other benefits 
those unions which agree to the elimina- 
tion of feather-bedding, work stoppages 
and work rules which prevent the ef- 
ficient use of equipment. 


The problem is urgent. This year, al- 


most five million workers will be nego- 
tiating new contracts. A sizable number 
of companies plan price increases. One 
early settlement between the United 
Steelworkers and the National Can Com- 
pany is believed to provide for wage in- 
creases totaling almost 30 per cent over 
the next three years. Two struck can 
companies have let out the word they 
will up prices significantly. If the union 
is able to secure similar wage boosts 
from other major container firms now 
and the same boost later this year from 
steel companies, and if the companies, in 
turn, raise their prices accordingly, a 
pattern will be set. 


In addition to the 5 million workers 


seeking new contracts this year, another 
5.2 million will receive automatic in- 
creases from old contracts. These agree- 
ments on the average will bring 8 per 
cent increases. 


These already fixed increases are 


worth looking at. 


In manufacturing, they average out at 


4.9 per cent. In nonmanufacturing, where 
inefficiencies are greater, they come to 
an astounding 10.8 per cent. The lesson is 
clear.

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Taxpayers Have Increased Options This Year

NEW YORK (UPI) — Income tax 


headaches. Think you have them' You 
might get some comfort from an inside 
look at what the income tax staff at a 
company like United Air Lines (UAL) 
goea through. 


The average taxpayer goes through the 


April 15 torture test once a year UAL 
files an average of one tax return every 
39 minutes If you figure on a 40 hour 
week Its tax department of 16 full-time 
men prepares 3,140 returns annually, in- 
cluding 1,8)8 payments to various feder- 
al, state and local bodies 


In United's case, the 1970 federal in- 


come tax return required 247 pages of 
forms and supporting schedules And 
UAL got back $21 8 milnon because it 
lost $40.8 million. The year before it paid 
$37 million on profits of $47 6 million. 


But the federal tax is only the begin- 


ning of UAL's tax worries. It also pre- 
pared 45 returns for state income and 
franchise tax, 852 payroll tax and infor- 
mation returns, 130 property tax return!., 
423 sales and use tax returns and 168 fuel 
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tax returns. United pays a sales and use 
tax in 28 states, the District of Columbia 
and Canada. Its property taxes range 
over 31 states, the District of Columbia 
and Canada. 


Aside from federal income tax, UAL 


pays Washington the federal unemploy- 
ment insurance tax and a licensing tax 
for each of its 375 planes. It also is re- 
sponsible for matching the employes' 
FICA Social Security tax. 


Then there are the excise taxes. Air- 


lines must pay a federal liquor tax. Their 
planes are considered by the government 
as a retail liquor dealer at large, and 
each plane must be licensed as a cocktail 
lounge or tavern 


State and local taxes, generally for the 


privilege of doing business, come In the 
form of a license or franchise. The tax is 
based either on income or capital in- 
vestment. 


Airlines, not local communities, pay 


the big share of airport budgets, more 
than 90 per cent on average. 


That brings UAL's tax department 


down to its function as a collection agent 
for the government. It withholds federal 
income tax and FICA from employe 
checks. Airline customers also are sub- 
ject to federal tax, paying an additional 8 
per cent on a ticket, three per cent of 
which goea for rebuilding and expanding 
airports. 


Refining Capacity 
Upped In Sweden 


Refining capacity in Sweden will be in- 


creased approximately SO per cent by 
government action which has approved 
plans for constructing what will be the 
country's largest single plant. Oljekonsu- 
menterna (OK Oil) has established a 
subsidairy, Skandinaviska Raffinaderi A. 
B. (SCANRAFF), which will install and 
operate a new grassroots refinery with a 
capacity of 7 million metric tons per 
year at Lysekil on the west coast. 


The refinery design will incorporate 


provisions for meeting anticipated strin- 
gent standards for product quality, espe- 
cially the respective content of sulfur 
and lead-containing additives. The Pro- 
cess Division of Universal Oil Products 
Company will furnish the engineering de- 
sign specifications for the entire refine- 
ry, including offsite facilities. 


Proprietary processes to be installed 


include UOP's Hydrobon process for 
naphtha and gas oil nydrodesulfurization, 
Platforming for catalytic reforming, Iso- 
max hydrocracking, and Merox product 
treating. 


This year taxpayers have a number of 


options in determining their tax, due to 
several changes made by the Tax Re- 
form Act of 1969. 


The optional tax tables, always a fea- 


ture of the individual tax package, have 
been extended from $5000 to $10,000. 
Thus, any person whose adjusted gross 
income is $10,000 or less, can use the tax 
tables. The new low-income allowance or 
standard deduction, whichever is more 
beneficial for the taxpayer, is included in 
the optional tax tables. There are 15 op- 
tional tax tables to choose from and cor- 
respond to the number of exemptions the 
taxpayer is claiming. 


As an example, if you are claiming 


your own exemption, you use Table One. 
If you are claiming yourself, your wife, 
and four children, a total of 6 ex- 
emptions, you will use Table Six. There 
is only one correct table for you. 


Taxpayers with income under $20,000 


also have an option. If their income of 
$20,000 or less, is made up only of wages, 
or salaries and tips, dividends, interest, 
pensions, and annuities, and they choose 
the standard deduction instead of item- 
izing actual deductions, the IRS will 
compute the tax for them. 


If you elect this particular option, fill 


in the items having to do with income on 
your return, up to and including the point 
at which you have computed your adjust- 
ed gross income, line 18. Also complete 
the Item "other taxes," if applicable, and 
the items on Federal tatx withheld, esti- 
mated tax payments, and other pay- 
ments. The IRS will then compute your 
tax for you. 


If you are entitled to a Retirement In- 


come Credit, and have elected to let the 
IRS compute your tax, the IRS will also 
compute your Retirement Income Credit. 
Attach a Schedule R to your return, and 
write RIC on line 22 of your Form 1040. 
If you are filing a joint return, list your 
and your spouse's income separately in 
the space to the left of the blank for line 
18 on Form 1040. 


After your tax or Retirement Income 


Credit are computed the IRS will refund 
any overpayment, or bill you for any 
amount due. 


If your income is over $20,000, or you 


choose to itemize your deductions, you 
are required to compute your own tax. 
Space has been provided this year on the 
back of the 1970 Form 1040, Section IV 
for tax computation. Tax Rate Schedules 
X, Y, and Z are provided in the Instruc- 
tion Booklet for your use: Schedule X for 
single taxpayers and married persons fil- 
ing separately; Schedule Y for married 
persons filing a joint return and certain 


widows and widowers; and Schedule Z 
for unmarried taxpayers who qualify as 
head of household. Determine the correct 
rate schedule for your use, and then 
compute your tax. 


The surcharge rate this year is 2%%. 


A table — Table A — has been provided 
in the Instruction Booklet, listing the cor- 
rect amount of surcharge that corre- 
sponds to the amount of tax you've com- 
puted. If you have used the tables to fig- 
ure out your tax, or have computed your 
tax using the Tax Rate Schedule, look at 
the Surcharge Table to determine the 
correct amount of Surcharge. If your tax 
is over $2,020, you will have to compute 


Com Ed To Sell 
Preference Stock 


Chairman J. Harris Ward announced 


that Commonwealth Edison Co. plans to 
sell in April approximately 4-'A million 
shares of a new preference stock in com- 
bination with an equivalent number of 
5-year warrants to buy common stock. 
The plans are subject to satisfactory 
market conditions and prior approval of 
the new class of preference stock by the 
company's existing shareholders. 


The offering will be made in "units," 


each consisting of one share of prefer- 
ence stock and a separate warrant for 
the purchase of a share of common 
stock. Common stockholders will have 
the right to subscribe to one unit for each 
10 shares of common stock held. 


The preference stock will be a no-par, 


non-convertible stock, non-refundable for 
five years from the proceeds of sale of 
an equal or senior security. It will carry 
a dividend rate appropriate to provide a 
market value of approximately $25 per 
share at time of offering. 


Each warrant will be exercisable for 


one share of common stock at a discount 
below the market price of the common 
stock on the offering date. Each warrant 
will, unless exercised, be convertible into 
a fraction of a share of common stock at 
any time prior to the expiration date. 
The precise exercise price and con- 
version terms will be established prior to 
the offering date. 


The warrants will expire on May 1, 


1976, unless extended by action of the 
Edison Board of Directors. Ward said the 
net proceeds, expected to aggregate 
more than $160 million, will be used for 
construction.

use. Carefully read the instructions on 


the tables and schedules to make sure 
you are using the correct one. Double 
check to make sure you have taken the 
tax or rate from the correct line. Many 
taxpayer errors are due to carelessly 
reading and using schedules and tables. 


Ask The IR 


This column of questions and answers 


on federal tax matters is provided by the 
local office of the U.S. Internal Revenue 
Service and is published as a public ser- 
vice to taxpayers. The column answers 
questions most frequently asked by tax- 
payers. 


Q. Five of us are in a car pool and 


drive to work every day, alternating the 
driving each week. Can we deduct some 
of the automotive costs? 


A. No. The cost of repairs, gas and 


similar items incurred in connection with 
an auto used to and from work are per- 
sonal expenses and, therefore, not deduc- 
tible. 


Q. Does the income tax surcharge ap- 


ply to income earned during the second 
half of 1970? 


A. Yes. The tax law, as amended by 


the Tax Reform Act of 1969, imposes a 
2]/2 per cent surcharge for all of 1970. 
Thus, tax on income earned by a calen- 
dar year taxpayer anytime during the 
year is subject to the surcharge. The ta- 
bles in the back of your tax form pack- 
age should be used for computing the 
surcharge if your income tax is under 
$2,020 For a tax of $2,020 or more, multi- 
ply your tax by 2 per cent to determine 
the surcharge. 


Q. After accounting to my employer 


for the expenses incurred in using my 
car for business, he reimbursed me 10 
cents a mile for my travel expenses. 
Since the IRS allows a standard mileage 
rate of 12 cents a mile for the first 15,000 
miles of business use, can I deduct the 
difference? 


A. Yes. But be sure to keep records 


substantiating your business mileage. 


Q. If I seek outside help with my tax 


return, should I give my tax preparer 
the tax forms package I received in the 
mail? 


A. Yes, Also, make sure the return 


your preparer completes for you to file 
with IRS has the blue pre-addressed la- 
bel that came with your tax forms pack- 
age on it. Use of the label, which should 
be peeled off the front of the tax package 


and placed in the box at the top of the 
1040 form you file, will help eliminate 
errors in name and Social 
Security 


number Any corrections that are neces- 
sary should be made right on the label 
itself 


Q. I earned almost $20,000 last year. 


Will the IRS still compute my tax for 
me? 


A. Yes, the IRS will compute your tax 


if your adjusted gross income is $20,000, 
or less and consists only of wages or sal- 
aries, tips, dividends, interest, pensions 
and annuities. In addition, you must 
choose the standard deduction instead of 
itemizing your actual deductions. If you 
qualify and want the IRS to compute 
your tax, merely fill in lines 1 through 
18, and 24, 26, 27, and 28, if applicable, on 
your tax return, be sure to attach all 
W-2's and all necessary schedules to your 
return, and mad the return to your IRS 
Service Center. 


Q. I have been doing the bookkeeping 


and accounting work for my own busi- 
ness. Are there any IRS publications that 
can help me figure out my taxes? 


A. The "Tax Guide of Small Busi- 


ness," Publication 334, is designed to an- 
swer many of the questions a business- 
man might have about filing income, ex- 
cise and employment tax returns.

Betsy has been a "star" in a hospital 


training film, among other things. A 
speech and drama major in college, she 
had done some outside modeling that 
didn't go unnoticed by hospital "talent 
scouts " 


Betsy Fuller really gets around. Sitting 


as a patient representative on the recep- 
tion desk and selling baby pictures to 
new mothers have been little jobs Betsy 
has done occasionally when she's been 
an obstetrical substitute. 


As a tour guide, Betsy leads groups of 


Bluebirds and Brownies through the first 
floor, stopping at the pharmacy ("That's 
our private drugstore"), and the blood 
bank. At X-ray, she acquaints the pint- 
sized visitors with a broken something or 
other that she pins up on the X-ray 
chart.

Trend To Casual In Wedding Gifts 


by PATRICIA McCORMACK 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Those mod 


couples who want to marry in simplicity 
— on a mountain-top at dawn or in a 
meadow at dusk — appear to be affect- 
ing wedding gift trends. 


And the recession may have something 


to do with the shift in gift trends, too. 
Whatever the reason, a survey of bridal 
registries in more than a dozen markets 
shows something that wasn't there five 
years ago. 


An increasing number of couples are 


requesting gifts of stoneware and stain- 
less eating utensils rather than fine china 
and silver. 


Gift and Tableware Reporter, a trade 


paper, reports "across the land young 
women are turning from fine china and 
sterling to stoneware and stainless." 


THE PUBLICATION conjectures that 


In many Instances the choices are moti- 
vated by the economics of the times — 


the recession and the resulting need to 
get good value from every dollar ex- 
pended. 


The swing toward choosing practical 


gifts is linked to the changing lifestyle of 
America's young — toward informality. 


Some brides-to-be register for the 


traditional china and silver, then add 
their choices for casual dinnerware pat- 
terns as well. One maker of casual din- 
nerware, Denby, reports that sales in the 
bridal market are biggest in the South- 
west. 


In Minneapolis, buyers at a depart- 


ment store reported brides increasingly 
demonstrating a strong preference for 
imported English stoneware. They feel 
one reason is that the stoneware is hardi- 
er than china and requires-less care. It 
follows the trend to the practical and 
casual. 


IN NEW YORK City, one store's bridal

More Common In Women 


Bones May Thin With Age 


When an older woman falls and frac- 


tures a bone, she's usually taken to an 
orthopedist. But the fracture might have 
been avoided entirely had she seen her 
gynecologist long before. 


Although he couldn't prevent the fall, 


the gynecologist, if seen early enough, 
might have reduced the chances of frac- 
ture. He could have diagnosed the condi- 
tion as osteoporosis — a thinning or soft- 
ening of the bone that accompanies the 
aging process — and prescribed a course 
of therapy to help prevent it. An esti- 
mated four million American women — 
in their later menopausal years — are 
affected by this bone condition. 


A woman with osteoporosis might have 


no outward symptoms and "go through 
her entire life without any serious prob- 
lems," says gynecologist Paid Jensen. 
"It is only when she has a fall," he adds, 
"that this becomes a problem." Dr. Jen- 
sen is in obstetrics and gynecological 
group practice in Minneapolis. 


In some cases, he reports, the fracture 


may actually precede the fall, since the 
bones can become so brittle that when 
the woman falls, her reflex action causes 
the fracture. He points out the con- 
traction of her muscles which softens the 
impact, "may actually be enough to snap 
the bone itself." 


Men can also develop osteoporosis as 


they grow older, but women seem to be 
more susceptible. Gynecologists attribute 
this to a gradual decrease in a woman's 
ovarian function after the age of 40 and 
to a corresponding decrease in the output 
of female hormones or estrogens. The 
woman goes into menopause as her hor- 
mone production diminishes. 


Medical evidence has linked the thin- 


ning of bone in older women to this de-

crease in estrogen levels. Some gyneco- 
logists have found, however, that the pe- 
riodic replacement of such female hor- 
mones can improve the situation. Dr. Al- 
fred Jay Bollet of the Georgia Medical 
College and Dr. Gilbert S. Gordan of the 
University of California Medical Center 
both report that when women receive es- 
trogen replacement therapy, osteoporosis 
is slower to develop and sometimes 
doesn't develop at all. 


DR. PAUL JENSEN notes that many 


orthopedists, who see the woman patient 
after a fall, will prescribe female hor- 
mones during the bone-mending process. 
Bu{ beyond that — as far as long-term 
therapy is concerned — the orthopedist 
often refers her to a gyncologist. 


Dr. Jensen point out, too, that os- 


teoporosis — apart from its fracture po- 
tential — can result in "a softening of 
the vertebrae and a subsequent shrinking 


of the woman's stature." A number of 
gynecolosits have demonstrated that es- 
trogen replacement therapy can be of 
value here, too, in counteracting this 
stature-reducing condition in older wom- 
en. 


Concerning the ways in which os- 


teoporosis is detected, Dr. Jensen finds 
that, although X-rays do indicate re- 
duced density in the bones, he prefers 
the vaginal smear, since it "provides a 
relative idea of a woman's hormone lev- 
el." 


If hormone deficiency is revealed, he 


says, the woman should be given re- 
placement therapy to the point where she 
again shows "good evidence of estro- 
gen."

Searle Co. Announces 
]Vcir Intrauterine Device 


A copper contraceptive that is said to 


approach the birth control pill in effec- 
tiveness probably will be introduced this 
summer by G. D. Searle ft Co., innovator 
of the pill 


Known as the Cu-7, the new product is 


considered by Searle to be a break- 
through in intrauterine contraception. It 
is expected to become available through 
physicians this summer, pending eval- 
uation of ongoing clinical studies to con- 
firm the results of earlier research, ac- 
cording to a company announcement 
Tuesday 


The Cu-7 consists of a small piece of 


flexible plastic in the shape of a 7, with 
copper covering most of the stem. The 
top of the 7 is about one inch in length 
and the stem is about an inch and a half. 
The plastic is only about I/16 of an inch 
tn thickness 


Although mtrauterine devices 
have 


been available for many years, the 
Searle announcement said, a principal 
disadvantage has been that they are less 
effective than oral contraceptives which 
prevent pregnancy virtually 100 per cent 
of the time Other disadvantages have 
been expulsion and high removal rate 
due to side effects 


"Studies have demonstrated that the 


Cu-7 achieves a pregnancy rate near 
zero, and because of the small size, it 
has a substantially higher continuation 
rate — that is, it can be retained better 
and without discomfort by many more 
women," said Dr. Irwin C. Winter, 
Searle's vice president of medical af- 
fairs. 


He also said that studies show that the 


effect of the Cu-7 is localized in the ut- 
erus, and that the contraceptive action is 
quickly reversible once the copper is re- 
moved. Dr. Winter said the Cu-7 appears 
to be an effective alternative for women 
who should use a form of contraception 
other than the pill. 


Copper's use as a contraceptive agent 


was the discovery of Dr. Jaime Zipper of 
the University of Chile. He has licensed 
Searle to market the Cu-7 in the United 
States and abroad. It will be available 
only through physicians. 


Dr. Thomas P. Carney, Searle's vice 


president of research and corporate de- 
velopment, said, "We believe the Cu-7 is 
an important medical advance, but we

"relevance" bomhH out in new tele- 
vision series this season, audiences have 
since proven they will buy It if it is not 
over-promoted pretentiously like some 
phony public service 


No series has marie this point better 


than ABC-TVs highly popular "Movie of 
the Week." which offers original 90-min- 
ue teleplays. and has scored extremely 
well with tales involving "relevance" in 
a light or serious way 


What the "Movie of the Week" has 


shown above all, even when offering fluf- 
fy "relevant" stories, is that entertain- 
ment is still the name of the game, and 
if you give it to viewers any theme U 
acceptable and will do well In the au- 
dience ratings. 


Here are some "Movie of the Week" 


examples from this season not counting 
Tuesday night's presentation, "In Search 
of America." which we'll get to in a min- 
ute — and all of them did ipectacularly 
well in the ratings 


THERE WAS. FOR instance. "Maybe 


I'll Come Home in the Spring," about a 
runaway girl who returns to her parents' 
house, and finds just as much trouble 
there as on the road. There was also 
"Tribes." about a hippie recruit in the 
Marine Corps A third show as "The Fe- 
minist and the Fuzz." a comedy about a 
women's libber and a policeman thrown 
together by circumstance.

As I say, not all these shows would 


make you stand up and cheer for their 
quality, but there was enough entertain- 
ment value in each so that teleplays in- 
volving 
runaways, hippies, Marines, 


women's lib and police earned tre- 
mendous audiences with home viewers, 
who are generally regarded as basically 
displeased with controversial images. 


Tuesday night the "Movie of the 


Week" presentation called "In Search of 
America" also attempted to be some- 
what - curse the word — "relevant." 
And the idea, if not the execution, really 
was a rather delightful notion for a po- 
tential weekly series. Consider: 


In the story, which looked like nothing 


so much as a pilot for a series, we have 
a pleasant young man Jeff Bridges, son 
of Lloyd who decides to drop out of col- 
lege to take to the road and reassess his 
values. But he loves his family. And in- 
stead of just leaving, he challenges his 
skeptical parents Carl Betz and Vera 
Miles and with — it grandmother Ruth 
McDevitt to go along with him in a re- 
conditioned bus, and find out what's go- 
ing on in the country today. 


The cast was ideal, particularly Miss 


McDevitt, who is simply a gem. But I 
think the show might have come off with 
much more charm and potential if the 
family had kept to the road in a series of 
wide-ranging vignettes rather than focus- 
ing for virtually the entire play on the 
routine "relevant" melodrama that oc- 
curred during a stopover at a rock festi- 
val-runaway girl, natural childbirth, and 
so forth. 


The idea of a reconciliation between 


the generations is important — and, in 
film entertainment, is almost exclusive 
to television because of its audience com- 
position, as opposed to the predominance 
of youth among moviegoers. 


"In Search of America" is one of the 


most pleasant ideas one can imagine for 
the reconciliation theme — despite the 
in-and-out quality of Tuesday night's ven- 
ture. In a more fully rounded presenta- 
tion combining comedy and drama, and 
with the same excellent cast for the fam- 
ily figures, it would be a highly welcome 
network series.

Q. — MY HUSBAND would like to take 


a part-time bartending job, but says his 
department won't allow it. We know oth- 
er policemen who are part-time bartend- 
ers. Does state law regulate this? 


A. — Individual police departments 


may prohibit this activity. While no court 
has expressly ruled bartending to be a 
violation, an agreement could be made 
that it is an unlawful act. The law does 
prohibit a policeman from having a di- 
rect or indirect interest in the manufac- 
ture, sale or distribution of liquor and 
from being issued a liquor license. — Illi- 
nois State Bar Assn.

what gastritis is and also colitis Are 
they related in any way' Also, what are 
some of the foods it would be better not 
to eat' What is good to take for it? 


D»«r Reader - There are a few stan- 


dard clues to medical terminology that 
are useful for everyone to know. One of 
these is the ending 1TIS Whenever you 
see this term used you can be certain 
that it means inflammation. Thus, gas- 
tritis is inflammation of the stomach. Co- 
litis is inflammation of the colon. Ap- 
pendicitis i.s inflammation of the appen- 
dix. Largyngitis is inflammation of the 
larynx Nephritis i.s inflammation of the 
kidneys (nephro refefrs to kidneys) 


Inflammation does not always mean an 


infection, although that is one way to 
produce it Inflammation can be caused 
by c h e m i c a l trauma, mechanical 
trauma, burns and radiation, as well as 
infection 


Gastritis is usually caused by an ex- 


cess amount of the acid pepsin juice nor- 
mally secreted by the stomach. You can, 


of course, have an acute gastritis, like 
the person who has alcoholic gastritis af- 
ter an eipsode of drinking too much alco- 
hol. Colitis is often associated with poor 
bowel habits and sometimes nervous ten- 
sion. Impulses from the nervous system, 
usually as a result of prolonged anxiety 
and stress, can at least contribute to the 
problem of gastritis and colitis. In both 
instances it is better to eat mild, bland 
foods and avoid those which are heavily 
spiced. Low-fat milk, uncreamed cottage 
cheese, vegetables, baked chicken and 
fish are usually tolerated. Some people 
with colitis have trouble with certain 
vegetables, but they will soon learn 
which ones to avoid. 


Gastritis is often relieved by taking an- 


tacids usually those made with alumi- 
num hydroxide which can be obtained in 
either tablet or liquid form in the drug- 
store without a prescription. Persons 
who have a persistent problem with ei- 
ther their stomach or their colon, how- 
ever, should see a physician.

Building codes in Hoffman Estates 


hike the cost of a house $450 over the 
cost of an identical house in the south- 
west suburb of Bolingbrook, according to 
a recent survey by the Home Builders 
Association of Illinois (HBA1). 


Cost comparisons between several Illi- 


nois communities were cited by HBAI. 
The association recently filed a proposal 
for a uniform, maximum state building 
code, according to Robert K. Widdi- 
combe Jr.. executive vice president of 
the Home Builders Association of Chi- 
ca«oland (HBAO. 


According to the study, the difference 


in construction costs between Hoffman 
Estates and Bolingbrook is caused by 
building code differences. Bolingbrook 
uses the Building Officials Conference of 
America (BOCA) code. Hoffman Estates' 
building code does not permit the use of 
plastic pipe or non-metallic electric cable 
and requires special carpentry framing 
techniques, both varying from the BOCA 
regulations. These requirements do not 
add to the value or safety of the home 
according to HBAI. 


Dan Murphy, acting building commis- 


sioner in Hoffman Estates, said the Sub- 
urban Building Officials Code (SBOC) 
code is used in the municipality. Al- 
though this code varies from BOCA, 
Murphy said he does not believe that this 
raises the cost of building a house by 
$4.V) 


Other examples cited by HBAI in its 


cost comparison include: the cost of a 
single-family house in Highland Park is 
$1.075 more than the same identi- 
cal house built in Niles, because of build- 
ing code restrictions in addition to the 
BOCA code requirements. 


The association compared the housing 


construction costs of two Northern Illi- 
nois communities, one with a code sim- 
ilar to BOCA and the other with a code 
of its own devising. Estimating that the

"For every meaningful increase in the 


price of a home, a certain number of 
would-be buyers are cut out of the mar- 
ket," said Widdicombe. According to 
Widdicombe, many communities have 
added restrictions to their building codes 
which have not added to the health and 
safety of buyers, but have raised the 
price of the house. 


Discussing the proposed bill for a 


statewide building code, he said, "al- 
though all the details are not yet known, 
we have been assured of bi-partisan sup- 
port for this measure which will help fu- 
ture home buyers to purchase new 
homes at the lowest possible price, con- 
sistent with the public health and safe- 
ty." 


The proposed legislation calls for the 


creation of an 11 member Construction 
Code Council which, after one year from 
the date of its selection, put into effect a 
State Building Construction Code. 


The Construction Code Council pro- 


posed by the Home Builders Association 


of Illinois would include at least: home 
owner, home builder, one general con- 
tractor, one municipal building official, 
one registered professional engineer and 
one registered architect. 


One feature of the home builder-pro- 


posed bill is that local communities who 
feel they have special problems which 
require stricter regulation can appeal to 
the state Council and be granted per- 
mission for such changes in the code. 


In addition the Council could decide 


that a special problem exists in one area 
and grant code deviations to all munici- 
palities in that area. 


Widdicombe said the proposed legis- 


lation requires that the state Council be 
governed in the preparation of the Code 
by the good engineering practices as are 
evidenced by the BOCA (Building Offi- 
cials and Code), a performance by the 
code. Information on the proposed code 
is available at the HBAC office in Chi- 
cago.

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Land Use Policy Bends Tradition 


Mortgage lending policies designed to 


foster better land use were recently 
urged by Uwis S Eaton, president of 
the United States Savings and Loan 
League 


Addressing the annual conference of 


tho American Savings and Loan Institute 
at the Los Angeles, Calif, Hilton Hotel, 
Eaton said. "If we opt for higher quality 
housing and translate that desire into 
mortgage lending policies, we can have a 
considerable influence on the quality of 
our man-made environment." 


Eaton said that as rising land and con- 


struction costs push single-family home 
ownership out of reach of more families, 
good land planning demands higher den- 
sity and newer forms of neighborhood de- 
sien "Here we touch a major American 
nerve." he said "Since land use is con- 
trolled by zoning and zoning is a power 
exercised at the local community level, 
chnnges in hind planning practice be- 
come most painful." 


Most experts say land planning holds 


the greatest promise for cutting home-

industrialization 


through modular housing may slow cost 
increases but won't produce "magic cost 
savings." He also noted that while build- 
ing codes are often identified as a major 
building-cost problem, this problem could 
be largely solved if communities adopted 
model performance building codes. 


Historically, zoning has set out to pro- 


tect the single-family home by separa- 
ting it from other land uses, Eaton said. 
However, today's housing market also 
consists of people seeking apartments, 
condominiums and other multi-forms of 
living. 


"Shifts in market demand and rising 


costs are creating an unprecedented 
need for higher density land use," he 
said. "Also, more and more successful 
projects are demonstrating that higher 


environmental quality can be achieved 
with land planning techniques that bend 
some of our traditional attitudes. It ap- 
pears that the right planners and devel- 
opers can build more houses per acre, 
mix houses with apartments and com- 
bine housing with commercial and em- 
ployment land uses in thoughtful pat- 
terns that create better neighborhoods." 


As a result, land use controls are in- 


creasingly becoming recognized as tran- 
scending purely local interests," Eaton 
said. He noted President Nixon's recent 
announcement of a national land use pol- 


icy. He said observers expect "signifi- 
cant landmark cases dealing with zoning 
before the Supreme Court within the next 
year or so." 


Specifically, Eaton urged that savings 


and loan managers take these steps: en- 
courage association officers to help man 
local 
plan 
commissions 
and 
zoning 


boards and to be more active in home 
builder association activities; tailor lend- 
ing policies that favor real estate devel- 
opments that show sound land-use plan- 
ning ; encourage builders to hire the best 
land planning talent available.

Business Loan 
Demand Weakens 


The Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago 


recently reported on business loan de- 
mand and consumer deposits in the Sev- 
enth District. 


Business 
Loan Demand was re- 


ported to be weaker in mid-February 
than three months earlier. All but two of 
the 15 largest district banks participating 
in a regular quarterly survey of lending 
practices agreed on this. Moreover, 
most of the respondents indicated that 
they did not expect any revival in the 
current quarter. In their responses, the 
banks make allowances for seasonal var- 
iation in credit demands. 


Waning loan demand and the easier 


availability of funds have promoted some 
changes in loan policies. In addition to 
reduced interest charges, exemplified by 
eight successive reductions in the prime 
rate since mid-September, the survey re- 
vealed a more positive attitude toward 
making more term loans and in length-

Cumulative results for the January- 


February period show 505 units sold, an 
increase of 179 units or 56 per cent over 
326 units for the same two months in 
1970. Gross dollar volume for the period 
h a s increased by $10,219,325 from 
$13.862,779 last year to $24,062,104 this 
year, an Increase of about 74 per cent. 


ening their maturities. More than half 
the survey banks reported they are more 
willing to make single family mortgage 
and consumer loans than they were 
months ago. One-third of the banks ex- 
pressed greater interest in participating 
in loans of their correspondents. 


The slowdown in lending over the past 


five months was less marked at small 
district banks than at large ones. From 
mid-September to mid-February, loans of 
the major banks in the district's leading 
cities declined by about $175 million. At 
other member banks in the district (all 
with deposit* under $100 million), loans 
other than sales of federal funds were up 
a total of $250 million, or roughly 2 per 
cent The loan expansion at the smaller 
banks was about twice as rapid as in the 
sames months of 1969-70 when loanable 
funds were scarce. However, it was less 
than half the rate of increase in the same 
months of the four previous years. 


BANKS BUY LONG-TERM treasuries. 


Major district banks reported an in- 
crease of more than $300 million in hold- 
ings of U.S. Government obligations ma- 
turing in more than five years in the 
week ended Feb. 17. For all the large 
banks in the nation that report this infor- 
mation the increase was more than $1.5 
billion. Most of this gain probably re- 
flects acquisition of the seven year 6V« 
per cent notes offered in the Treasury's 
February refunding. A total of $6.8 bil- 
lion of these notes were issued to the 
public in exchange for nine other issues 
maturing to a year or toes. 


Total Treasury securities in the port- 


folios of the large district banks have 
risen about $1.1 billion, or about 30 per 
cent, over the past year. Nationally, re- 
porting banks' holdings of Governments 
rose $6 billion or 28 per cent. Long-term 
issues have accounted for a larger por- 
tion of this increase nationally than in 
the district. As of mid-February, bow- 
ever, long-terms made up 18 per cent of 
district bank holdings, compared with 15 
per cent nationally. 


INFLOWS OF consumer deposits at 


commercial banks an wefl ahead of any 
other recent year as the decline in mar- 
ket interest rates has enhanced the at- 
tractiveness of these accounts. At weekly 
reporting banks in district cities (depos- 
its over $100 million), savings and time 
deposits, other than large negotiable 
CDs, increased about $650 million in the 
past seven weeks. This period includes 
the last few days of the fourth quarter 
when interest can be credited and depos- 
itors can make withdrawals without los- 
ing accrued interest. More than 40 per 
cent of the recent gain was in passbook 
savings, which have declined in the com- 
parable periods of the last four years.

Marks A Record

Plan Project For People 


If you are thinking of renting a low- 


rise suburban apartment, don't base 
your choice on a project's location, floor 
plans and "brick and mortar" qualities 
alone, said the United States Savings and 
Loan League. The project's land plan- 
ning and architectural design may 
determine whether you'll enjoy living 
there, according to the group 


The league is the national trade associ- 


ation for the savings and loan business. 
These institutions are the nation's big- 
gest mortgage leaders and invest about 
$12 billion annually in loans on multi- 
family dwellings. 


A league tape-slide presentation com- 


pares two side-by-side low-rise suburban 
apartment projects virtually equal in all 
bricks and mortar respects. But rather 
than focusing on traditional ways to eval- 
uate apartment projects, it stresses the 
need to plan projects for people — their 
comfort, enjoyment and convenience. 


It was prepared by John L. Schmidt, 


the league's director of architectural and 
construction research. Schmidt said that 
it is aimed at real estate professionals, it 
contains valuable information for anyone 
in the market for a low-rise suburban 
apartment unit. 


"To begin with, it demonstrates that 


plans and renderings of a project before 
it is completed can sometimes be worse 
than worthless," Schmidt said. "Even 
the experts in our audiences have trouble 
visualizing a project's 'livability' quali- 
ties from plans and drawings alone." 


Based on the league's presentation, 


Schmidt drew up this checklist of the 
land planning and architectural design 
features that can make a low-rise subur- 
ban apartment project a pleasant place 
in which to live: 


Are the buildings attractive when view- 


ed at a distance? Are the spaces between 
them in scale? 


Does the project's overall design seem 


to take advantage of natural land fea- 
tures? Has the developer taken care to 
retain trees and other natural growth? 


Are the buildings fitted into the top- 


ography, or has the topography been 
flattened to make way for the buildings?

The study also showed that young, 


growing suburban families share with 
the high-income customer a preference

They buy a third more entrees, pot

notion that black shoppers invariably put 
economy second to national brand name.

tatoes, bread-and-butter buying. 


They were described as ", . . con- 


spicuous consumers of calorie-rich food, 
for which substitutes have been in- 
troduced and on which other segments of 
the population are presumed to be cut- 
ting down." 


Yet this same group was found to be 


the biggest consumer of fruit and a big 
buyer also of fresh mushrooms. Many in- 
dustrial families in the area grow their 
own vegetables, which cuts fresh pro- 
duce sales but produces a brisk business 
in seasonal canning supplies. 


By contrast, middle-income apartment 


dwellers showed a strong preference for 
produce, but in small quantities because 
of limited storage space. They're also 
party people, with above average pur- 
chases of such things as cocktail franks 
and ingredients for canapes and appeti- 
zers. 


The small-town shopper's choices in- 


cluded little fresh produce, because 
many are either farmers or backyard 
gardeners. Many also buy meat in large 
quantities direct from small packers and

Canned Peaches For 1980 


As spring arrives and winter fades into 


the background, the things of that season 
are put aside. All except for fresh winter 
pears. This refreshing fruit is just as 
much a part of spring as it is of winter. 
Luscious Anjou pears are on the market 
in good supply through May. 


Here the Anjou variety, grown in West- 


ern sun country, is featured in a colorful 
salad that has a double role. Pear Creole 
Salad can be served both as a spring 
luncheon entree and as an appetizer sal- 
ad to begin a dinner menu.

PEAR CREOLE SALAD 


3 fresh pears 
1 pound small cooked shrimp

frigerated peach slices and instant peach 
flakes — used in ice cream, cakes, dry 
mixes and peach drinks. 


According to the Marketing Economic 


Division of the USDA's Economic Re- 
search Service, American's consumption 
of processed peaches by 1980 will be 
about double that of the fresh fruit — 8.2 
pounds of processed peaches per person 
compared to 4.1 pounds of the fresh fruit. 


Americans now eat about 20 per cent 


more processed peaches than fresh. In 


1970, the estimated per capita use was 
7.5 pounds of processed compared 
to 


slightly more than 6 pounds of fresh. 


The increasing popularity of processed 


forms as well as the development of new 
products are all part of the trend envis- 
ioned for one of the nation's favorite 
fruits. 


Canned peaches will most likely re- 


main in the top spot as the consumer's 
favorite with a projected per capita rise 
from the current consumption of 5-8 
pounds to 6.4 pounds. And consumption 
of peaches in canned fruit salad is ex- 
pected to jump from 1.1 pounds in 1970 to 
1.3 pounds by 1980. 


However, among the processed peach 


items, frozen peaches will display the 
sharpest gain. Researchers predict a 24 
per cent increase in use for frozen 
peaches by the end of this decade — 
from .41 pound to .51 pound per person.

made the day before and the frosting 
fluffiness will still be there when your 
guests arrive 


Here is a dessert you can dress up or 


down depending on the occasion and, of 
course, your time There is no fussing 
with beating or shaking to prepare frozen 
whipped topping All your energy can be 
focused on the creation of garnishes in 
the form of flowers, rosettes, or borders

For a quick sauce you might want to

Mrs. Ralph B. Siewenie 


She's A 'Short Cut Cook' 


by LOIS SEILER 


A "short cut cook" is the way Mrs. 


Ralph R. Siewenie of 2901 Dove, Rolling 
Meadows, describes herself. She likes 
fancy dishes such as Chicken Kiev and 
Lasagna, but out of necessity must sim- 
plify the recipes to shorten the time and 
work involved. 


A housewife and busy mother of three, 


Dawn, 16, Scott, 15, and Daina, 5, Nancy 


NANCY SIEWENIE is not a recipe 
conformist. She loves to experiment 
and create recipes to suit her tastes. 
Nancy's recipe for Chicken Kiev calls 
for flat fillets of chicken breasts 
wrapped around a piece of well- 
chilled 
seasoned 
butter. Although 


Chicken Kiev is an elegant dish, Nan- 
cy has adapted the recipe to fit her 
busy schedule. 


Siewenie is also district manager for 
Rubbermaid Home Party Plan. 


Nancy looked over several Chicken 


Kiev recipes before putting together her 
own. Chicken Kiev calls for flat fillets of 
chicken breasts wrapped around a piece 
of well-chilled seasoned butter. Rather 
than mincing garlic, onion and parsley 
for the butter, she uses the dried variety 
and adds Rosemary for a distinctive 
and different flavor. 


After the chicken rolls are dipped into 


egg and flour, Nancy frys them. Most 
Kiev recipes call for deep-fat frying, but 
she found that an electric skillet works 
just as well. The coating makes a 
crunchy crust, the herbs in the butter 
permeate the chicken giving it an ele- 
gant flavor, and the meat is very tender 
and moist. 


As accompaniments, Nancy suggests 


chicken-flavored 
Minute Rice, either 


broccoli or asparagus with a Hollandaise 
sauce, a tossed salad, rolls and a white 
wine. 


Nancy's spaghetti is one of her most 


popular dinners with family and guests 
alike She concocted her own recipe, ad- 
ding this and that to suit her taste. 


Her knack for seasoning the tomato 


sauce is evident in her choice of in- 
gredients: Chianti wine, grated Parme- 
san or Romano cheese and mixed Italian 
seasonings. Onion and parsley 
flakes, 


garlic powder and onion salt give added 
zest. 


"These dried ingredients are such a 


time saver, and are always on hand on 
the cupboard shelf," Nancy said. 


However, she believes that the sauce 


receives its best flavor from Italian saus- 
age. She prefers the bulk variety, but if 
unavailable she removes the casing from 


link sausage and browns it with ground 
beef and then adds both to the tomato 
sauce. 


The sauce is equally good over spa- 


ghetti, Mostaccioli or for use in pre- 
paring lasagna or ravioli. Nancy likes to 
serve her spaghetti by candlelight, ac- 
companied by a tossed salad, garlic 
bread and Chianti wine. 


CHICKEN KIEV 


"4 pound butter, softened 
V\ pound margarine, softened 


M> teaspoon garlic powder 
2 teaspoons green onion flakes 
3 teaspoons parsley flakes 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon ground Rosemary 
'/4 teaspoon black pepper 
8 pieces chicken breasts, deboned 


and skin removed 


1 egg 
1 tablespoon water 
H. cup flour 
V4 cup margarine 


Mix seasonings and herbs with soft- 


ened butter and margarine in a small 
bowl. Scoop out onto sheet of waxed pa- 
per approximately 18 inches long. Fold 
paper over. Then roll and pat into a roll 
3/4 of an inch in diameter. Tuck in ends 
of paper. Place in freezer until very 
hard, either the night before or early in 
the day. 


On a wooden board, pound each piece 


of chicken with a wooden rolling pin or a 
mallet into an oblong shape about "4-inch 
thick. 


Cut butter roll into eight equal pieces. 


Place one piece on each piece of chicken. 
Wrap chicken over butter and roll up. 
Tuck in ends. Secure with toothpicks and 
tie sparingly with string. 


Beat egg slightly with the one table- 
spoon water. Dip chicken rolls into flour, 
then egg mixture and then back Into 
flour, coating well. 


Melt the V* cup margarine in electric 


skillet Set temperature at 360 degrees. 
Brown each piece of chicken on all sides. 
Cover and cook 12 to 15 minutes. Then 
uncover and cook until crisp and brown 
on all sides, about 5 minutes more 
Serves 4. 


SPAGHETTI SAUCE 


1M> pounds mild Italian sausage 
% to 3/4 pound ground chuck 
1 teaspoon onion salt 
1 tablespoon onion flakes 
% teaspoon garlic powder 
¥4 teaspoon black pepper 
1 tablespoon parsley flakes 
2 teaspoons mixed Italian seasonings 
1 tablespoon grated Parmesan 


or Romano cheese 


% cup Chianti or other dry 


red wine 


2 4-ounce cans mushrooms 


and juice 


3 9-ounce jars tomato paste 
3 jars water 
1 teaspoon salt or more to taste 


If bulk sausage is unavailable, remove 


casing from link sausage. Brown sausage 
and chuck in frying pan, breaking up in- 
to small pieces. Drain off grease. 


Mix remaining ingredients together in 


a 
5V->-quart saucepan. Add browned 


meat. Simmer, uncovered, approximate- 
ly three hours, stirring frequently Add 
more water if sauce becomes too thick. 
Serves 8 adults. 


Serve over spaghetti or mostacciolli or 


use in preparing lasagna or ravioli.

What's Thawng For Dinner? 


It's enigmatic that more frozen fish is 


not used in the average American diet. 
Here is a readily available product, eco- 
nomical In days of high cost foods offer- 
ing lots of nutrition, taste quality and va- 
riety in preparation. 


If you're weight watching or guarding 


•gainst cholesterol, nothing can be better 
than to make fish a regular visitor to 
menus. In your market are many kinds 
of excellent fish — haddock, ocean perch, 
sole, bass, yellow pike — which you 
should put to good use 


When selecting frozen fish, just be sure 


it Is firmly frozen and shows no signs of 
discoloration indicating mishandling en- 
route to the fish case 


Easiest method of preparation is to 


broil fish steaks Allow steaks to thaw, 
wipe dry but do not press. Preheat the 
broiler (500 degrees) and place the fish 
(If skin Is present, place this side down) 
in a preheated oiled baking pan. 


Mix 2 teaspoons each of vegetable oil 


and lemon juice for basting Sprinkle fish 
with salt, pepper and paprika and broil 
until fish flakes easily when tried with a 
fork Time will depend upon thickness of 
the fillets and these won't be turned un- 
less very thick. 


Serve on a hot platter with lemon wed- 


ges. You may wish to sprinkle the fillets 
with finely chopped parsley or surround 
the plate with fresh parsley. One pound 
of fish steaks serves 4. 


You can oven bake fish fillets quickly 


and easily, too Preheat the oven (500 
degrees) Allow fish to thaw Wipe dry. 


Prepare a dressing (V* cup for 1 pound 


fish steaks) of 2 parts vegetable oil to 1 
part vinegar or fresh lemon or lime 
juice. Season this with salt, pepper, and 
chopped parsley. 


Dip fish pieces into the dressing, coat- 


ing thoroughly, then into fine bread 
crumbs (1 cup) and arrange in a lightly 
oiled shallow baking pan. Pour remain- 
ing dressing over top of fish Bake for 10 
to 12 minutes until fish flakes easily 
when tested 


Tomatoes always go well with fish Try 


this casserole Use 3 large ripe tomatoes 
or a No 2 Mz can of pear-shaped to- 
matoes, drained. If using fresh tomatoes, 
cut in half and place in shallow baking 
pan, skin down. Mix 2 tablespoons finely 
chopped 
onion, 2 tablespoons 
finely 


chopped parsley, 2 tablespoons soft mar- 
garine, 3/4 cup chopped cooked spinach, 
well drained 
Spread mixture evenly 


over tomatoes, season with salt, pepper 
and paprika. Top with 2 tablespoons 
bread crumbs. Bake 15 minutes at 375 
degrees. Serves 4 to 6

The Virtues Of Modern Celery 


by CHARLOTTE ERICKSON 


The modern Pascal type celery found 


in our markets today has little in com- 
mon with the celerys of yesterday. There 
is little to no waste as compared with a 
30 per cent waste in years gone by. 
These celerys nave been bred to produce- 
stalks that have a high rib or branch 
count. Their leaves are tender with good 
color. Outer ribs are now tender enough 
to be used in numerous preparations. In- 
ner ribs become choice enough to be 
served in ways that were reserved only 
for the hearts. 


When buying celery select only top 


quality celery, which should be firm, 
crisp and bright green in color. Celery 
will maintain its crispness if properly 
stored. Keep it moist and in a covered 
vegetable drawer. If your celery has be- 
come wilted give it an ice water bath for 
an hour. This win restore its crispness 
without waterlogging it. 


FRESH CELERY has become so popu- 


lar in its raw form that many cooks com- 
pletely overlook its virtues as a cooked 
vegetable. The secret in cooking it is to 
cook only until it is crispy tender, much 
as the Orientals cook their vegetables. 
Braise it in a bouillon sauce and garnish 
it with outs. 


Because of the questions I receive in 


the mail and on the telephone I realize 
that many of us are counting calories. 
Celery's low calorie count should make it 


a favorite with all. There are only 80 ca- 
lories in a full pound of raw celery. In an 
average rib of about 7 inches there are 
only about 5 calories. Celery is so low in 
calories that adding it to any dish brings 
down the calorie count per volume.

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Delay On Cook County Tax Bills Could Extend To July

Cook County tax bills for the Northwest 


suburban area's 118,000 property owners 
will be mailed at least 60 days behind 
schedule, with a good possibility the de- 
lay could extend up to July, it was 
learned yesterday 


County tax officials admitted they 


were rushing for completion of tax roles 
to Insure bills were sent out at least by 
May 31 — exactly two months behind the 
statutory deadline. 


Right now, the county is waiting on the 


Board of (tax) Appeals to wind up its 
hearings on hundreds of cases granted 


continuances earlier in the year. There 
were unconfirmed reports the board 
would not finish until the middle of next 
month. 


But Henry Wlodyga, chief clerk of the 


board, estimated the action on all the 
cases would be completed by the end of 
the month. 


AT THE SAME time, Walter A. Con- 


rad, deputy county treasurer, said there 
was no indication when his office would 
be receiving the tax bills for mailing. 


Asked when he estimated the bills 


would be in the mail, Conrad replied, 
"They say there's a good chance they'll 


have to go to July 1." This would mean 
taxes would not be payable until Aug. 1. 


A July 1 mailing would represent the 


longest tax bill delay in the county's his- 
tory. 


Most officials refused to comment on 


reports the bills would be this late and 
expressed hope the first tax statements 
would be in the mail by June 1. 


State law requires that one full calen- 


dar month elapse between issuance of 
bills and the first due date. Therefore, 
even if the bills were completed by, for 
example, June 5, the earliest penalty 
date that could be set would be Aug. 1. 


Even if the Board of Appeals com- 


pletes its hearings by the end of this 
month, subsequent action by the County 
Assessor's Office, the County Clerk and 
the State Department of Local Govern- 
ment Affairs would take several weeks. 


JOSEPH SCHEIBEL, chief of the as- 


sessor's office real estate division, ex- 
plained that preliminary 
assessment 


roles had been completed late last 
month. 


However, adjustments in assessed 


valuation approved by the Board of Ap- 
peals must be made on these assess- 
ments. Then the roles must go to the 
State Department of Local Government 


Affairs where the equalization factor will 
be applied. This process requires two to 
three weeks, according to state officials. 


Subsequently, the tax lists are sent to 


the County Clerk's office for calculation 
of bills based on more than 1,800 differ- 
ent rates. Only after these figures are 
completed are the bills passed along to 
the County Treasurer for mailing. 


Officials in the treasurer's office claim 


once the bills are received they can com- 
plete the mailing within two weeks. 


It was disclosed in February that tax 


bills would be late, but until now there 
was no indication of just how much of a 
delay was anticipated. 


LATE BILLS force local governmental 


units — especially school districts — to 
i 


issue tax anticipation warrants to fi- 
nance day-to-day operations. Resorting 
to tax anticipation warrants requires lo- 
cal taxing districts to pay thousands of 
dollars in interest. 


Alfred Odegard, director of finance for 


the county superintendent of schools, es- 
timated a two month delay will cost sub- 
urban school districts approximately 
$450,000 in interest on warrants. 


"Not only that," Odegard added, 


"schools not on warrants are losing in- 
vestment income."

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Disannexation 
From Dist. 224 
Sought By Group

A movement appears to be building in 


the Harrington Square area of Hoffman 
Estates tc seek removal from Harrington 
Township High School Dist. 224, and an- 
nexation into Dist. 211. 


Dist. 211 serves Palatine and Schaum- 


burg Townships Barrington Square is in 
Schaumburg Township. Its children at- 
tend elementary school in Schaumburg 
Township Dist. 54, and are the only Dist. 
54 pupils promoted into a high school dis- 
trict other than 211. 


Dist. 211 Schools Supt. Richard Kolze 


said yesterday he has received a number 
of 
telephone 
calls 
from 
Barrington 


Square residents, asking how such a 
change could be accomplished. Kolze 
said he does not know how strong the 
movement is, or whether the parents 
have formally organized to seek the 
change. 


The Dist. 224 board and administration 


have had no requests for disannexation 
information, said Joseph M. Zoeller, 
school superintendent. 


Zoeller said he has had "informal feed- 


back" on the possibility from the Dist. 
211 board, but not so much as a tele- 
phone call from a Barrington Square 
resident. 


THERE IS SOME doubt as to the 


procedure, should the residents seek the 
change. 


As Kolze sees it, the residents would 


first petition the Barrington board for 
disannexation They then would seek an- 
nexation into 211, he said. If both boards 
were agreeable to the measure, the pro- 
posal then would go before the Cook 
County Board of School Trustees, said 
Dr Kolze. County approval would be al- 
most automatic, he said, unless there 
was some dissention among the parties 
mvolved — the residents and the boards 
of both districts. 


If such dissention existed, said Kolze, 


the county board would schedule a hear- 
ing, listening to arguments from all 
sides. Such a hearing was held when a 
Rolling Meadows citizens group re- 
quested detachment from Dist. 211 and 
acceptance into Dist. 214. The Dist. 211 
board denied disannexation, but the 
county board overruled and granted the 
change. 


Zoeller feels his board would require 


some indication from the Dist. 211 board 
that Barrington Square would be accept- 
ed 
b e f o r e 
even considering dis- 


annexation. His board could not consider 
detaching an area without some guaran- 
tee the residents would be accepted else- 
where, he said. 


And Zoeller also feels the matter would 


not be left solely to the Cook County 
Board of School Trustees for approval. 
Dist. 224 is considered a Lake County 
district, he said, and its high school is in 
Lake County. This means the Lake Coun- 
ty Board of School Trustees also would 
have an interest in the matter, he said, 
and its approval would be necessary. 


FOR THE TWO district boards, the 


proposal involves more than the transfer 
of a small number of students from one 
high school to another. Property also 
would be transferred, and with it, the tax 
income from the property. 


The area now contains townhouses. 


Apartments are planned for the area, 
and an industrial site is within the 
bounds, although no industries have pur- 
chased land there yet. 


Industrial land is considered more de- 


sirable for a school district than is resi- 
dential land. It carries greater property 
value and thus pays higher taxes, and it 
contributes no school pupils. It brings in 
revenue, with no additional cost for edu- 
cation. 


When asked whether Dist. 224 would 


agree to disannexation, Zoeller said he 
could not comment. "It would be almost 
impossible for me to react to that," said 
Dr. Zoeller. He explained such a decision 
would be a board matter, and the board 
would need time to study tax incomes 
and student populations. 


Dist. 211 would look at the same fig- 


ures, said Kolze. He said there are "not 
that many houses and students" in Bar- 
rington Square now, and the land is "ex- 
pected to become a high assessment 
area." 


BUT, HE ADDED, more houses and 


apartments are planned for the area. He 
would request information on taxes anl 
student totals for bis board's consid- 
eration before a yes or no answer could 
be given, he said.

Familiarity With Weapon Could Be Their Lifesaver

The Hoffman Estates patrolman holds 


his pistol high, aimed and cocked for fir- 
ing. 


A piece of paper flutters. He fires five 


shots, reloads and fires five more, as 
quickly as he can. 


The tense atmosphere breaks, and the 


patrolman turns to the man next to him, 
ready to compare marksmanship. 


The patrolmen are firing in the line of 


duty, but not in a crisis situation. They 
are shot shooting in a pistol target range, 
and their target is a bull's eye, not a 
criminal suspect. 


HOFFMAN ESTATES policemen have 


never fired at any man in their work. 
They hope they never have to, but "In all 
probability, as time goes on, there will 
be an occasion," 
said Chief 
John 


O'Cormell. When ft comes, the situation 
will be much different from the target 
range practice. 


As O'Comtell points out, the man will 


not be standing still. He may not be 
clothed in white, standing in front of a 
dark wall. He may be firing back. 


But O'Connell believes the pistol range 


practice will help his patrolmen and offi- 
cers, just the same. 


"As long as policemen have to be 


armed, they have to be very proficient," 
said O'Connell. 


A police officer wearing a gun must 


know he may some day have to pull it 
from its holster, said O'Connell. "If he 
pulls it, he has to assume he's going to 
use it. And if he uses it, he's going to 
kill," said O'Connell. That means the of- 
ficer must be completely familiar with 
bis weapon, and sufficiently trained in its 
use to fire with a reasonable degree of 
accuracy, the chief said. 


HOFFMAN ESTATES police have a 


problem in maintaining their accuracy, 


as both the chief and his men readily 
admit. They have no pistol range, and 
must depend on the willingness of other 
police departments to make facilities 
available to them for practice. 


"All police departments are very coop- 


erative. If one doesn't have something, 
the others will share," said O'Connell. 
And other departments have allowed the 
Hoffman Estates force to borrow their 
ranges, when the facilities are free. 


But the nearest available ranges are in 


Rolling Meadows and Streamwood. Nei- 
ther is a great distance from the village,

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Fire Referendum Goes To Voters Again Saturday 


The fate of a proposed third fire sta- 


tion in the Hoffman Estates Fire Protec- 
tion District will hang in the balance Sat- 
urday when voters are being asked, for 
the second time in recent months, to ap- 
prove a $500,000 bond issue. 


Proceeds from the bond sale would fi- 


n a n c e construction of the facility, 
planned to serve as headquarters for the 
district, and also pay for equipment 
which is now on order. 


The building would be constructed on a 


site being donated to the fire district by 
Robin Construction Corp., developers of 
Moon Lake Village, an apartment com- 
plex in the western end of the fire dis- 
trict 


Estimated cost of the proposed build- 


ing, which has been sketched by Berger, 
Kelly. Unteed & Skaggs, am area archi- 
tectural firm, is $250,000 with an identi- 
cal sum being earmarked for equipment. 


INCREASED COST PER taxpayer has 


been calculated at leas than $5.50 on the 


average home within the fire district. 


Officials of the fire district have 


stressed that the increased cost resulting 
from approval of their referendum will 
be far less than anticipated raises in fire 
insurance rates should the district lose 
its present rating. 


The new station would serve the high 


risk highrise areas now under construc- 
tion in the westernmost section of the vil- 
lage. 


When tin' issue was presented initially 


last December it was defeated primarily 
because officials of the fire district were 
then unable to predict estimates of tax 
increase which would result from the 
bond sale. 


They also did not have archi'.ectutral 


sketches and other financial data to 
directly point up the need for the facility. 


WHEN THEY AGREED to bring the 


issue back to voters they undertook a 
massive educational campaign, directed 
by Lyle Johnson, a local resident and 


member of the Dist. 211 board of educa- 
tion, and attempted to provide complete 
information to every resident. 


Johnson subsequently scheduled sev- 


eral public meetings, organized a speak- 
ers bureau and is directing a mailing on 


the referendum to every home in the fire 
district.

p.m. Saturday. 


District residents living south of Golf 


Road must vote at Precinct 1 polling 


place which will be located at the Flag- 
staff Lane fire station. 


Residents living north of Hassell Road

A fourth polling place has been estab-

O'Connell does not expect his men to 
practice as often as he otherwise might. 
Each at his men maintain an average of 
at least 160 points out of a possible 300, 
•hooting a minimum of one time a year. 
Most men shoot about once a month, but 
some are like Patrolman William Mul- 
cahy. He formerly worked for the Park 
Ridge force, and then practiced several 
times a week. He'd like to continue that 
frequency now. 


Hoffman Estates will have its own fir- 


ing range before long, although it will 
not be equipped at first. Space for the 
range was built into plans for the new 
village building approved in a referen- 
dum last fall. Equipment for it could cost 
in the range of $20,000 or $25,000, said 
O'Connell, and the money was not includ- 
ed in the referendum. But the chief says 
to would kke to get approval for the 


made. 


Fischer said Lorenz was suggested to 


represent the Fischer estate by Redmond 
when the MSD offered only $4,800 an 
acre for the land initially. 


"LORENZ WAS GOING to get a bet- 


ter price," said Fischer "because he 
knew how to deal with the politicians 
downtown." 


"Lorenz did succeed in raising the 


MSD bid to $8,200 an acre, but his fee for 
his services came to $200,000" said Fis- 
cher, and Redmond's bill has not been 
submitted yet. 


Fischer asserted that Baker, at no 


time, offered to withdraw the village's 
objections while the suit was in progress 
but continually urged annexation so the 
village and Fischer heirs could fight the 
MSD. 


Fischer said he still does not under- 


stand why Baker is being criticized when 
his withdrawal of objections meant little 
to the MSD or the family. 


He said his attorneys told him MSD 


condemnation was impossible to fight, 
and the only recourse was to get a good 
price for the land. Land in the area is 
selling about $10,000 an acre, and the 
Fischers feel they did not get a good 
price, but the best one possible facing a 
condemnation proceeding. 


BAKER INSISTS HIS letter was sent 


after the sale was agreed on, and only to 
make it easier to negotiate with the MSD 
for a mutually beneficial sharing of the 
site, perhaps as a recreational facility. 


Davies objects and says the MSD 


trustees vote may have been different if 
the objection stood. 


Since Baker's action, the board of 


trustees and the attorney have excluded 
Baker from any negotiation with the 
MSD, and have started negotiations of 
their own and presented plans for a rec- 
reational use of the land. 


MSD officials say they plan to use the 


site as a lands solids waste disposal proj- 
ect, or sludge farm as it is commonly 
called, but agreed to negotiate. 
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equipment as soon as possible after the 
new building is occupied. 


Because of safety reasons, the men

When the range is installed 
and 


equipped, his men will have their "power 
saw." They win practice more often, and 
perhaps renew their entries of pistol 
teams in competition sponsored by the 
Northwest Police Pistol League. This is 
the first year Hoffman Estates has not 
entered team competition, and O'Connell 
said this is because the men no longer 
shoot well enough. 


But even then, the men will not be 


s h o o t i n g 
indiscriminately, 
said 


O'Connell. If the occasion arises when 
Hoffman Estates Police must fire at 
people, it will be a case more important 
than 
stopping 
an escaping 
suspect, 


said O'Connell. 


"We would much rather have a person 


escape, than endanger the life of a single 
innocent person," he said.

Delay On Cook County Tax Bills Could Extend To July 


by DAVE CRIPPEN 


Cook County tax bills for the Northwest 


suburban area's 118,000 property owners 
will be mailed at least 60 days behind 
<chedule. with a good possibility the de- 
lay could extend up to July, it was 
learned yesterday 


County tax officials admitted they 


were rushing for completion of tax roles 
to insure bills were sent out at least by 
May 31 - exactly two months behnid the 
statutory deadline 


Right now. the county is waiting on the 


Board of (tax) Appeals to wind up its 
hearings on hundreds of cases granted 
continuances earlier in the year. There 


were unconfirmed reports the board 
would not finish until the middle of next 
month. 


But Henry Wlodyga, chief clerk of the 


board, estimated the action on all the 
cases would be completed by the end of 
the month 


AT THE SAME time, Walter A. Con- 


rad, deputy county treasurer, said there 
was no indication when his office would 
be receiving the tax bills for mailing. 


Asked when he estimated the bills 


would be in the mail, Conrad replied, 
"They say there's a good chance they'll 
have to go to July 1." This would mean 
taxes would not be payable until Aug. 1. 


A July 1 mailing would represent the 


longest tax bill delay in the county's his- 
tory. 


Most officials refused to comment on 


reports the bills would be this late and 
expressed hope the first tax statements 
would be in the mail by June 1. 


State law requires that one full calen- 


dar month eldpse between issuance of 
bills and the first due date. Therefore, 
even if the bills were completed by, for 
example, June 5, the earliest penalty 
date that could be set would be Aug. l. 


Even if the Board of Appeals com- 


pletes its hearings by the end of this 


month, subsequent action by the County 
Assessor's Office, the County Clerk and 
the State Department of Local Govern- 
ment Affairs would take several weeks. 


JOSEPH SCHEIBEL, chief of the as- 


sessor's office real estate division, ex- 
plained that preliminary assessment 
roles had been completed late last 
month. 


However, adjustments in assessed 


valuation approved by the Board of Ap- 
peals must be made on these assess- 
ments. Then the roles must go to the 
State Department of Local Government 
Affairs where the equalization factor will 


be applied. This process requires two to 
three weeks, according to state officials. 


Subsequently, the tax lists are sent to 


the County Clerk's office for calculation 
of bills based on more than 1,800 differ- 
ent rates. Only after these figures are 
completed are the bills passed along to 
the County Treasurer for mailing. 


Officials in the treasurer's office claim 


once the bills are re :eived they can com- 
plete the mailing within two weeks. 


It was disclosed in February that tax 


bills would be late, but until now there 
was no indication of just how much of a 
delay was anticipated. 


LATE BILLS force local governmental 


units — especially school districts — to 
issue tax anticipation warrants to fi- 
nance day-to-day operations. Resorting 
to tax anticipation warrants requires lo- 
cal taxing districts to pay thousands of 
dollars in interest. 


Alfred Odegard, director of finance for 


the county superintendent of schools, es- 
timated a two month delay will cost sub- 
urban school districts 
approximately 


$450,000 in interest on warrants. 


"Not only that," Odegard 
added, 


"schools not on warrants are losing in- 
vestment income."

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Gill: Reaction 
To Tax Proposal 
Is Encouraging 


Community reaction to the building 


bond referendum and proposed tax rate 
increase in School Dist. 21 has been "en- 
couraging," according to Supt Kenneth 
Gill 


"Maybe I've only talked to the people 


who are supporting the referendum, but 
my general feeling is that the people are 
reacting favorably," Gill said yesterday. 
"They seem to know that kids have to be 
educated and to accept the cost of this 
education " 


Gill and other members of the Dist. 21 


staff and school board members have 
been discussing the referendum and urg- 
ing its passage before many school, civic 
and service groups in the past several 
weeks. Included in the referendum is a 
proposal to raise the educational fund 
tax rate from $1 80 per $100 of assessed 
valuation to $1.80 per $100 of assessed 
valuation. 


Another proposal is to increase the 


building fund tax rate from 25 cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation to 35 cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation. 


The board issue requests voter approv- 


al to issue $4.5 million worth of bonds to 
build two new elementary schools and 
additions to the three existing junior 
high*. The proposals will be submitted to 


(See related story on Page 4) 


the voters on April 10. 


"WE'RE TRYING TO give the public a 


pretty solid description of the situation 
as it exists, and to make it clear that the 
budget cuts already made won't be saved 
by this referendum," Gill said. 


"I personally point out that govern- 


mental units like ours suffer from in- 
flation. Our costs have risen 100 per cent 
in the last five years, while our tax rate 
has stayed the same. By cutting costs 
and asking for more revenue, we're try- 
ing to bring them more in line with each 
other." 


Gill said he is not discouraged by re- 


cent defeats of tax hike proposals in oth- 
er local school districts. 


"I can see no relationship between oth- 


er defeats and our situation. This is an 
internal thing between the people in our 
district. We have developed a high trust 
level with the people in this district over 
the years. They know we're trying to do 
the best we can. They have the right to 
demand efficiency from an adminis- 
tration," he said.

Mod Scheduling At Wheeling Must Be Changed

Modular class scheduling at Wheeling 


High School must be changed next year 
because of expected enrollment increas- 
es 


Thomas Shirley, Wheeling High School 


principal, told the Dist 214 board Mon- 
day night the present plan of 20 15-min- 
ute periods cannot accommodate the 
2,835 students expected to be attending 
the school this fall. According to Shirley, 
a revised plan, which will reduce the 
amount of unscheduled tune students 
have, will be brought to the board in 
•bout two weeks. 


Presently, students spend about 55 per 


cent of the school day in class and 45 per 
cent in individual and small group study 


and free-time. Tentatively, Shirley said, 
students next year will have 75 per cent 
of their school day scheduled for classes 
and 25 per cent free-time. 


"We have had some problems, but I 


would say this has been an exhilarating 
kind of educational experience for me," 
Shirley said. 


He cited lack of space for individual 


study and a general decline in grades as 
two problems which have come up this 
year: "We know a lot more about modu- 
lar scheduling now than we did a year 
ago. We have learned the students have 
too much unstructured time." 


Parents in the audience agreed with 


him: "These 16,17 and 18-year-olds don't 
know how to manage their time. They 


are fooling around and playing cards all 
day," one mother said. 


Shirley replied that teaching students 


to be responsible for their own time is 
part of education. He said teacher-stu- 
dent contact outside of class has in- 
creased as the year progressed. 


"I look at modular scheduling as being 


a turn around a corner. You try to get 
everyone and all facets to make it 
around the corner at the same time, but 
not all have. We have some areas which 
are way around the corner, others which 
are just now beginning to turn. This con- 
versionary process, as I call it, is still 
going on," Shirley said. 


Board members questioned how much 


is actually being learned this year under 


modular scheduling as compared with 
last year under more traditional tech- 
niques: "Prentas are telling me we can't 
allow this program to go on next year 
because their children aren't learning 
enough," Arthur Aronson said. 


Shirley admitted some teachers have 


said they will not cover as much course 
material as they did last year: "But then 
we have some who say they are covering 
more material under modular sched- 
uling." 


Results of three surveys given to 


teachers, students and parents have been 
given to board members as part of an 
evaluation of modular scheduling after 
one year of operation. 


Generally, teachers agree modular 


scheduling requires more preparation 
time. Two-thirds say they have had more 
one-to-one contact with students this 
year. Of the 141 staff members who re- 
sponded to the survey, 76 per cent said 
they would rather teach in a modular 
scheduled school and 73 per cent said 
they would like to continue the present 
Wheeling program. 


S t u d e n t s indicated more resource 


rooms for study should be available, 
though one-half said they were able to 
finish homework assignments during 
school. One-third said they have partici- 
pated in more extra-curricular activities 
this year than they did last year. 2,191 of 
2,687 students responded to the survey.

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Delay On Cook County Tax Bills Could Extend To July 


by DAVE CRIPPEN 


Cook County tax bills for the Northwest 


suburban area's 118,000 property owners 
will be mailed at least 60 days behind 
schedule, with a good possibility the de- 
lay could extend up to July, it was 
learned yesterday 


County tax officials admitted they 


were rushing for completion of tax roles 
to insure bills were sent out at least by 
May 31 — exactly two months behnid the 
statutory deadline 


Right now, the county is waiting on the 


Board of (tax) Appeals to wind up its 
hearings on hundreds of cases granted 
continuances earlier in the year There 


were unconfirmed reports the board 
would not finish until the middle of next 
month 


But Henry Wlodyga, chief clerk of the 


board, estimated the action on all the 
cases would be completed by the end of 
the month 


AT THE SAME time, Walter A. Con- 


rad, deputy county treasurer, said there 
was no indication when his office would 
be receiving the tax bills for mailing. 


Asked when he estimated the bills 


would be in the mail, Conrad replied, 
"They say there's a good chance they'll 
have to go to July 1." This would mean 
taxes would not be payable until Aug. 1. 


A July 1 mailing would represent the 


longest tax bill delay in the county's his- 
tory. 


Most officials refused to comment on 


reports the bills would be this late and 
expressed hope the first tax statements 
would be in the mail by June l. 


State law requires that one full calen- 


dar month elapse between issuance of 
bills and the first due date. Therefore, 
even if the bills were completed by, for 
example, June 5, the earliest penalty 
date that could be set would be Aug. 1. 


Even if the Board of Appeals com- 


pletes its hearings by the end of this 


month, subsequent action by the County 
Assessor's Office, the County Clerk and 
the State Department of Local Govern- 
ment Affairs would take several weeks. 


JOSEPH SCHEIBEL, chief of the as- 


sessor's office real estate division, ex- 
plained that preliminary assessment 
roles had been completed late last 
month. 


However, adjustments in assessed 


valuation approved by the Board of Ap- 
peals must be made on these assess- 
ments Then the roles must go to the 
State Department of Local Government 
Affairs where the equalization factor will 


be applied This process requires two to 
three weeks, according to state officials. 


Subsequently, the tax lists are sent to 


the County Clerk's office for calculation 
of bills based on more than 1,800 differ- 
ent rates Only after these figures are 
completed are the bills passed along to 
the County Treasurer for mailing. 


Officials in the treasurer's office claim 


once the bills are received they can com- 
plete the mailing within two weeks. 


It was disclosed in February that tax 


bills would be late, but until now there 
was no indication of just how much of a 
delay was anticipated. 


LATE BILLS force local governmental 


units — especially school districts — to 
issue tax anticipation warrants to fi- 
nance day-to-day operations. Resorting 
to tax anticipation warrants requires lo- 
cal taxing districts to pay thousands of 
dollars in interest. 


Alfred Odegard, director of finance for 


the county superintendent of schools, es- 
timated a two month delay will cost sub- 
urban school districts approximately 
$450,000 in interest on warrants. 


"Not only that," Odegard added, 


"schools not on warrants are losing in- 
vestment income."

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Former Consultant Here 
Sues Village For $35,000 


The former engineering consultant for 


Buffalo Grove has sued the village for 
$35 000 m unpaid bills 


John Hooper, of Palatine, claims the 


fees are owed to him by the village for 
duties he performed as village engineer 
from August of 1959 until June of 1968, 
when a new engineering firm was hired 


Pat Daley, an attorney representing 


Hooper said, "We say we've performed 
the services and sent bills and nobody 
has said anything about It They don't 
pay" 


According to Daley, the suit was filed 


March 18 The summons was delivered to 
village officials Tuesday. The village 
must file a reply to the summons within 
30 days and a judge will then determine 
if additional legal proceedings are neces- 
sary, depending on the village reply 


VILLAGE PRES. Donald Thompson 


would not comment about the suit specif- 
ically or about any action the village is 
contemplating 


"The only plan involved now is that I 


have sent a copy (of the suit) to all 
trustees with a note to them to gather all 
information relevant to this situation " 


Thompson said an executive session 


will be called about April 12 to discuss 
possible courses of action. 


"We will go on the recommendation of 


counsel," Thompson said. 


Daley said unpaid bills are related to 


five specific projects undertaken by Hoo- 
per when he was employed by the vil- 
lage. 


"THE RATES CHARGED are based 


on those recommended by the Illinois 
Society of Professional Engineers," Da- 
ley explained He said in February of 


1969 Hooper "demanded" that the bills 
be paid, and received no response from 
the village. The "demand" was repeated 
again last Feb. 10, also with no results. 


Hooper has sent bills for: a balance 


due of $3,768.22 for work on the Lake 
C o u n t y sewerage treatment plant; 
$11,904.15 for work on the "west side" 
sewer; $2,439.94 for work on cross con- 
nections with the Buffalo Utility Co.; 
$10,502.08 for work on water plant num- 
ber two; and $5,589.07 for work on an 
engineering feasibility report concerning 
acquisition and reliability of the Buffalo 
Utility Co. and the enlargement of the 
municipal water and sewer facilities.

lajfr treasurer, "Just to sign the checks," 
until a new village manager was hired A 
new village manager has not been hired 


Mrs Neimann said she resigned March 


n. but according to Village Pres Donald 
Thompson, she was on vacation at the 
time When she decided to resign, Mrs. 
Neimann contacted Trustee Robert Glee- 
son and informed him of her decision. 
According to Mrs Neimann, Gleeson told 
her he would inform the board 


According to Thompson, there appears 


to be some question about the date when 
she actually resigned. He said the village 
did not recrive written resignation until 
last Monday. Heowver Mrs. Neimann 
contends her resignation was effective 
March 15 and questioned why no mention 


was made of it at the intervening village 
board meetings 


Since there has been no acknowledg- 


ement of her resignation, which Mrs. 
Neimann claims was a week ago, she 
chose the Herald to make the fact pub- 
lice yesterday 


IN A PREPARED statement Mrs. Nei- 


mann said, "Due to the fact that I re- 
signed my position as village treasurer 
and as an employe of the village of Buf- 
falo Grove on March 15, 1971, and no 
public announcement was made at vil- 
lage meetings, I feel it necessary to 
make my own announcement. I am not 
responsible for any warrants approved 
after March 15,1971." 


Mrs Neimann said she did not want to 


charge that there was anything amiss in 
the financial operation of the village, but 
only wanted to make her resignation 
public knowledge. 


Concerning her resignation, Thompson 


said, "there has been quite a bit of mis- 
understanding on Mrs Neimann's part." 
He said the misunderstanding was re- 
lated to the adoption of a new village 
employe policy manual, which places the 
clerk in charge of all office personnel in 
the village hall. 


Trustee Henry Cimaglio will act as a 


liason between the village board and the 
civil defense commission. 


The budget, approximately $500, is an 


estimate of civil defense expenses until 
May 1, according to Steven Brooks, com- 
mission director. 


He said the purchase of the items in 


the budget and the establishment of an 
emergency operations center in the base- 
ment of the village municipal building 
will allow the village to retain its civil 
defense accreditation.

supplies The supplies include 6 ther- 
mometers, 12 splints, one flashlight, 12 
rolls of gauze, and 12 rolls of adhesive 
tape 


There are also other supplies, but ac- 


cording to Brooks, "we have about 
enough to treat a few scratches and 
burns."

Delay On Cook County Tax Bills Could Extend To July 


by DAVE CRIPPEN 


Cook County tax bills for the Northwest 


suburban area's 118,000 property owners 
will be mailed at least 60 days behind 
schedule, with a good possibility the de- 
lay could extend up to July, it was 
learned yesterday 


County tax officials admitted they 


were .iishing for completion of tax roles 
to insure bills were sent out at least by 
May 31 — exactly two months behind the 
statutory deadline. 


Right now, the county is waiting on the 


Board of (tax) Appeals to wind up its 
hearings on hundreds of cases granted 


continuances earlier in the year. There 
were unconfirmed reports the board 
would not finish until the middle of next 
month. 


But Henry Wlodyga, chief cleric of the 


board, estimated the action on all the 
cases would be completed by the end of 
the month. 


AT THE SAME time, Walter A. Con- 


rad, deputy county treasurer, said there 
was no indication when his office would 
be receiving the tax bills for mailing. 


Asked when he estimated the bills 


would be in the mail, Conrad replied, 
"They say there's a good chance they'll 


have to go to July 1." This would mean 
taxes would not be payable until Aug. 1. 


A July 1 mailing would represent the 


longest tax bill delay in the county's his- 
tory. 


Most officials refused to comment on 


reports the bills would be this late and 
expressed hope the first tax statements 
would be in the mail by June 1. 


State law requires that one full calen- 


dar month elapse between issuance of 
bills and the first due date. Therefore, 
even if the bills were completed by, for 
example, June 5, the earliest penalty 
date that could be set would be Aug. 1. 


Even if the Board of Appeals com- 


pletes its hearings by the end of this 
month, subsequent action by the County 
Assessor's Office, the County Clerk and 
the State Department of Local Govern- 
ment Affairs would take several weeks. 


JOSEPH SCHEIBEL, chief of the as- 


sessor's office real estate division, ex- 
plained that preliminary 
assessment 


roles had been completed late last 
month. 


However, adjustments in assessed 


valuation approved by the Board of Ap- 
peals must be made on these assess- 
ments. Then the roles must go to the 
State Department of Local Government 


Affairs where the equalization factor will 
be applied. This process requires two to 
three weeks, according to state officials. 


Subsequently, the tax lists are sent to 


the County Clerk's office for calculation 
of bills based on more than 1,800 differ- 
ent rates. Only after these figures are 
completed are the bills passed along to 
the County Treasurer for mailing. 


Officials in the treasurer's office claim 


once the bills are received they can com- 
plete the mailing within two weeks. 


It was disclosed in February that tax 


bills would be late, but until now there 
was no indication of just how much of a 
delay was anticipated. 


LATE BILLS force local governmental 


units — especially school districts — to 
issue tax anticipation warrants to fi- 
nance day-to-day operations. Resortirlg 
to tax anticipation warrants requires lo- 
cal taxing districts to pay thousands of 
dollars in interest. 


Alfred Odegard, director of finance for 


the county superintendent of schools, es- 
timated a two month delay will cost sub- 
urban school districts 
approximately 


$450,000 in interest on warrants. 


"Not only that," Odegard 
added, 


"schools not on warrants are losing in- 
vestment income."

Residents Ponder Backing 


An organization composed of presidents 


of local homeowners associations still 
has not decided whether it will endorse 
candidates for the April 20 village elec- 
tion. 


P r e s i d e n t s from Hunting Ridge, 


Northview, 
Pebble 
Creek, 
Reseda- 


Branbury, Reseda West and Willow 
Wood homeowner associations 
met 


recently. Representatives from Pleasant 
Hills, a reactivated group, and Orchard 
Hills, a new association, were also pre- 
sent. 


As a result of that meeting, the com- 


bined council issued the following state- 
ment: 


"Much is being said about homeowner 


groups organizing for the sole purpose of 
endorsing candidates for the coming 
election. 


"HOWEVER, most of the federation, 


as it has been erroneously referred to, is 
composed of homeowners' groups that 
have been in existence for some time." 


The statement continued: "We have 


found in discussions of the past few 
months we have many common objec- 
tives and problems Hence, the formation 
of the Homeowners' Combined Council 
was to unite for achieving our many 
common objectives such as more respon- 
sive village government to community 
problems." 


During Sunday's meeting, "the main 


item of interest on the agenda was a pos- 
sible endorsement of candidates in the 
forthcoming village election. Since most 
homeowners' associations are committed 
to political non-partisanship in their by- 
laws, our conclusions will be our own 


and do not necessarily reflect the posi- 
tions of all the members of our associ- 
ations. They, like we, are individuals," 
the statement read. 


The presidents' statement added that 


"a decision was deferred at this time 
with a subsequent meeting scheduled to 
allow time for other interested groups to 
participate." 


AS EARLY AS January, the Republi- 


can slate of candidates said they will not 
accept such endorsement. 


It has been implied by combined coun- 


cil member that any endorsement would 
probably go to the GOP candidates Mer- 
win Soper, Dennis Collins and Donald 
Phares. 


As of yet, independent candidate Don- 


ald Metivier has not commented on the 
issue. 


Northwest 
Hwy. Hearing 
In 3 Months 


Illinois highway officials say a formal 


public hearing on the proposed project to 
improve Northwest Highway through 
Palatine will be held in about three 
months. 


Sigmund C. Ziejewski, regional trans- 


portation engineer, made the announce- 
ment last week in a letter he sent to Sen. 
John Graham, R-Barrington, who in- 
quired about the status of the project. 


Before a final date for the hearing can 


be set, however, the state will meet with 
village officials to give them another op- 
portunity to review the plans. No date 
for that meeting has been set. 


In his letter, Ziejewski said the im- 


provements on U.S. 14 will include the 
highway per se as well as Hicks Road as 
it extends south to Euclid Avenue in 
Rolling Meadows and north to Rand 
Road in unincorporated Palatine. 


HE SAID PRELIMINARY studies in- 


dicate a need to widen Hicks Road to 
four lanes with a 16-foot median from 
Euclid to the Chicago and North Western 
Ry tracks and also from Baldwin Road 
north to Rand Road. 


In addition, the studies indicate the 


need for six lanes on Hicks Road from 
the railroad tracks north to Baldwin 
Road and the construction of a bridge for 
the railroad tracks over Hicks Road. 


This portion of the plan caused a furor 


among businessmen along the highway 
when an informal public hearing on the 
plan was held by the Illinois Division of 
Highways in Palatine on Dec. 9 last 
year. 


At that meeting highway officials said 


partial, and in some cases, entire pieces 
of property would be condemned on the 
strip of the highway between the two 
curves in order to accommodate the pro- 
posed roadway. 


As a result of that meeting, Ziejewski 


said the portion of the plan relating to 
Hicks Road in the vicinity of the railroad 
tracks was modified to reduce the im- 
pact of the planned highway on existing 
developments in that area. 


HE SAID A COPY of this plan was 


sent to the Village of Palatine on Jan. 13 
and he will now meet with village offi- 
cials for another review before the public 
hearing. 


Ziejewski added that, "No decision will 


be made as to the plan that will be utili- 
zied for the implementation of this proj- 
ect until a public hearing has been held 
and we have had an opportunity to re- 
view and evaluate the comments and 
sunggestions from the public during and 
within a 10-day period after the bear- 
ing."

Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie withdrew his 


nomination of Donald F. Simpson as 
state director of public aid following a 
finding by the U.S. Department of Jus- 
tice that Simpson would create a federal- 
state conflict of interest by taking the 
poet. The governor, however, won a sig- 
nificant victory when Democrats on the 
state Senate Executive Committee totally 
reversed themselves and the committee 
voted 21-0 to recommend that the Senate 
confirm the nomination of William Bla- 
ser u director of the state Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency.

federal spending on the development of 
the supersonic transport plane (SST).

Referendum

A movement appears to be building hi 


the Harrington Square area of Hoffman 
Estates to seek removal from Harrington 
Township High School Dist. 224, and an- 
nexation into Dist. 211 


Dist. 211 serves Palatine and Schaum- 


burg Townships. Harrington Square is in 
Schaumburg Township. Its children at- 
tend elementary school in Schaumburg 
Township Dist. 54, and are the only Dist. 
54 pupils promoted into a high school dis- 
trict other than 211. 


Dist. 211 Schools Supt. Richard Kolze 


said yesterday he has received a number 
of 
telephone 
calls 
from 
Harrington 


Square residents, asking how such a 
change could be accomplished. Kolze 
said he does not know how strong the 
movement is. or whether the parents 
have formally organized to seek the 
change. 
* 


The Dist 224 board and administration 


have had no requests for disannexation 
information, said Joseph M. Zoeller, 
school superintendent. 


Zoeller said he has had "informal feed- 


back" on the possibility from the Dist. 
211 board, but not so much as a tele- 
phone call from a Harrington Square 
resident 


THERE IS SOME doubt as to the 


procedure, should the residents seek the 
change 


As Kolze sees it. the residents would 


first petition the Harrington board for 
disannexation. They then would seek an- 
nexation into 211, he said. If both boards 
were agreeable to the measure, the pro- 
posal then would go before the Cook 
County Board of School Trustees, said 
Dr Kolze. County approval would be al- 
most automatic, he said, unless there 
was some dissention among the parties 
involved — the residents and the boards 
of both districts. 


If such dissent ion existed, said Kolze, 


th»> county board would schedule a hear- 
ing, listening to arguments from all 
sides. Such a hearing was held when a 
Rolling Meadows citizens 
group 
re- 


quested detachment from Dist. 211 and 
acceptance into Dist. 214. The Dist. 211 
board denied disannexation, but the 
county board overruled and granted the 
change. 


Zoeller feels his board would require 


some indication from the Dist. 211 board 
that Harrington Square would be accept- 
ed b e f o r e even considering dis- 
annexation. His board could not consider 
detaching an area without some guaran- 
tee the residents would be accepted else- 
where, he said. 


And Zoeller also feels the matter would 


not be left solely to the Cook County 
Board of School Trustees for approval. 
Dist. 224 is considered a Lake County 
district, he said, and its high school is in 
Lake County. This means the Lake Coun- 
ty Board of School Trustees also would 
have an interest in the matter, he said, 
and its approval would be necessary. 


FOR THE TWO district boards, the 


proposal involves more than the transfer 
of a small number of students from one 
high school to another. Property also 
would be transferred, and with it, the tax 
income from the property. 


The area now contains townhouses. 


Apartments are planned for the area, 
and an industrial site is within the 
bounds, although no industries have pur- 
chased land there yet. 


Industrial land is considered more de- 


sirable for a school district than is resi- 
dential land. It carries greater property 
value and thus pays higher taxes, and it 
contributes no school pupils. It brings in 
revenue, with no additional cost for edu- 
cation. 


When asked whether Dist. 224 would 


agree to disannexation, Zoeller said he 
could not comment. "It would be almost 
impossible for me to react to that," said 
Dr Zoeller. He explained such a decision 
would be a board matter, and the board 
would need time to study tax incomes 
and student populations. 


Dist. 211 would look at the same fig- 


ures, said Kolze. He said there are "not 
that many nouses and students" in Har- 
rington Square now, and the land is "ex- 
pected to become a high assessment 
area " 


BUT, 
HE ADDED, more houses and 


apartments are planned for the area. He 
would request information on taxes anl 
student totals for his board's consid- 
eration before a yes or no answer could 
be given, he said. 


Palatine's southside to help the Y. Mrs. 
Eichberger is chairman of District 19 
which is located near the Baldwin and 
Colfax roads site where the facility is to 
be built. 


George describes his duties as a chair- 


man as running an organization that will 
cover his districts. Working under him 
are 10 team captains with five workers 
each. Each worker will visit 10 residents 
in the districts. 


CURRENTLY. THE WORKERS are 


performing informational duties before 
the actual drive begins. They are ex- 
plaining to the people what the Com- 
tryside program is and why contributing 
to the facilities construction is actually 
an investment in the future of them- 
selves and Palatine, George said. 


George, who works for Motorola in 


Schaumburg, said he became a district 
chairman so he could play a vital role in 
the community. He said he was especial- 
ly interested in the facilities the Y build- 
ing will have, since they are suited for 
young families. 


Mrs. 
Eichberger said she became a 


district chairman because she was tired 
of hearing people say they don't want to 
become involved in anything. By getting 
involved, she will be helping area chil- 
dren, she said. 


She said her neighbors are excited 


about the proposed structure since they 
are within walking distance of the build- 
ing's site. 


Both Mrs. Eichberger and George have 


been with Countryside since it was found- 
ed several years ago. 


GEORGE POINTED out that nine pri- 


orities will be included into the structure 
when it is built with more to be added 
later. When built, the structure will have 
an indoor swimming pool, a gymnasium, 
a youth and family game room, an all- 
purpose program room, a snack bar and 
kitchen area, an arts and crafts club 
room, a shallow water instruction pool, a 
teen center and a preschool program 
area. 


He added that if additional funds are 


collected, the facility will also include 
two adult fitness centers similar to those 
at the Mount Prospect YMCA. 


Mrs. 
Eichberger added that the build- 


ing will be able to serve children as well 
as adults. She said the Y should schedule 
mother-daughter, father-son and sister- 
brother activities after the building is 
constructed. 


George predicted that the drive will be 


a success due to the strong organization 
of people the Y has in its nucleus. Since 
it was founded, YMCA membership has 
increased to nearly 2,100 people.

NCA grants recognition of accredita- 


tion to schools before it allows the school 
to become a member of the association. 
Accreditation is only granted when a 
school has high educational standards. 
Should defects in the school's program 
be found, NCA will drop the school from 
its membership. 


Students in Illinois who do not attend 


an accredited high school may find it 
hard to get into a good accredited col- 
lege, Smith siad. 


The commission of the NCA bases its 


accreditation policies on the reports of 
the review committees.

Dog Training. . . An Art Of Patience

After 11 years of training local dogs to 


be obedient, Mrs. Dorothy Ortman re- 
ports that canine owners are still bring- 
ing their best friends to her dog obe- 
dience courses. 


"I thought I trained them all," she 


said. "I guess I am wrong." 


Currently, Mrs. Ortman trains dogs to 


be well mannered in Palatine and Arling- 
ton Heights twice a week. All of her 
classes are full, she reports. 


Classes with the Palatine Park District 


are taught on Mondays and on Wednes- 
days through the Arlington Heights Park 
District. 


IN TRAINING a dog to be obedient, 


Mrs. Ortman said she has to con the ca- 
nine into wanting to learn. Often, she 
said, much time must be spent in getting 
'he dog to think that learning to sit or 
walk on his master's left side is really 
groovy. 


Some dogs are harder to con than oth- 


ers, she pointed out. An Irish Setter is a 
regal dog and thinks he is too good for 
obedience training, so a lot of conning is 
needed. However, a boxer eagerly learns 
and can be taught in about a week. 


"Sometimes, dogs learn in spite of 


themselves," Mrs. Ortman said. 


She said the speed in which a dog picks 


up obedience training often depends on 
the canine's master. If the master en- 
courages the dog to perform right, the 
dog will learn training quickly. However, 
if the master takes a bored attitude, so 
will the dog, thus making it harder to 
train him. 


MRS. Ortman said she has noticed that 


the dog owners with well behaved chil- 
dren also have dogs that trian easier. 


Sometimes, a dog trainer will run into 


some trouble with the owners. Mrs. Or- 
tman said she trained a dog once that 
would perform for her, but would bite its 
master. The owner became insulted be- 
cause he thought the dog only loved her. 


Currently, the dogs enrolled in the obe- 


dience courses are generally mixed 
breeds, she said. Many are short-legged, 
long and hairy and a few are of the rag- 
gy, wooley variety. 


The owners are also fun to watch at 


obedience classes. Mrs. Ortman reported 
that people have shown up to train their 
dog wearing their Sunday clothes. One 
woman wore a mink stole to a few les- 
sons. 


Another woman insisted on training 


her dog with a washline as a leash. 


AT THE CLASSES Mrs. Ortman 


"home trains" the canines. This differs 
from "show training" because when she 
trains a dog for show, everything the dog 
does has to be perfect. When trained for 
the home, a dog can be allowed to sit 
sloppily since this is all the owners want. 


Most owners just want their pooch to 


be a better dog for the neighborhood, she 
said. 


When not training dogs at local park 


districts, Mrs. Ortman trains her own 
dogs. She currently has developed a fine 
strain of pure-bred boxers. 


However, training dogs is only her hob- 


by. During the day, she is a teacher in 
the third grade at Winston Churchill 
School in Palatine.

Delay On Cook County Tax Bills Could Extend To July 


by DAVE CRIPPEN 


Cook County tax bills for the Northwest 


suburban area's 118,000 property owners 
will be mailed at least 60 days behind 
schedule with a Rood possibility the de- 
lay could extend up to July, it was 
learned yesterday 


County tax officials admitted they 


were rushing {or completion of tax roles 
fo insure bills were sent out at least by 
May 31 — exactly two months behind the 
statutory deadline 


Right now. the county is waiting on the 


Board of (tax) Appeals to wind up its 
hearings on hundreds of cases granted 


continuances earlier in the year. There 
were unconfirmed reports 
the board 


would not finish until the middle of next 
month. 


But Henry Wlodyga, chief clerk of the 


board, estimated the action on all the 
cases would be completed by the end of 
the month 


AT THE SAME time, Walter A. Con- 


rad, deputy county treasurer, said there 
was no indication when his office would 
be receiving the tax bills for mailing. 


Asked when he estimated the bills 


would be in the mail, Conrad repbed, 
"They say there's a good chance they'll 


have to go to July 1." This would mean 
taxes would not be payable until Aug. 1 


A July l mailing would represent the 


longest tax bill delay in the county's his- 
tory. 


Most officials refused to comment on 


reports the bills would be this late and 
expressed hope the first tax statements 
would be in the mail by June 1 


State law requires that one full calen- 


dar month elapse between issuance of 
bills and the first due date. Therefore, 
even if the bills were completed by, for 
example, June 5, the earliest penalty 
date that could be set would be Aug. 1. 


Even if the Board of Appeals com- 


pletes its hearings by the end of this 
month, subsequent action by the County 
Assessor's Office, the County Clerk and 
the State Department of Local Govern- 
ment Affairs would take several weeks. 


JOSEPH SCHEIBEL, chief of the as- 


sessor's office real estate division, ex- 
plained that preliminary 
assessment 


roles had been completed late last 
month. 


However, 
adjustments 
in assessed 


valuation approved by the Board of Ap- 
peals must be made on these assess- 
ments. Then the rotes must go to the 
State Department of Local Government 


Affairs where the equalization factor will 
be applied. This process requires two to 
three weeks, according to state officials. 


Subsequently, the tax lists are sent to 


the County Clerk's office for calculation 
of bills based on more than 1,800 differ- 
ent rates. Only after these figures are 
completed are the bills passed along to 
the County Treasurer for mailing 


Officials in the treasurer's office claim 


once the bills are received they can com- 
plete the mailing within two weeks. 


It was disclosed in February that tax 


bills would be late, but until now there 
was no indication of just how much of a 
delay was anticipated. 


LATE BILLS force local governmental 


units — especially school districts — to 
issue tax anticipation warrants to fi- 
nance day-to-day opsrations. Resorting 
to tax anticipation warrants requires lo- 
cal taxing districts to pay thousands of 
dollars in interest 


Alfred Odegard, director of finance for 


the county superintendent of schools, es- 
timated a two month delay will cost sub- 
urban school districts 
approximately 


$450,000 in interest on warrants. 


"Not only that," Odegard 
added, 


"schools not on warrants are losing in- 
vestment income."

Parks Report Small Deficit 


The 23 different fall recreational pro- 


grams offered by the Rolling Meadows 
Park District were well attended by local 
residents but not extremely profitable for 
the park district. 


According to a report issued last week 


to the park board by Steve Person, direc- 
tor of recreation, fall program expenses. 
Including salary payout, totaled $6,954 
while registration brought in a gross in- 
come of $6.797, giving the park district a 
small deficit of $157 for operations 


Although 32 programs were originally 


offered in the fall, several were dropped 
because of low registration These were 
women's gym, adult and youth knitting, 
couples bndge, bridge lessons, women's 
slim and trim and chess. 


A total of 1,066 persons registered for 


the fall programs with the heaviest en- 
rollment in the seventh and eighth grade 


youth center programs offered on Friday 
nights There were 143 seventh-graders 
enrolled in the program and 236 eighth- 
graders 


The two pre-school sessions held were 


also heavily attended, with 110 young- 
sters enrolled in the first session and 117 
in the second. Participation in the ballet 
and flag football programs was also 
strong 


The most income was generated from 


the pre-school program, collecting a total 
of $3,727. The youth centers brought in 
the next highest amount, totaling $1,137. 


Exclusive of salary payments, the 


most expensive program to operate was 
the teen center for $518. Printing and 
mailing of the fall program brochures 
was the single largest expense, totaling 
$760

Phosphate Ordinance Eyed 
Sanitarian Hiring 
Approved By City 


A city ban on detergents containing 


phosphates came one step closer to real- 
ity Tuesday when the Rolling Meadows 
City Council unanimously approved hir- 
ing a full-time sanitarian who would en- 
force such an ordinance. 


Aid. James Huddleston, chairman of 


the ordinance and judiciary committee, 
said a committee meeting will be held 
tonight to discuss a phosphate ordinance 
and a representative of phosphate deter- 
gent manufacturers will speak against 
an ordinance to ban the detergents from 
city grocery stores 


Phosphorous-, one of the plant nutrients 


which causes deterioration of water qual- 
ity, is contained in many laundry deter- 
gents, and the Chicago City Council has 
banned any detergent containing 8.7 per 
cent phosphorous. 


HUDDLESTON SAID he favors a phos- 


phate ordinance and said "it the other 
committee members agree we will try to 
pass it soon." 


A Rolling Meadows sanitarian has 


been sought for about a month, even 
though the ordinance to create the full- 
time post was just adopted. The city now 
has under contract a sanitation service 
in which the city receives eight hours 
service each week The city pays $7,000 
a year for the service. 


City council set a tentative salary of 


about $10,300 for a full-time sanitarian 
who will receive all city fringe benefits. 
City officials had agreed a sanitarian 
was needed but differed on whether the 
employe should receive fringe benefits. 


Aid Thomas Scanlan said the city will 


look "for a shirt-sleeve executive who 
will work in the field." Scanlan said he 
felt the city could employ a person with 
about five years experience for the 
$10,000 salary 


The council said the sanitarian was 


needed to help enforce city health regu- 
lations. City officials have said the sani- 
tarian may begin issuing tickets to viola- 
tors of health rules and may "shut 
down" establishments who do not con- 
front to the health regulations. 


Although John Schultz, city health offi- 


cer, questioned the legality of closing es- 
tablishments, city officials have said 
they may be willing to become involved 
in a court suit to "clear up some of the 
health violations," which they say are 
being repeated. 


AN ORDINANCE to ban phosphates 


from the shelves of city grocers, is more 
likely after the sanitarian is hired, city 
officials said two weeks ago. 


Aid. William Ahrens said a laboratory 


would not be immediately needed by the 
sanitarian, but Harper College has of- 
fered laboratory facilities to the sani- 
tarian. City officials said a laboratory 
would be needed to check phosphate con- 
tent in detergents. 


Ahrens said a laboratory is possible on 


the second floor of city hall whe-e tha 
sanitarian's office is expected to be lo- 
cated 


A number of area municipalities in- 


cluding Palatine and Arlington Heights, 
have considered a phosphate ban but no 
action has been taken. 


Schultz said the municipalities may be 


awaiting court decisions on the legality 
of enforcement of such an ordinance.

Dist. 211 serves Palatine and Schaum- 


burg Townships. Barrington Square is in 
Schaumburg Township. Its children at- 
tend elementary school in Schaumburg 
Township Dist. 54, and are the only Dist. 
54 pupils promoted into a high school dis- 
trict other than 211. 


Dt.it. 211 Schools Supt. Richard Kolze 


said yesterday he has received a number 
of 
telephone calls 
from 
Barrington 


Square residents, asking how such a 
change could be accomplished. Kolze 
said he does not know how strong the 
movement is, or whether the parents 
have formally organized to seek the 
change. 


The Dist 224 board and administration 


have had no requests for disannexation 
information, said Joseph 
M. Zoeller, 


school superintendent. 


Zoeller said he has had "informal feed- 


back" on the possibility from the Dist. 
211 board, but not so much as a tele- 
phone call from a Barrington Square 
resident 


THERE IS SOME doubt as to the 


procedure, should the residents seek the 
change 


As Kolze sees it. the residents would 


first petition the Barrington board for 
disannexation. They then would seek an- 
nexation into 211, he said. If both boards 
were agreeable to the measure, the pro- 
posal then would go before the Cook 
County Board of School Trustees, said 
Dr. Kolze. County approval would be al- 
most automatic, he said, unless there 
was some dissention among the parties 
mvolved — the residents and the boards 
of both districts 


If such dissention existed, said Kolze, 


the county board would schedule a hear- 
ing, 
listening to arguments from 
all 


sides. Such a hearing was held when a 
Rolling 
Meadows citizens 
group 
re- 


quested detachment from Dist. 211 and 
acceptance into Dist 214. The Dist. 211 
board 
denied disannexation, but the 


county board overruled and granted the 
change. 


Zoeller feels his board would require 


some indication from the Dist. 211 board 
that Barrington Square would be accept- 
«d b e f o r e 
even considering dis- 


annexation. His board could not consider 
detaching an area without some guaran- 
tee the residents would be accepted else- 
where, he said. 


And Zoeller also feels the matter would 


not be left solely to the Cook County 
Board of School Trustees for approval. 
Dist. 224 is considered a Lake County 
district, he said, and its high school is in 
Lake County This means the Lake Coun- 
ty Board at School Trustees also would 
have an interest in the matter, he said, 
and its approval would be necessary. 


FOR THE TWO district boards, the 


proposal involves more than the transfer 
of a small number of students from one 
high school to another. Property also 
would be transferred, and with it, the tax 
income from the property. 


The area now contains townhouses. 


Apartments are planned for the area, 
and an industrial site is within the 
bounds, although no industries have pur- 
chased land there yet. 


Industrial land is considered more de- 


sirable for a school distiict than is resi- 
dential land. It carries greater property 
value and thus pays higher taxes, and it 
contributes no school pupils. It brings in 
revenue, with no additional cost for edu- 
cation. 


When asked whether Dist. 224 would 


agree to dtsinnexation, Zoeller said he 
could not comment. "It would be almost 
impossible for me to react to that," said 
Dr Zoeller. He explained such a decision 
would be a board matter, and the board 
would need time to study tax incomes 
and student populations. 


Dist. 211 would look at the same fig- 


urea, said Kolze. He said there are "not 
that many houses and students" in Bar- 
rington Square now, and the land is "ex- 
pected to become a high assessment 
area." 


BUT. 
HE ADDED, more houses and 


apartments are planned for the area. He 
would request information on taxes an! 
student totals for his board's consid- 
eration before a yes or no answer could 
be given, he said. 


west Human Resources

Center, looks more like a stand-in for 
Santa Claus than the streamlined ster- 
eotyped analyst.

come counselors to youth who have prob- 
lems. But Jauch explains that these 
people "won't become social workers, 
just aware citizens." 


Jauch has already trained 10 residents 


to become counselors to city youth. The 
program consists of training in causes of 
delinquency, drug use, and social gsy- 
chology. "This training is going to help 
the residents understand the causes of 
some of the traditional youth problems." 


"After 
four weeks of training, the 


counselors will be able to take their first 
referrals," Jauch says. The initial refer- 
ral arm of the program is the police de- 
partment who helped set up the program 
and picked Jauch as director. 


An overriding theory of Jauch and the 


Youth Referral Commission is that prob- 
lems can be worked out within present 
social structure, including the family. 
"When a youth runs away from home, 
for instance, he needs counseling and so 
do his parents." 


Jauch takes them both into a session 


"so they can learn to communicate with 
one another Parents will find out that 
their child can interact if they give him a 
chance." 


Most recently Jauch received a crime 


grant from the State of Illinois to train 
local law enforcement officials in crime 
and delinquency. 


He works both sides. He talks to the 


kids and to the police in hope that an 
understanding can be worked out. He 
pampers no one. "If a child needs cor- 
rection he will get it," Jauch said 


"THERE MUST be a control. If he 


needs a switch then that is what he 
needs." It's the old theory and the theory 
that Rolling Meadows is hoping will pro- 
Vide area youth and even their parents 
with the guidance they need. 


With the opening of Rolling Meadows 


High School, 1,700 more students will be 
in Rolling Meadows during the day.

Dog Training. . . An Art Of Patience 


by JIM HODL 


After 11 years of training local dogs to 


be obedient, Mrs. Dorothy Ortman re- 
ports that canine owners are still bring- 
ing their best friends to her dog obe- 
dience courses. 


"I thought I trained them all," she 


said. "I guess I am wrong." 


Currently, Mrs. Ortman trains dogs to 


be well mannered in Palatine and Arling- 
ton Heights twice a week. All of her 
classes are full, she reports. 


Classes with the Palatine Park District 


are taught on Mondays and on Wednes- 
days through the Arlington Heights Park 
District. 


IN TRAINING a dog to be obedient, 


Mrs. Ortman said she has to con the ca- 
nine into wanting to learn. Often, she 
said, much time must be spent in getting 
the dog to think that learning to sit or 
walk on his master's left side is really 
groovy. 


Some dogs are harder to con than oth- 


ers, she pointed out. An Irish Setter is a 
regal dog and thinks he is too good for 
obedience training, so a lot of conning is 
needed. However, a boxer eagerly learns 
and can be taught in about a week. 


"Sometimes, dogs learn in spite of 


themselves," Mrs. Ortman said. 


She said the speed in which a dog picks 


up obedience training often depends on 
the canine's master. If the master en- 
courages the dog to perform right, the 
dog will learn training quickly. However, 
if the master takes a~bored attitude, so 
will the dog, thus making it harder to 
train him. 


MRS. 
Ortman said she has noticed that 


the dog owners with well behaved chil- 
dren also have dogs that trian easier. 


Sometimes, a dog trainer will run into 


some trouble with the owners. Mrs. Or- 
tman said she trained a dog once that 
would perform for her, but would bite its 
master. The owner became insulted be- 
cause he thought the dog only loved her. 


Currently, the dogs enrolled in the obe- 


dience courses are generally 
mixed 


breeds, she said. Many are short-legged, 
long and hairy and a few are of the rag- 
gy, wooley variety. 


The owners are also fun to watch at 


obedience classes. Mrs. Ortman reported 
that people have shown up to train their 
dog wearing their Sunday clothes. One 
woman wore a mink stole to a few les- 


Another woman insisted on training 


her dog with a washline as a leash. 


AT 
THE 
CLASSES Mrs. Ortman 


"home trains" the canines. This differs 
from "show training" because when she 
trains a dog for show, everything the dog 
does has to be perfect. When trained for 
the home, a dog can be allowed to sit 
sloppily since this is all the owners want. 


Most owners just want their pooch to 


be a better dog for the neighborhood, she 
said. 


When not training dogs at local park 


districts, Mrs. Ortman trains her own 
dogs. She currently has developed a fine 
strain of pure-bred boxers. 


However, training dogs is only her hob- 


by. During the day, she is a teacher in 
the third grade at Winston Churchill 
School in Palatine.

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Delay On Cook County Tax Bills Could Extend To July

Cook County tax bills for the Northwest 


suburban area's 118,000 property owners 
will be mailed at least 60 days behind 
schedule, with a good possibility the de- 
lay could extend up to July, it was 
learned yesterday. 


County tax officials admitted they 


were rushing for completion of tax roles 
to insure bills were sent out at least by 
May 31 — exactly two months behnid the 
statutory deadline. 


Right now, the county is waiting on the 


Board of (tax) Appeals to wind up its 
hearings on hundreds of cases granted 
continuances earlier in the year. There 


were unconfirmed reports the board 
would not finish until the middle of next 
month. 


But Henry Wlodyga, chief clerk of the 


board, estimated the action on all the 
cases would be completed by the end of 
the month. 


AT THE SAME time, Walter A. Con- 


rad, deputy county treasurer, said there 
was no indication when his office would 
be receiving the tax bills for mailing. 


Asked when he estimated the bills 


would be in the mail, Conrad replied, 
"They say there's a good chance they'll 
have to go to July 1." This would mean 
taxes would not be payable until Aug. 1. 


A July 1 mailing would represent the 


longest tax bill delay in the county's his- 
tory. 


Most officials refused to comment on 


reports the bills would be this late and 
expressed hope the first tax statements 
would be in the mail by June 1. 


State law requires that one full calen- 


dar month elapse between issuance of 
bills and the first due date. Therefore, 
even if the bills were completed by, for 
example, June 5, the earliest penalty 
date that could be set would be Aug. 1. 


Even if the Board of Appeals com- 


pletes its hearings by the end of this 


month, subsequent action by the County 
Assessor's Office, the County Clerk and 
the State Department of Local Govern- 
ment Affairs would take several weeks. 


JOSEPH SCHEIBEL, chief of the as- 


sessor's office real estate division, ex- 
plained that preliminary 
assessment 


roles had been completed late last 
month. 


However, adjustments 
in assessed 


valuation approved by the Board of Ap- 
peals must be made on these assess- 
ments. Then the roles must go to the 
State Department of Local Government 
Affairs where the equalization factor will 


be applied. This process requires two to 
three weeks, according to state officials. 


Subsequently, the tax lists are sent to 


the County Clerk's office for calculation 
of bills based on more than 1,800 differ- 
ent rates. Only after these figures are 
completed are the bills passed along to 
the County Treasurer for mailing. 


Officials in the treasurer's office claim 


once the bills are received they can com- 
plete the mailing within two weeks. 


It was disclosed in February that tax 


bills would be late, but until now there 
was no indication of just how much of a 
delay was anticipated. 


LATE BILLS force local governmental 


units — especially school districts — to 
issue tax anticipation warrants to fi- 
nance day-to-day operations. Resorting 
to tax anticipation warrants requires lo- 
cal taxing districts to pay thousands of 
dollars in interest. 


Alfred Odegard, director of finance for 


the county superintendent of schools, es- 
timated a two month delay will cost sub- 
urban school districts 
approximately 


$450,000 in interest on warrants. 


"Not only that," Odegard 
added, 


"schools not on warrants are losing in- 
vestment income." 
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County Hearing 
To Incorporate 
Delayed To May 4

A hearing held before the Cook County 


Circuit Court yesterday to review a peti- 
tion to incorporate the City of Prospect 
Heights has been continued to May 4. 


The hearing was continued oy Judge 


Harry Comerford, at the request of Atty. 
Donald Kreger, who is representing the 
incorporation 
petitioners. 
Yesterday's 


session lasted only a few minutes. 


The petition to incorporate the city was 


filed by the leaders of the Prospect 
H e i g h t s 
Improvement Association 


(PHIA), 
which represents 
the "old 


town" area of the community west of 
Wolf Road. The petition calls for in- 
corporation of an area reportedly less 
than four square miles, including "old 
town" 
and parts of unincorporated 


Wheeling and unincorporated Arlington 
Heights. 


KREGER SAID HE requested the con- 


tinuance because he has not had enough 
time to study the 10 objections to the in- 
corporation proposal, filed with the 
court. 


A crowd of attorneys representing the 


objectors 
appeared 
at 
the 
hearing 


Wednesday, along with Kreger. The ob- 
jections filed by these attorneys are, in 
many instances, the same. They question 
the accuracy of the incorporation petition 
and its adequacy in meeting state stat- 
utes. 


Kreger said he plans to seek a judicial 


determination "prior to evidence being 
taken at a hearing" on these questions of 
constitutionality. "I will present a writ- 
ten motion to the court asking for a rul- 
ing on certain points before the hearing. 
If the court grants my motion, the objec- 
tors will be asked to submit counter- 
briefs on these same points." 


If the court makes a ruling on these 


points before the hearing, the ruling may 
be appealed by either the incorporation 
petitioners or the objectors. In this case, 
the hearing will be further delayed. 


THE QUESTIONS OF constitutionality, 


presented by the objectors, center on the 
right of in area to incorporate as a city 
without consent of municipalities within 
one mile of the proposed boundaries. 


The objectors have also questioned 


whether the incorporation petition meets 
population and area requirements in the 
statutes. The statutes require that the 
•rea will be less than four square miles 


with a population of more than 7,500. 


The contiguity of the area proposed for 


incorporation has also been challenged. 
Some of the objectors have charged that 
the area included in the proposed bound- 
aries are not a contiguous territory be- 
cause they contain a strip or corridor of 
land used to acquire the area east of 
Wolf Road. 


In 
addition 
some 
objectors 
have 


claimed that their property was included 
in the boundaries of the proposed city 
"without due process of law." According 
to Kreger, some of the attorneys repre- 
senting these objectors have unofficially 
asked him if the boundaries can be 
amended to exclude their property. 


"I don't know at this time if we will 


amend the boundaries," said Kreger. "If 
we did, we would have to go through the 
whole process again, including securing 
the necessary signatures on the peti- 
tion." He added that several of the attor- 
neys have asked to meet with him pri- 
vately. 


THE OBJECTORS are 
Alvin and 


Reese Hubbard and Mr. and Mrs. Klaus 
Neukirch, owners of land south of Willow 
Road and west of Waterman Avenue 
(represented by Roger Bjorvik); the Riv- 
er Trails Park District, which owns the 
Woodland Trails Park on Euclid Avenue 
west of Wolf Road (also represented by 
Bjorvik); and Thorn an Hannigan, who 
owns land fronting on Rand Road and 
south of Willow Road (representing him- 
self). 


Other objectors include a group of 


farmers, who own land north of Palatine 
Road and west of Schoenbeck Road (rep- 
resented by Robert J. DiLeonardi and 
Robert G. McLennan); the McDonald 
family trust, which owns the Rob Roy 
Golf Course on Euclid Ave.l represented 
by Howard Borde); and a La Salle Na- 
tional Bank trust, which owns land in the 
vicinity of Euclid Avenue (represented 
by Charles Berke). 


Both the Village of Arlington Heights 


(represented by Jack Siegel) and the 
Village of Wheeling (represented 
by 


Paul Hamer) are also objecting.

Resident Files Suit Against NI-Gas 


An Elk Grove Village man last month 


filed a suit charging negligence by the 
Northern Illinois Gas Co for allegedly 
failing to perform as expected when his 
heating furnace developed a leak and 
caused his family to become ill. 


Harold L. Ranch, of 560 Walnut Ln., in 


the suit said it was not until the fifth 
request that gast company employes

He said he suspected that gas from the 


furnace had been the cause of his fami- 
ly's illness in February, 1969, but that it 
was not until October, 1969, that a test 
was made by the gas company 


IF THE FIRM would have made the 


test sooner, Rauch, an engineer for Illi- 
nois Bell Telephone Co., said he would 
not have had to put up with inconven- 
iences and the cost of medical expenses. 


Rauch said his wife and family became 


ill and were bothered by nose, throat ir- 


ritation, and nausea as a result of the 
gas coming from the furnace. He said he 
was not affected as much as they were 
because his job takes him out of the 
house. 


Rauch said that after gas company em- 


ployes fund the leak in the furnace it was 
turned off He moved his family into a 
motel for a few days while the gas heat- 
ing system in his 10-year-old house was 
converted to electric heat.

On present board-teacher negotiations: 


"I don't think closed-door negotiations 
are right. They should be open to some 
degree more than they are. You can't 
expect taxpayers to make a choice on a 
referendum unless they have all the in- 
formation to make that choice. I would 
work actively to open the doors. The 
teacher proposals are clearly nothing we 
can afford. The board and teachers are 
like a married couple arguing about 
something they really agree upon — the 
education of the children in the district." 


On teachers' strikes: "I would only be 


one seventh of the board but my feeling 
is that a person serving the community 
should not strike, especially if it was for 
a frivolous reason. But I would let them 
strike. I would favor an injunction de- 
pending on the reason why they strike. 


On shared facilities with parochial 


schools: "Children can get a good com- 
mon education in the public schoools. 
They (children attending private schools) 
can come to the public school to supple- 
ment it (a private education), but we are 
dealing with a private agency. We could 
get a complicated set of logistics — logis- 
tics is the key word. We can't hamper 
our educational program to allow for the 
coming and going of other children. If 
they want to work into our situation, 
that's a different matter." 


On major future problems in the dis- 


trict: "Our district has the same prob- 
lems as every other district. Money is 
the major one. People get the impression 
that the board carries bags around filled 
with money. The board only deals with 
figures — if some part of the district is 
not operating properly, it supplies the oil 
between the parts. Another problem is 
disenchantment between the board and 
the teachers. There is not enough middle 
management because department heads, 
administration and principals are not 
acting as go-betweens."

Delay On Cook County Tax Bills Could Extend To July 


by DAVE CRIPPEN 


Cook County tax bills for the Northwest 


suburban area's 118.000 property owners 
will be mailed at least 60 days behind 
schedule, with a good possibility the de- 
lay could extend up to July, it was 
learned yesterday 


County tax officials admitted they 


were rushing for completion of tax roles 
to insure bills were sent out at least by 
May 31 — exactly two months behnid the 
statutory deadline 


Right now, the county is waiting on the 


Board of (tax) Appeals to wind up its 
hearings on hundreds of cases granted 
continuances earlier in the year. There 


were unconfirmed reports the board 
would not finish until the middle of next 
month 


But Henry Wlodyga, chief clerk of the 


board, estimated the action on all the 
cases would be completed by the end of 
the month 


AT THE SAME time, Walter A. Con- 


rad, deputy county treasurer, said there 
was no indication when his office would 
be receiving the tax bills for mailing 


Asked when he estimated the bills 


would be in the mail, Conrad replied, 
"They say there's a good chance they'll 
have to go to July 1 " This would mean 
taxes would not be payable until Aug. 1. 


A July 1 mailing would represent the 


longest tax bill delay in the county's his- 
tory. 


Most officials refused to comment on 


reports the bills would be this late and 
expressed hope the first tax statements 
would be in the mail by June 1. 


State law requires that one full calen- 


dar month elapse between issuance of 
bills and the first due date. Therefore, 
even if the bills were completed by, for 
example, June 5, the earliest penalty 
date that could be set would be Aug 1. 


Even if the Board of Appeals com- 


pletes its hearings by the end of this 


month, subsequent action by the County 
Assessor's Office, the County Clerk and 
the State Department of Local Govern- 
ment Affairs would take several weeks. 


JOSEPH SCHEIBEL, chief of the as- 


sessor's office real estate division, ex- 
plained that preliminary assessment 
roles had been completed late last 
month. 


However, adjustments in assessed 


valuation approved by the Board of Ap- 
peals must be made on these assess- 
ments Then the roles must go to the 
State Department of Local Government 
Affairs where the equalization factor will 


be applied This process requires two to 
three weeks, according to state officials. 


Subsequently, the tax lists are sent to 


the County Clerk's office for calculation 
of bills based on more than 1,800 differ- 
ent rates. Only after these figures are 
completed are the bills passed along to 
the County Treasurer for mailing. 


Officials in the treasurer's office claim 


once the bills are received they can com- 
plete the mailing within two weeks. 


It was disclosed in February that tax 


bills would be late, but until now there 
was no indication of just how much of a 
delay was anticipated. 


LATE BILLS force local governmental 


units — especially school districts — to 
issue tax anticipation warrants to fi- 
nance day-to-day operations. Resorting 
to tax anticipation warrants requires lo- 
cal taxing districts to pay thousands of 
dollars in interest. 


Alfred Odegard, director of finance for 


the county superintendent of schools, es- 
timated a two month delay will cost sub- 
urban school districts 
approximately 


$450,000 in interest on warrants. 


"Not only that," Odegard added, 


"schools not on warrants are losing in- 
vestment income."

Board Traffic 
Proposal May Be 
'Unsuitable' 


The traffic proposal recommended by 


the village board for the intersection of 
Northwest Highway. Mam, Prospect and 
Evergreen avenues may be "unsuit- 
able " 


An engineer for the Illinois Division of 


Highways indicated last week the village 
board's traffic recommendation may be 
"unsuitable" and might not solve the 
traffic problems that occur at the inter- 
section, especially south of the railroad 
tracks 


The state engineer met informally last 


week 
with Village Engineer 
Bill 


McManamon and George March, a for- 
mer state highway engineer who has 
been hired as a consulting engineer by 
the village 


The engineers discussed the traffic 


problems that occur at Evergreen, Main 
and Prospect avenues because the vil- 
lage is asking the state to improve this 
intersection as well as two others on 
Mam Street from Evergreen Avenue to 
Central Road. Cost of the entire project 
is estimated at about $180,000 


The village board voted last month to 


eliminate the stoplight on Evergreen Av- 
enue at the intersection south of the Chi- 
cago and North Western Ry tracks and 
install a stop sign, allowing traffic east- 
bound on Evergreen Avenue to turn right 
only 


THE CHANGE was approved by the 


board in an effort to alleviate "a bot- 
tleneck at the intersection and the rail- 
way tracks " Traffic is currently allow- 
ed to turn right or left onto Main Street, 
or continue eastbound on Prospect Ave- 
nue 


In a memo to Mayor Robert Teichert, 


March said the state engineer "reviewed 
the geometries of the intersection and 
sketched two proposals" McManamon 
said the state's first preference is to 
"completely close off Evergreen at Mam 
and Prospect Avenue " 


McManamon said ea&tbound traffic on 


Evergreen would only be allowed to 
make a U-turn on Evergreen and then 
continue westbound on Evergreen. "The 
street would be closed off from the inter- 
section with a barricade and a parkway 
with shrubs," he explained. 


The state engineer's alternate sugges- 


tion is to "permit right turn only off Ev- 
ergreen onto Main Street with the closing 
of westbound Evergreen Avenue " 


The state's first solution to the traffic 


problem at the intersection is similar to 
an alternate plan recommended by the 
village board last month The board sug- 
gested a turn-around bay be installed at 
the intersection so traffic eastbound on 
Evergreen could make a U-turn and then 
travel westbound on Evergreen. 


The board didn't indicate in its propos- 


al whether a barricade would be in- 
stalled on Evergreen at the intersection 


TEICHERT TOLD the Herald yester- 


day that March, of the engineering firm 
of Alstadt and March, will submt 
sketches of alternate solutions to the 
traffic problem. "He will submit to the 
state those various possibilities including 
the board's preference as it has already 
indicated 


"The board will then address the 


problem after a formal reply has been 
received from the state. I hope to discuss 
the issue at the next village board meet- 
ing April 6," Teichert said. 


The intersection of Northwest High- 


way, Main, Prospect and Evergreen ave- 
nues, south and north of the railway 
tracks, is one of three intersections the 
village is asking the state to improve 
this year 


The project includes improving signah- 


zation of traffic lights and installing left- 
turn bays at this intersection and at the 
intersection of Main Street and Central 
Road. The plan also calls for widening 
Main Street to allow for the installation 
of left-turn bays at Busse Avenue. 


Busse Avenue will be changed from 


one-way eastbound to one-way west- 
bound. The village board voted to re- 
verse the direction of traffic last month.

The Senate voted 51-46 to bar any more 


federal spending on the development of 
the supersonic transport plane (SST). 
The decision signaled the end of govern- 
ment financing of research for the 1,800 
miles an hour airplane as of March 30 — 
and likely for good. The House last week 
refused to allow any more federal funds 
for the SST

filed a suit charging negligence by the 
Northern Illinois Gas Co for allegedly 
failing to perform as expected when his 
heating furnace developed a leak and 
caused his family to become ill. 


Harold L Rauch, of 560 Walnut Ln., in 


the suit said it was not until the fifth 
request that gast company employes 
made the test that determined there was 
a leak 


He said he suspected that gas from the 


furnace had been the cause of his fami- 
ly's Illness in February, 1969, but that it 
was not until October, 1969, that a test 
was made by the gas company. 


IF THE FIRM would have made the 


test sooner, Rauch, an engineer for Illi- 
nois Bell Telephone Co, said he would 
not have had to put up with inconven- 
iences and the cost of medical expenses 


Rauch said his wife and family became 


ill and were bothered by nose, throat ir- 


ritation, and nausea as a result of the 
gas coming from the furnace He said he 
was not affected as much as they were 
because his job takes him out of the 
house. 


Rauch said that after gas company em- 


ployes fund the leak in the furnace it was 
turned off. He moved his family into a 
motel for a few days while me gas heat- 
ing system in his 10-year-old house was 
converted to electric heat. 


In a letter to Rauch last Feb 25, the 


gas company denied that it is responsi- 
ble for "the alleged allergies" of Rauch 
ble for "the alleged allergies" of 
Rauch's family. Spokesman R. J. Eby 
said the matter was in the hands of the 
firm's attorneys and that it would not 
be proper for him to comment. 


Rauch is seeking $1,000 damages in a 


small claims suit filed Feb. 26 in the 
Niles branch of Circuit Court.

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Delay On Cook County Tax Bills Could Extend To July

Cook County tax bills for the Northwest 


suburban area's 118,000 property owners 
will be mailed at least 60 days behind 
schedule, with a good possibility the de- 
lay could extend up to July, it was 
learned yesterday. 


County tax officials admitted they 


were rushing for completion of tax roles 
to insure bills were sent out at least by 
May 31 — exactly two months behind the 
statutory deadline. 


Right now, the county is waiting on the 


Board of (tax) Appeals to wind up its 
hearings on hundreds of cases granted 


continuances earlier in the year. There 
were unconfirmed reports the board 
would not finish until the middle of next 
month. 


But Henry Wlodyga, chief clerk of the 


board, estimated the action on all the 
cases would be completed by the end of 
the month. 


AT THE SAME time, Walter A. Con- 


rad, deputy county treasurer, said there 
was no indication when his office would 
be receiving the tax bills for mailing. 


Asked when he estimated the bills 


would be in the mail, Conrad replied, 
"They say there's a good chance they'll 


have to go to July 1." This would mean 
taxes would not be payable until Aug. 1. 


A July 1 mailing would represent the 


longest tax bill delay in the county's his- 
tory. 


Most officials refused to comment on 


reports the bills would be this late and 
expressed hope the first tax statements 
would be in the mail by June 1. 


State law requires that one full calen- 


dar month elapse between issuance of 
bills and the first due date. Therefore, 
even if the bills were completed by, for 
example, June 5, the earliest penalty 
date that could be set would be Aug. 1. 


Even if the Board of Appeals com- 


pletes its hearings by the end of this 
month, subsequent action by the County 
Assessor's Office, the,County Clerk and 
the State Department of Local Govern- 
ment Affairs would take several weeks. • 


JOSEPH SCHEIBEL, chief of the as- 


sessor's office real estate division, ex- 
plained that preliminary 
assessment 


roles had been completed late last 
month. 


However, adjustments 
in assessed 


valuation approved by the1 Board of Ap- 
peals must be made on these assess- 
ments. Then the roles must go to the 
State Department of Local Government 


Affairs where the equalization factor will 
be applied. This process requires two to 
three weeks, according to state officials. 


Subsequently, the tax lists are sent to 


the County Clerk's office for calculation 
of bills based on more than 1.800 differ- 
ent rates. Only after these figures are 
completed are the bills passed along to 
the County Treasurer for mailing. 


Officials in the treasurer's office claim 


once the bills are received they can com- 
plete the mailing within two weeks. 


It was disclosed in February that tax 


bills would be late, but until now there 
was no indication of just how much of a 
delay was anticipated. 


LATE BILLS force local governmental 


units — especially school districts — 
issue tax anticipation warrants to fi- 
nance day-to-day operations. Resorting 
to tax anticipation warrants requires lo- 
cal taxing districts to pay thousands of 
dollars in interest.

System (NSLS). 


The reciprocal borrowing program al- 


tows any cardholder from any library 
with membership in the NSLS to borrow 
books from any of the NSLS libraries. 


BOARD PRESIDENT Mrs. Robert 


Wallace summed up the feelings of the 
board before the vote by saying, "I do 
not agree with the concept of reciprocal 
borrowing as being of benefit to tne tax- 
payers of Arlington Heights at this time. 
We cannot supply the needs of our own 
people now." 


The board, however, endorsed the idea 


of reciprocal borrowing for some time in 
the future when the library collection is 
larger and when neighboring libraries 
grow. 


Library board members said they were 


afraid reciprocal borrowing would drain 
the library's resources because many of 
the surrounding communities have small- 
er libraries than does Arlington Heights. 
Board member Robert Scanlan pointed 
out the railroad station provides a hub 
for many area residents and it might be 
convenient for non-residents to use the 
library on their way to and from the sta- 
tion. 


Scanlan continued, "The only com- 


plaint I have ever received from resi- 
dents has been about the lack of having a 
particular book on the shelf." If many 
non-residents used the Arlington Heights 
Library, he said, books might be less 
available for residents of the village.

mend denial of the request for annexa- 
tion and rezoning for the project, called 
"Longcommons." 


The plans for the project called for 98 


apartment units in four buildings on an 
elongated strip just north of Maude 
Street and east of Arlington Heights 
Road. 


Charles Banks, architect for the peti- 


tioner, told the commissioners the plans 
included 24 one-bedroom units, 60 two- 
bedroom units, and 14 three-bedroom 
units, in the two-and three-story build- 
ings. 


John Gravee, a real estate evaluator, 


told the commission the land would be 
best used for apartment development in 
order to buffer single-family homes from 
the likelihood of future commercial de- 
velopment on a vacant 33-acre tract to 
the north of the site. 


IN MAKING the motion to recommend 


denial of the plans, Comr. Richard Du- 
rava said, "I'm not convinced of the ae- 
cessity for the adjacent land to go com- 
mercial. I'm almost convinced that if we 
allow this rezonng, we will be inviting a 
large commercial or multiple-family de- 
velopment to the north. 


"I cannot see -any conceivable reason 


why that land should be used for any- 
thing but single-family homes." 


All commissioners in attendance voted 


to recommend denial with the exception 
of Victor Beisler, who passed. 


John M. Brooks, 418 3. Maude St., pre- 


sented a petition signed by 121 residents 
of the area objecting to the proposed de- 
velopment. 


Brooks told the commission "R-5 zoning 


(multiple-family) and the subsequent 
construction of apartments on this site 
will impose hardships on the adjacent 
homeowners and adversely affect the vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights." 


The homeowners' spokesman listed 


depreciating market values, traffic prob- 
lems, the "inharmonious" nature of the 
development, compared with single-fami- 
ly homes among the reasons for the 
homeowners' objections.

ordinance since 1959 but "these changes 
are the fiber that has torn this plan 
apart." 


He pointed out the 1959 plan was 


amended in 1963 by a land-use plan that 
said the highest density development in 
the village would be R-4 (duplexes), 
"But." he said, "we now have large 
apartment developments under R-5." 


Village Party candidate Bennett said 


the plan has boen revised, updated and 
amended many times since 1959 and now 
includes a thoroughfare study made in

"To .suggest that this plan is obsolete 


because it was produced as a document 
in 1959 is like saying the U.S. Con- 
stitution is obsolete because it was pass- 
ed in 1780s." Bennett said. 


In a question and answer period follow- 


ing the candidate's prepared statements, 
both 
Griffin 
and Bennett 
addressed 


themselves to the question of low and 
moderate-income housing. 


GRIFFIN SAID his position on such 


housing has not changed since last sum- 
mer. "I realize the problem, and it is a 
national problem. I do not think people 
are being fair when they try to make Ar- 
lington Heights the capital of low-income 
housing for the U.S.," he said. 


He added that low and moderate-in- 


come housing could be developed on land 
zoned for apartments, but added, "They 
can't put up buildings in single-family 
areas and if they go to court when we 
turn them down, I think they will lose."

Delay On Cook County Tax Bills Could Extend To July 


by DAVE CRIPPEN 


Cook County tax bills for the Northwest 


suburban area's 118,000 property owners 
will be mailed at least 60 days behind 
schedule, with a good possibility the de- 
lay could extend up to July, it was 
learned yesterday. 


County tax officials admitted they 


were rushing for completion of tax roles 
to insure bills were sent out at least by 
May 31 — exactly two months behnid the 
statutory deadline. 


Right now, the county is waiting on the 


Board of (tax) Appeals to wind up its 
hearings on hundreds of cases granted 
continuances earlier in the year. There 


were unconfirmed reports the board 
would not finish until the middle of next 
month. 


But Henry Wlodyga, chief clerk of the 


board, estimated the action on all the 
cases would be completed by the end of 
the month. 


AT THE SAME time, Walter A. Con- 


rad, deputy county treasurer, said there 
was no indication when his office would 
be receiving the tax bills for mailing. 


Asked when he estimated the bills 


would be in the mail, Conrad replied, 
"They say there's a good chance they'll 
have to go to July 1." This would mean 
taxes would not be payable until Aug. 1. 


A July 1 mailing would represent the 


longest tax bill delay in the county's his- 
tory. 


Most officials refused to comment on 


reports the bills would be this late and 
expressed hope the first tax statements 
would be in the mail by June 1. 


State law requires that one full calen- 


dar month elapse between issuance of 
bills and the first due date. Therefore, 
even if the bills were completed by, for 
example, June 5, the earliest penalty 
date that could be set would be Aug. 1. 


Even if the Board of Appeals com- 


pletes its hearings by the end of this 


month, subsequent action by the County 
Assessor's Office, the County Clerk and 
the State Department of Local Govern- 
ment Affairs would take several weeks. 


JOSEPH SCHEIBEL, chief of the as- 


sessor's office real estate division, ex- 
plained that preliminary assessment 
roles had been completed late last 
month. 


However, adjustments 
in assessed 


valuation approved by the Board of Ap- 
peals must be made on these assess- 
ments. Then the roles must go to the 
State Department of Local Government 
Affairs where the equalization factor will 


be applied. This process requires two to 
three weeks, according to state officials. 


Subsequently, the tax lists are sent to 


the County Clerk's office for calculation 
of bills based on more than 1,800 differ- 
ent rates. Only after these figures are 
completed are the bills passed along to 
the County Treasurer for mailing. 


Officials in the treasurer's office claim 


once the bills are received they can com- 
plete the mailing within two weeks. 


It was disclosed in February that tax 


bills would be late, but until now there 
was no indication of just how much of a 
delay was anticipated. 


LATE BILLS force local governmental 


units — especially school districts — to 
issue tax anticipation warrants to fi- 
nance day-to-day operations. Resorting 
to tax anticipation warrants requires lo- 
cal taxing districts to pay thousands of 
dollars in interest. 


Alfred Odegard, director of finance for 


the county superintendent of schools, es- 
timated a two month delay will cost sub- 
urban school districts 
approximately 


$450,000 in interest on warrants. 


"Not 
only that," Odegard 
added, 


"schools not on warrants are losing in- 
vestment income."

Council Considers 
Wage Hikes For 
City Patrolmen 


The Des Plaines City Council will hold 


a special closed session Friday night to 
consider wage hikes for police patrolmen 
that were urged this week by a federal 
arbitrator. 


After calling the special meeting yes- 


terday. Mayor Herbert H. Behrel said he 
had no comment on the proposal that 
would gradually raise top patrolmen's 
salaries to a level 12 per cent above 1970 
pay scales by the end of this year. 


The arbitrator, Mrs. Eloise Stewart, 


urged the city council to "proceed with- 
out delay" in acting on her recommenda- 
tions for police raises that would be 
added to the eight per cent pay hikes 
already voted by the council for 1971. 


Under her recommendation, salaries 


for patrolmen with three years on the 
force would remain at the current $11,610 
level until July 1, when police then would 
be paid at the rate.of $11,825, 10 per cent 
above la.it year's wages. 


ON OCT. 1. top patrolmen would be 


paid at the rate of $12,040 per year, a 
raise of 12 per cent compared to last 
year. Mrs. Stewart also urged the city to 
give top patrolmen another two pei cent 
rai.se next January but to wait until May 
before setting 1972 wages. 


The city and the Combined Counties 


Police Assn. (CCPA) should wait until 
May. next year, before setting final sala- 
ry levels, she said, "to avoid situations 
of wage differentials with surrounding 
suburbs" whose fiscal years begin May 
1. four months after the start of Des 
Plaines' fiscal year, Jan. 1. 


The city council session at 7:30 Friday 


night, will be followed by a special open 
council meeting at 8:30 called to consider 
salaries and personnel matters. 


City Comptroller Duane Blietz yester- 


day said the three salary steps called for 
under Mrs. Stewart's proposal would be 
equal to 9H per cent raises over the 
whole year for top patrolmen. 


POLICE WITH less than three years in 


the department would receive propor- 
tionately lower raises, with those patrol- 
men on the force for less than a year 
receiving no raise at all. 


In presenting its case to Mrs. Stewart, 


the CCPA cited wage levels in nearby

communities that currently surpass the 
1971 wages of Des Plaines police and are 
expected to be raised even further under 
new budgets adopted by those suburbs 
Mayl. 


Under budgets that are ending April 


30, the CCPA said, several neighboring 
communities are already ahead of the 
$11,610 salaries that Des Plaines patrol- 
men will be receiving until the end of 
1971. 


Currently, the union said, those wages 


include $11,880 for Wheeling. $11,280 for 
Mount Prospect, $11,356 for Elk Grove 
Village, $11,700 for Palatine and $11,264 
for Arlington Heights. 


Under a budget that will begin May 1, 


according to CCPA President Robert 
Ornberg, Palatine has already offered a 
salary of $12,685 for top patrolmen. 
Wages of the other suburbs are also ex- 
pected to be raised after May 1, he said.

Highway Department Probed 
L WV Discovers 
'Tax Inequity9 


A League of Women Voters (LWV) 


study of the Maine Township highway de- 
partment has turned up what the LWV 
calls an inequity in taxation for some 
township residents. 


According to a statement released this 


week, the villages of Niles and Morton 
Grove receive a "windfall" of township 
road taxes paid entirely by Maine Town- 
ship residents, because both villages 
have territory in Niles Township where 
there is no road tax. 


The LWV said "the windfall these vil- 


lages will receive for road improvements 
throughout the entire village will be pro- 
vided by only those taxpayers residing in 
Maine Township." 


"ONE HALF OF THE tax money paid 


by the residents of Maine Township for 
township roads will be used in the unin- 
corporated areas and part of the other 
half will be used for the benefit of village 
residents who (are) not taxed," the LWV 
said. 


According to spokesmen at both village 


halls, about four-fifths of Niles is located 
in Maine Township with the remainder in 
Niles Township. Two-thirds of Morton 
Grove is in Niles Township and one-third 
is in Maine.

the following manner. The township's 
highway budget is drawn up and the 
amount of planned expenditure is then 
doubled. 


The new amount is levied equally 


throughout the township on properties 
both in municipalities and unincorpo- 
rated areas. One half of the tax is used 
for the township highway department 
and the other half is returned to the mu- 
nicipalities in which it was collected, the 
LWV said. 


Because there is no highway depart- 


ment or road tax in Niles Township, the 
LWV said, the Niles Township residents 
of Niles and Morton Grove are receiving 
a "windfall" in highway taxes paid for 
by their Maine Township neighbors. 


THE LWV SAID THE proposed Maine 


Township highway budget for fiscal 1971 
is $431.700, compared to $260,300 for the 
current fiscal year. The township high- 
way department is responsible for about 
27 miles of roads in unincorporated 
areas, mostly in the northern portion of 
the township. 


"Electors (residents) of the township 


have the right to make their voices 
heard on the budget and appropriation 
ordinance of the township highway com- 
mission," the LWV said. 


"The opportunity to do this is at the 


annual budget hearing of the highway 
commission, which will be held at 7:30 
p.m. March 30 at the township clerk's 
office, 2600 Golf Rd., Glenview," the 
LWV said. 


"The League urges all residents of 


Maine Township to attend fhe hearing as 
well as the annual town meeting at 8 
p.m., April 13, at the Des Plaines munic- 
ipal building, 1412 Miner St.," the LWV 
statement said. 


THE LEAGUE OF Women Voters, 


which in the past has called for an end to 
township governments, said recent legis- 
lation passed by the Illinois Legislature 
has removed many of the powers former- 
ly held by electors at the annual town 
meetings. 


But voters who attend the meeting will 


still have the power to pass on any policy 
decisions proposed by the township board 
of auditors and must approve the high- 
way tax levy, the LWV said.

routing off period called for by the FTC 
would give the door-to-door salesman an 
unfair competitive disadvantage. 


Lefton said a consumer could take the 


contract he signs with the salesman who 
came to his home and then go to a sales- 
man in a store, who is often working on 
straight commission, and ask the sales- 
man to low bid the contract. 


"WK'HK NOT OPPOSED to having a 


consumer, say pay .something at the best 
price," Lefton. "But it is unfair to have 
the government become part and parcel 
of this contract shopping thing. 


"You start to produce a marginal oper- 


ator." he continued. "Someone who will 
sell for less, but not necessarily better 
goods 
I don't think the government 


slmiild have a hand in this type of ac- 


'•!![! 


I.efton also snid the regulation of the 


t- ;ie proposed by the FTC is dis- 
<•'iminntory against door-to-door sales- 
man as a class, if the same regulations 
are not imposed upon all sellers of mer- 
chandise 


"The initiative and creative ability of 


that wondrous door-to-door salesman is 
no less public serving than the manufac- 
tured full color television commercial 
that goes into the living rooms of Amer- 


ica without ringing the bell or knocking 
on the door, and just as persuasively 
strives to commit the listener or viewer 
to a purchase of goods and products," he 
said. 


THE PANEL ALSO heard from Fred- 


eric Sherwood, chairman of an inter-in- 
dustry council of direct selling firms, 
who told them his committee supports 
the general principles of the proposed 
FTC rule. 


"Any 
number 
of recommendations 


have been made here regarding your 
proposed rule," he said, "that would sub- 
stantially alter the original proposal you 
made 


"We feel, that if any 
substantial 


changes are made in the rule we should 
have an ample opportunity to examine 
the changes and then be heard further on 
the proposed changes," he said. 


Sherwood told the panel that his group 


had not previously considered the pro- 
posed ruling discriminatory to door-to- 
door sales as opposed to a sale made in a 
store. 


"But once you go into a more extreme 


proposal, we'd have to look at the ques- 
tion of one channel of distribution versus 
another," he said. "There would be com- 
petitive imbalance and the advantage 
would be to the salesman in the store. 


"IF YOU GO INTO further extension 


of the original concept," he explained, 
"we'd like to be heard and decide where 
we stand in competition with those not 
subject to the rule. 


"We would urge you," Sherwood 


added, "to hold additional hearings if the 
basic premise promulgated in your rul- 
ing is changed." 


Eye Property Record Law 


Legislation to back up a new policy of 


public access to property assessment 
records will he introduced in the next 
several days to Illinois lawmakers by the 
Cook County Assessor's Office. 


Formal presentation of the proposed 


measure comes in the wake of an an- 
nouncement this week that all documents 
submitted by property owners seeking 
adjustments in property valuation are 
matters of public record. 


County Assessor P. J. Cullerton and 


his new chief deputy, Thomas M. Tully, 
in a joint statement disclosed the office 
•was abandoning its pa.st policy of keep- 
ing certain tax appeal records under 
wraps at the request of taxpayers. 


The statement also said all hearings on 


petitions from taxpayers seeking adjust- 
ments in their assessed valuation would 
be open to the public.

If you're a camera buff who's worried 


airline detecting equipment for sky- 
jackers will ruin your film, rest easy. 


United Airlines and the other major 


carriers say the equipment they use is 
incapable of damaging films, recording 
or computer tapes and electronic heart 
pacers. 


Mason R. Muridux, manager of secur- 


ity for United, said, "X-ray and sound 
wave screening equipment may adverse- 
ly affect film and tape, but none of the 
U. S. airlines use such devices in their 
airport security programs. 


"Very rarely, an X-ray device may be 


used to screen baggage from a flight 
which has been the target of an 
a n o n y m o u s bomb threat. However, 
searches of this type are conducted by 
appropriate law enforcement agencies 
and are not under the direct control of 
airline personnel. 


"Under those conditions, passengers 


would normally have a chance to open 
baggage for inspection in lieu of X-ray 
examination," he said.

Commission Suggests TarochiaicP

SPRINGFIELD 111. (UPI) - A legisla- 


tive commission studying aid to nonpub- 
lic schools has recommended passage of 
a three-part program which includes a 
voucher system of "parochiaid," despite 
objections from critics who claimed the 
plan was rammed through the commis- 
sion by prior agreement of party leaders. 


The recommendation is the result of a 


14-month study by the Elementary and 
Secondary Nonpublic Schools Study Com- 
mission, headed by Rep. Eugene Schlick- 
man, R-Arlington Heights. 


The program consists of three bills 


providing flat grants to parents of non- 
public school students, scholarship sup- 
port to private school students from po- 
verty-level families and a fund to imple- 


ment innovative cooperative programs 
between public and private schools. 


"This program would fund the flight of 


affluent students from public to private 
schools," Sen. Harris Fawell, 
R-Naperville, charged in the brief but 
highly emotional debate which proceeded 
the 11-2 vote on the plan. 


THE PROGRAM WAS sketchily out- 


lined in a motion, contained in three 
paragraphs of hand written notes, by 
Paul M. Lund, a vice president of Illinois 
Bell Telephone Co. anl one of three non- 
legislative members of the 13-man com- 
mission. 


Fawell 
and 
Sen Robert 
Coulson, 


R-Waukegan, voiced the only opposition 
to the program. Both said it left unan- 
swered important questions about how 
and to whom the grants would be issued 
and the standards to be met by private 
schools receiving aid, the definition of 
non-public schools and means of con- 
trolling the aid. 


They also charged that the eagerness 


of other commission members, including 
House Majority Leader Henry Hyde, 
R-Chicago, and the assistant majority 
leader of the senate, Robert Cherry, 
D-Chicago, to push through the commis- 
sions's final recommendation was the re- 
sult of a prior agreement to which nei- 
ther Fawell nor Coulson had been a par- 
ty. 


"We are being asked to vote in the 


dark . . . on an explosive issue," Fawell 
argued. "This commission was picked to 
do the job of giving aid to nonpublic 
schools and it's going to funnel money 
into those schools come hell or high wa- 
ter," Fawell charged angrily.

"My toes are being pressed to the 


steam roller," Coulson said in explaining 
why he would not vote for the vaguely 
outlined program. 


THE FIRST OF the three bills in the 


plan would provide grants to nonpublic 
schools students, redeemable by their 
parents and nonpublic schools of the par- 
ent's choice. The grants would amount to 
no more than $48 per student at the ele- 
mentary level and $60 per student at the 
high school level where those figures rep- 
resent the maximum state aid and to $60 
and $90 elsewhere, for elementary and 
high schools respectively. 


The second bill would provide support 


for private school students from poverty 
level families. That support could range 
up to $560 for elementary schools and 
$700 for high schools, depending on the 
amount of state aid given to the public 
school students in the district. 


The third bill provides for the creation 


of an educational development fund of $5 
million in fiscal 1972, to be administered 
by a board which would receive a pro- 
posal from public and private schools for 
innovative educational programs to be 
carried out by both the public and pri- 
vate school personnel in the community. 


A total of 25 parochial schools, listed 


below, are located in the Northwest sub- 
urban area. The list is compiled from the 
non-public schools directory published by 
the Cook County Superintendent's Office. 


Catholic Elementary Schools 


Three Catholic elementary schools are 


located in Des Plaines: St. Mary, St. 
Stephen Protomartyr, and St. Zachary. 


Arlington Heights, Mount Prospect and 


Palatine each have two: St. James and 
Our Lady of the Wayside, Arlington 
Heights: St. Emily and St. Raymond, 
Mount Prospect; and St. Theresa and St.

FAWELL ARGUED unsuccessfully for 


a roll call vote on each of seven alterna- 
tives which had been considered by the 
commission previously. 


"The public ought to know how this 


commission stands with regard to these 
alternative measures," Fawell said. He 
charged there was a deliberate failure to 
notify the public of a meeting two weeks 
ago at which the proposals were infor- 
mally voted on. 


The commission also approved a mo- 


tion to set up a three-man committee 
consisting of Schlickman, Cherry, and 
Hyde, to put the program into final bill 
form. 


Also approved was a general report of 


the commission's findings, which con- 
cluded, among other things, that "public 
assistance 
is essential 
to the pre- 


servation'' 
of the state's nonpublic 


schools, which "contribute a distinct pub- 
lic service." 


The commission has, during the course 


o f its 
work, considered 
thte con- 


stitutionality of various types of para- 
chiaid. It is expected that even if the 
General Assembly approved a parachiaid 
plan, the program would have to undergo 
a court test on its constitutioality.

Time To Decide 
Police Salaries 


It's time for the City of Des Plaines 


and its police patrolmen to settle their 
dispute over this year's wages. Both 
sides have been negotiating since the 
clewing months of last year and now, 
with the help of a federal arbitrator, a 
compromise proposal has been put on the 
table which we feel the city council 
should accept 


The proposal would boost top salaries 


for patrolmen from the present $11,610 to 
$11.825 on July 1 of this year and to 
$12.040 on Oct. 1 The three salary levels 
represent raises of eight, 10 and 12 per 
cerrt respectively compared to last year's 
wages, with the average raise for the en- 
tire year equaling less than 10 per cent. 


These figures, it should be pointed out, 


apply only to patrolmen with three or 
more years experience. For the 28 out of 
54 patrolmen with less than three years 
on the force, the pay hikes would be pro- 
portionately lower and rookies with less 
than a year would get no raises. 


The city council last month rejected a 


wage package that would have provided 
$12.255 salary levels by September. This 
would have been a raise of 14 per cent 
compared to last year's salaries, al- 
though the average raise for the entire 
year would have equalled much less than 
14 per cent 
Instead, the council ap- 


proved the eight per cent pay boosts for 
tip patrolmen that arc now in effect. 


The 14 per cent package which was 


worked out by bargainers from the city

and Combined Counties Police Assn. 
(CCPA) with the help of federal media- 
tors, failed to receive a single vote of 
support in the city council. 


We feel the aldermen should take a 


closer look at the latest proposal both in 
light of the police salaries paid by neigh- 
boring communities and the city's labor 
relations ordinance, which was passed by 
thd council last year. 


Figures submitted to Eloise Stewart, 


federal arbitrator who served as a one- 
person fact finding panel last week, show 
that the city has been lagging behind 
nearby suburbs in the wages paid to its 
police patrolmen. Total wages received 
last year by top patrolmen here were 
$10,750, compared to $11,125 for Niles, 
$11,280 for Mount Prospect, $11,356 for 
Elk Grove Village and $11,264 for Ar- 
lington Heights. 


As of now, several of those suburbs are 


paying wages higher than the $11,610 
salary Des Plaines' top patrolmen have 
been voted for the entire year. Those 
same suburbs probably will be raising 
their wages when they adopt new budg- 
ets on May 1. (Des Plaines is the only 
area suburb with a fiscal year beginning 
Jan. 1.) 


As a result, many Northwest suburbs 


will be more than $1,000 ahead of Des 
Plaines in annual wage rates after May 
1. Although the city fathers have no obli- 
gation to lead the pack of nearby sub- 
urbs in a police wage derby, the city 
must maintain roughly comparable sala- 
ries to attract top-quality recruits and 
maintain the police department's present 
high level of professionalism. Maintain- 
ing the $11,610 top salary until the end of 
1971 
would not provide a comparable 


wage. 


The fact finding and recommendations 


of Mrs. Stewart represent the last step 
for solving wage disputes that is outlined 
in the labor relations ordinance. A city 
council rejection of what we feel is a rea- 
sonable settlement put forth by an un- 
biased third party would raise a lot of 
questions about the city's desire to live 
up to its obligations under that ordinance 
and to bargain in good faith. 


Although the aldermen may be hesi- 


tant about spending more money imme- 
diately before a city election, we feel 
adequate police protection 
and com- 


petitive police wages are one of the costs 
of doing business for the City of Des 
Plaines. 


We also feel there is no need for parity 


in wage hikes for employes of different 
city departments. In each case, the city 
council should weigh requests for wage 
hikes on their own merits and with an 
eye to salaries being paid by other sub- 
urbs for comparable jobs. Across-the- 
board pay raises for all city employes, 
we feel, are never justified. 


Hopefully, the city will also be able 


quickly to settle the unresolved wage dis- 
putes with firemen and public works em- 
ployes.

Learn Answers Through Experiments 


by LEON SHURE 


A girl peers carefully into a micro- 


scope. She adjusts the focus and the 
brown-outlined shape of a one-celled ani- 
mal comes into view. 


"Hey, look at this!" she says to the 


boy standing next to her. But he's trying 
to find out how water reaches the top- 
most leaves of a plant. 


These students are studying living 


things — plants and animals — in a col- 
lege-level biology course at Maine West 
High School, 1755 S. Wolf Rd., Des 
Plaines. 


If the 15 students, most of them se- 


niors, learn enough in this class they 
may receive college credit in biology. 


They are learning by doing, dis- 


covering scientific facts by themselves 
t h r o u g h experiments, according to 
Maine West science instructors. 


Before a student can take this biology 


course he must complete courses in basic 
biology, chemistry and physics. 


The students spend two periods a 


school day, about nine hours a week, 
studying biology. 


In May, they can take the College En- 


trance Examination in biology. If a stu- 
dent scores well, the college he will at- 
tend next fall may give him up to a year 
of college credit, according to Louis 
Bergdolt, Maine West science depart- 
ment chairman. 


These students will have the advantage 


of completing a college course require- 
ment in science and will have a head- 
start on other students, Bergdolt said. 


Often Bergdolt gets reports back from 


former students who say the Maine West 
course was better than their college 
biology course. 


This sometimes happens, he said, be- 


cause the college course doesn't have 
adequate equipment, or the classes are 
overcrowded and teachers don't have 
enough time to talk to students. 


The Maine West course follows stan- 


dards set up by the College Entrance Ex- 
amination Board, so it is equal to a col- 
lege biology course, according to course 
instructor Edward Swearingen. 


The Maine West course includes the 


study of molecule and cell structure, 
biochemistry, enzymes, sources of ener- 
gy in plants and animals, genetics, plant 
and animal structure, evolution, ecology,

and scientific methods of investigation 
and thought. 


The goal of the course is to give the 


students a very advanced knowledge of 
the general principals of biology, Swear- 
ingen said. 


To do this, students hear weekly lectur- 


es, carry out their own experiments to 
determine basic biology principals, and 
apply their knowledge in tests and in se- 
mester projects, which require research 
and experiments, he said. 


Experimentation is stressed. 'We teach 


them how to do experiments so they can 
answer their own questions." 


This is necessary because, with the 


growing expansion of knowledge in the 
world, students can never be taught ev- 
erything. They have to learn how to do 
research on a topic and to be able to 
inform themselves on what is being dis- 


covered, he said. 


Students interviewed felt that being 


allowed to discover the answer by them- 
selves makes the course more inter- 
esting, and much differenct from classes 
in which the teacher lectures all the 
time. 


"They turn us loose and we study on 


our own," Jay Jacob, of 1788 Elm, Des 
Plaines said. 


Some of the students are doing projects 


now with friut flys to determine some of 
the rules of heredity and inheritance of 
characteristics. 


Another student did research on the 


nerve responses of earthworms. One stu- 
dent is growing a kind of bacteria to test 
its characteristics. And another student 
was tracing the path water takes from 
the roots of a plant to the uppermost 
leaves.

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Tornado Season 
About To Begin 


In Illinois, the tornado Mason is about 


to begin. 


Tornados occur in every state 12 


months a year, but springtime and early 
summer are usually the most dangerous. 
Illinois is hit with an average of 25 tor- 
nadoes annually. 


Residents can take a number of steps 


In providing protection for themselves 
and their families in case a twister does 
set down 


Tornado warnings are usually given 


over radio and TV A tornado "watch" 
differs from a "warning." 


A watch refers to the possibility of tor- 


nadoes occurring between certain hours 
in a given area, and a warning says a 
tornado has actually been spotted or de- 
tected. The warning will state the tor- 
nado's location, the area that could be 
affected, and the approximate length of 
time the tornado will be active in that 
area 


Persons who could be in danger should 


then calmly proceed with proper safety 
precautions in the most protective area 
available, if and when a tornado strikes. 


STRONG WINDS and changes in air 


pressure cause the greatest amount of 
destruction by tornadoes. Flying objects 
nnd exploding windows or walls are dan- 
gers to beware of when seeking shelter. 


You can equalize the dangerous vari- 


ations in air pressure in homes and 
buildings by opening windows and doors 
on the side of the structure away from 
the tornado. 


Get underground, if possible, prefera- 


bly in a storm collar, basement, cave, or 
underground parking lot or subway, if 
you're in thr city 


If you are in a school, office or Indus- 


trial building of substantial construction, 
seek shelter in lower Interior floors away 
from windows Stay out of wldespan- 
rnofed buildings such as gyms and auti- 
tonumi Usually the area designated as 
a Civil Defense shelter is safest.

If you are in the open when a tornado 


is sighted, seek refuge in a building of 
reinforced 
construction. If a 
sturdy 


structure is not handy, lie flat in a ravine 
or ditch. 


Mobile home dwellers and people in 


rural areas should find a solidly built 
building, storm cellar or as a last resort, 
a ditch or ravine. If you are driving in 
an open area and sight a tornado, turn 
off at a right angle to the storm's direc- 
tion. 


For protection when walking in the city 


or in shopping areas, get to an offifce 
building. In stores, lie on the floor next 
to a heavy, nonglass counter, keeping 
clear of large glass windows. Refrain 
from seeking shelter in or near parked 
cars. 


IN APRIL 1967, 55 people lost their 


lives when tornadoes struck Oak Lawn, 
Lake Zurich and Belvidere. Some of 
these people could have saved their lives 
if they had taken a few simple pre- 
cautions. 


Here is a tornado safety checklist: 
Teach your children to come home 


when a storm threatens. Designate an 
area of your home as a tornado shelter. 
The best spot is centrally located in a 
basement toward the southwest corner of 
the house. 


Have a flashlight and battery radio 


ready to take into the shelter when dan- 
ger is imminent. 


During a tornado watch, prepare to en- 


ter your home shelter. Open windows 
away from the storm to equalize pres- 
sure. If you're not at home, take shelter 
in another suitable location. 


During a tornado warning, take shelter 


immediately. Stay away from windows 
and open indoor areas. Civil Defense 
shelters are best. Heavy furniture or in- 
terior, first floor hallways are also pro- 
tective.

Providing legal services for persons 


unable to afford an attorney is no new 
problem, but it is receiving new empha- 
sis in Illinois. 


As many readers know, lawyers tra- 


ditionally have donated freely of their 
time in handling the problems of the 
needy, or by performing these services 
at a fractfen of their actual value. This 
historic dlKharge of a professional obli- 
gation continues. 


In recent years, however, bar associ- 


ations as well as individual attorneys 
have sought more organized methods of 
lending a helping legal hand. The result 
is the legal aid bureau or assistance pro- 
gram. 


These bureaus range in size from 


Urge Packaging 
Dates On Foods 


A Northwest suburban member of the 


National Consumers Union this week will 
urge the judiciary committee of the Illi- 
nois House of Representatives to amend 
a proposed bill that would require pack- 
aging dates to be printed on some per- 
ishable foods.

large, multi-branched offices in metro- 
politan areas to small, part-time facil- 
ities in less populous regions. Many are 
solely community funded, some are pri- 
vately endowed, while others receive all 
or a large part of their financial support 
from federal government sources. 


And if all are devoted to helping those 


who are in need of legal assistance but 
without the means to pay, they also 
share a common problem — insufficient 
funds for the tasks they face. 


It is ironic but true that in this age of 


expanding concepts of social justice one 
of the more vital instruments of aiding 
the needy is, itself, in need of aid. 


The Board of Governors of the Illinois 


State Bar Association is determined that 
legal aid services to the poor shall be 
available on a statewide basis. H. Ogden 
Brainard, Charleston, the ISBA presi- 
dent, recently announced a seven-point 
programs aimed at broadening the ser- 
vice through the following: 


—Aid in developing legal assistance 


programs in all areas of the state not 
adequately served: 


—Assistance in developing funds, both 


from private as well as public sources, to 
offset a growing reliance on federal 
funds; 


—The establishment of high standards 


of quality for legal aid services; 


—The development of a structure for 


handling legal aid appeals on the appel- 
late level; 


—The training of lawyers in those 


areas of the law that most affect the 
poor; 


—The creation of a special advisory 


committee to evaluate applications for 
funds by legal aid organizations; 


—And a coordination of effort between 


private and public agencies concerned 
with the rendering of legal services to 
the indigent. 


ISBA's governing board also is con- 


cerned that legal aid services being fun- 
ded by federal sources not be narrowed 
by budget limitations but continue to pro- 
vide for the handling of cases of poor 
individuals. A special bar committee re- 
ported to the board that programs fun- 
ded by the Legal Services Division of the 
Office of Economic Opportunity (OEO) 
may be oriented toward law reform 
cases and to handling cases involving 
groups of indigents having similar prob- 
lems.

Q—IF I drew secuntj checks for only 


the last part of 1970 dn I have to report 
anything to the social security office if I 
did no work after I filed'1 


A—Yes, if you earned over $1,680 dur- 


ing the year, even though you made it 
before you drpw your social security pay- 
ments you must file a report. Often this 
1.1 misunderstood when a person initially 
files his application Earnings during the 
entire year must be considered; there- 
fore, you must file a report with the so- 
cial security officp no later than April 15. 


9-HOW OOKS A self employed per- 


son old enough for social security, deter- 
mine the months he may be able to draw 
his social security and still operate his 
business' 


A—First of all. he needs to be con- 


cerned only if he has a net income of 
more than $1,6)10. If he does, then it 


would depend upon the number of hours 
a month that he personally devotes to the 
business. He must file an annual report 
and a determination would be made as to 
what months he would be considered ac- 
tively operating his business. 


Q—IF A SELF employed person is able 


to go away for 2 or 3 months during the 
winter, would he be eligible for his social 
security payments while he is gone? 


A—Yes, because he wouldn't be ren- 


dering services to his business. 


Q—DO YOU HAVE a booklet explain- 


ing how wages or self employment in- 
come affects a person's eligibility to 
draw his monthly payments? 


A—Yes. Just telephone your nearest 


social security office and tell them you 
would like a booklet explaining the re- 
tirement test. 


"That's nice. Are you trying to make 


baby burp?"

I estimate that if I stretch baby 
a couple of times a day while baby is 
young and pliable I should be able to add 
at least 24 inches to baby's adult height."

If you use the former, you must notify 


the VA before your next dividend is due, 
and request it be held as a credit. Then, 
whenever needed to prevent a policy 
lapse, one monthly premium at a time 
will be deducted from the credit, and you 
will be notified. 


If you use the latter option, your divi- 


dend will be applied to pay your pre- 
miums as far in advance as possible, and 
you will be notified. You will not be bil- 
led for premiums again until at least one 
month in advance of the date your next 
premium is due. 


Q—I AM A veteran who receives com- 


pensation from VA. Aare my children eli- 
gible for educational assistance? 


A—Yes if you are 100 per cent per- 


manently disabled from a service-con- 
nected cause. If less than 100 per cent 
disabled, no. 


Q—THE VA guarantees 30 per cent of 


a $9,000 loan for a mobile home. If a 


veteran pays off the loan and desires Uf 
buy a conventional home, how much 
guaranty is available? 


A—Under provisions of the Veterans 


Housing Act of 1970, if the original mo 
bile home loan is paid in full, a veterai 
is entitled to the standard conventional 
home loan guaranty of $12,300. 


Q—MY FIRST husband was killed in 


action during World War II. I remarried 
in 1950, and my payments from the VA 
were terminated. My second 
husband 


died in 1960. I am receiving a small pen- 
sion from the VA, based on his nonser- 
vice-connected death. Can the VA pay 
me anything on my first husband's sec- 
vice, now that I am a widow? 
; 


A—Legislation effective Jan. 1, 1971. 


permits the VA to again pay death pay- 
ments on your first husband's death. VA 
cannot pay you for the death of both hus- 
bands, but you can elect to receive the 
larger payment The minimum payment 
to a widow for a service-connected death 
is S167 monthly. A greater amount may 
be payable, depending on the pay grade 
of your first husband. You should contact 
your VA office immediately.

A copper contraceptive that is said to 


approach the birth control pill in effec- 
tiveness probably will be introduced this 
summer hy G D Searle & Co., innovator 
of the pill 


Known ai the Cu-7, the new product is 


considered hy Searle to be a break- 
through in intrauterine contraception. It 
is expected to become available through 
physicians this summer, pending eval- 
uation of ongoing clinical studies to con- 
firm the results of earlier research, ac- 
cording to a company announcement 
Tucsd;iv 


The Cu-7 consists of a small piece of 


flexibie pi istic in the shape of a 7, with 
copper covering most of the stem. The 
top nf the 7 is about one inch in length 
and the stem us alxmt an inch and a half. 
The plastic is only about 1/16 of an inch 
m thickness 


Although 
intrauterine devices have 


been available for many yeai-s, the 
Soarle announcement said, a principal 
disadvantage has been that they are less 
effective than oral contraceptives which 
prevent pregnancy virtually 100 per cent 
of the time Other disadvantages have 
been expulsion nnd high removal rate 
due to side effects

Cu-7 
achieves a pregnancy rate near 


zero, and because of the small size, it 
has a substantially higher continuation 
rate — that is, it can be retained better 
and without discomfort by many more 
women," said Dr. Irwin C. Winter, 
Searle's vice president of medical af- 
fairs. 


He also said that studies show that the 


effect of the Cu-7 is localized in the ut- 
erus, and that the contraceptive action is 
quickly reversible once the copper is re- 
moved. Dr. Winter said the Cu-7 appears 
to be an effective alternative for women 
who should use a form of contraception 
other than the pill. 


Copper's use as a contraceptive agent 


was the discovery of Dr. Jaime Zipper of 
the University of Chile. He has licensed 
Searle to market the Cu-7 in the United 
States and abroad. It will be available 
only through physicians. 


Dr. Thomas P. Carney, Searle's vice 


president of research and corporate de- 
velopment, said, "We believe the Cu-7 is 
an important medical advance, but we 
have 
always maintained 
that 
con- 


traception should meet individual needs. 
With every method or with no method at 
all, there has to be a weighing of benefits 
and risks. The decision should be 
reached by the physician and the 
patient." 


The use of plastic has become so wide- 


spread that it is no coincidence that a 
single mail should bring three letters 
from troubled readers. All three had 
plastic mats or cloths on their dining ta- 
bles and when the covers were removed, 
the plastic imprint remained. 


Plastic is wonderful but should not be 


used casually on wood. Plastic mats of- 
ten work if nothing heavy or hot is put on 
them — or is removed as soon as pos- 
sible. But when something hot or heavy 
has been allowed to stand, the result all 
too often is stain that may have to be 
removed professionally. 


When tables have highly polished sur- 


faces, one may try what Mrs. Henry C. 
did. She smoothed on a mixture of fine, 
clean cigarette ash and mayonnaise, rub- 
bed gently, then wiped it off. She then 
washed the table top with a mild soap- 
and-water solution and waxed as usual. 
She had tried the treatment on a small 
area first to see if it would work. I've 
tried it myself and depending on whether 
there is sufficient finish left, it works 
well — but gentle does it.

About the only way of protecting 
bulbs is to use galvanized steel hard- 
ware cloth which is one-fourth inch 
mesh. When the bed is dug, this hard- 
ware cloth should be placed 10 inches 
into the ground — leaving two inches 
showing above the ground level. Put 
around a tulip bed, it should keep moles 
and field mice out for years. — One 
Who's Had It.

THEY CAU, themselves "dog people" 


or "dog lovers ' 


The first tit IP conjures up some kind of 


evil combination of half-man, half-dog 
who roams suburban neighborhoods kill- 
ing evergreen shrubbery, while the sec- 
ond is rejected out-of-hand on the James 
Thurber ground that a dog lover is a dog 
who loves another dog 


But by whatever title they choose to be 


identified, the) are really' people who 
own and or appreciate dogs — the first 
not necessarily guaranteeing the second, 
or vice versa 


And there'll be more of them per 


square foot at the International Am- 
phitheater next weekend than anywhere 
in the world In fact, both the dog anl 
people population in residence at the In- 
ternational Konnel Club all breed dog 
show is rivaled only by the massive turn- 
out at each annual renewal of the West- 
minster dog "doings" at Madison Square 
Garden in New York City 


There are two kinds of dog shows, and 


you should knnw the difference between 
them 


The first kind, and the best kind, is like 


thr International, the Westminster, the 
nearhv Chain of Lakes Kennel Club show 
in .lunr at Grnyslake, Illinois, and per- 
haps • handful of others. These shows 
•re put on by clubs or organizations with 
only one aim in mind — to provide com- 
petition for thr best of the different 
breeds of dogs under absolutely Impar- 
tial and professional judges. They want 
to attraet all the dogs they can get — 
and. without exception, they want the 
best dogs to win. 


That sounds simple, straightforward 


and honest enough. In fact, it is one of 
those things that seems prefaceable by 
the phrase "it goes without saying . ." 


But alas, there is another kind of show, 


that is less noble, less straightforward 
and a lot less worth seeing That is the 
show that is put on by a kennel club that 
is designed, scheduled and "judged" to 
give the club's members a maximum 
chance of winning points on dogs that 
would be discards from The Orphans of 
the Storm 


There is nothing worthwhile to be ac- 


complished by going further into this lat- 
ter type show, except to note that there 
still are far too many of them. 


The Amphitheater's International show 


this year will host some 3,656 dogs, 
which club secretary Larry Cainc notes 
Is a new all-time world's record. But be- 
sides netting records, what such an entry 
doe* for the spectator Is assure him an 
opportunity to see, virtually, every kind 
of dog in existence, many of them doing 
more than just looking beautiful. 


For example, in addition to the con- 


formatinn show, which proposes to find 
the dog "most typical" of the breed, 
there will be plenty of performance 
events 


Afghan Hounds, Whippets, Irish Wolf- 


hounds and Salukis, the breeds of dogs 
most noted for speed afoot, will race 
over an Astro Turf course. There will be 
actual indoor field trials for upland game 
dogs, pointers and retrievers, sled dog 
races and a huge obedience trial where 
dogs compete agamst a set of standards 
instead of against each other. 


The races are exciting, the field trials 


rather esoteric But the obedience trials 
appeal to even the youngest or the most 
uniformed observer, because it is the 
obedience dog who, in his capacity for 
behaving so absolutely perfectly under 
the most difficult 
conditions, always 


makes me want to hurry home and dis- 
inherit my children 


I'ntll you've watched an obedience 


trial and seen what these dogs do, many 
of them willingly, under Incredibly strin- 
gent standard*, you can't really believe 
It. 


But the Big Casino is in the con- 


formation rings, where dogs of each 
breed compete against each other on the 
basis of their bodily perfection, as set 
down by the American Kennel Club 
Here dogs are competing for points that 
will eventually, their owners hope, earn 
them the coveted title of "Champion." 


You can look askance at the title, as it 


is worn by someone else's dog I have 
never owned a Champion dog, but I knew 
a guy once who did I was impressed. 
That's part of it 


But there's another very real part of 


being owner of a Champion. That is the 
part that spells $ in capital letters. For 
prospective purchasers of family pets, no 
matter how strongly they swear other- 
wise, are willing to pay quite a lot more 
for a puppy of championship stock . . . 
even though they never intend to show 
the dog. One reason, again, is pride of 
ownership. Another, more important rea- 
son, is that with a championship heri- 
tage, chances are markedly improved 
that the puppy purchaser will have, when 
his puppy is grown, a dog typical of the 
breed: one that he'll be proud to own. 


This is a thought that hunters should 


most definitely consider, too My first 
bird dog I bought with no papers and no 
credentials — and naturally, I paid 
very little for the privilege of owning 
him 
A real bargain, I decided. Who 


needs papers7 


As the puppy began to grow, physi- 


cally, I begati to worry. He couldn't, for 
example, recognize his own name. (I for- 
get what I named him, but I remember 
what I called him.) He could smell a gar- 
bage can a mile away, but he would run 
right over a fresh pheasant wing to get 
away from the sight of a shotgun. When 
he was a year old, he was still working 
10 or 12 feet from me — behind me, that 
is, apparently waiting for me to flush 
something he liked In short, a real knot- 
head 


Anyway, knowing my own training lim- 


itations, my next dog was sired by a 
combination Bench Champion and Field 
Trial Champion His mother was an ex- 
cellent bird dog that I'd hunted with and 
who was also sired by a dual champion. I 
still knew nothing about training, but the 
dog was bred right and he knew it all, by 
instinct. 


Dog shows, then, such as the Inter- 


national, are not only fun to attend, but 
considering that something like 45"c of 
the dogs In the show are already Cham- 
pions, there is the opportunity for you to 
see the best, and talk with the owners 
and breeders. You can find out not only 
what your dog should look like, which 
may not be terribly important to yon, but 
you can also find out what each kind of 
dog is like to be around. 


"The International, a benched show, re- 
quires that all dogs entered must remain 
in the building for spectators to see dur- 
ing the entire two-days of judging. So it 
really doesn't matter what time, or what 
day you attend, the dog or dogs you want 
to inspect will be present for you to see. 


Plan to pack the family off for a day 


at the Amphitheater next Saturday or 
Sunday. No matter how uninformed you 
may feel you are about dogs, you'll find 
a day's worth of things to see — some- 
thing is happening all day, both days. 


Afficionados of specific breeds can also 


attend the various special shows on the 
Friday before the International, where 
each breed of dog has its own show. The 
Specialty shows are held in various 
showrooms of the Stockyard Irai, adja- 
cent to the Amphitheater. 


The Specialties are operated by special 


breed clubs and almission is usually free 
— there are more than 20 different ones 
for different breeds. The International 
admission is $2 for adults, $1 for kids, 
and you can spend the entire day looking 
at good dogs doing whatever they do 
beet.
